The winner in the June 4

Since nomination papers for 
the fall contest become available 
on May 1, voters may have a hard 
distinguishing where the special 
election campaign ends and the 
regular election effort begins. 

If the losers in the special 
ballotting decide to try again in

Local reactions to 
Mt. Ida plan mixed

OAK HILL — Oak Hill residents will bring mixed emotions to the 
June public hearing on a zoning change for a 250-unit elderly housing 
complex with a medical care facility on the Mount Ida Jr. College 
campus, according to Stephen Buchbinder, attorney for the Life Care 
Center project. 

Buchbinder said his group has recently met with two neighborhood 
groups, the Oak Hill Park Association and the Nahanton Woods 
Association, to hear their concerns about the project. 

He said the meeting with the Oak Hill Park Association ‘‘went 
well,’’ while the residents of the Nahanton Woods condominium 
development were ‘‘somewhat more agitated.” 

Nathan Nager, president of the Oak Hill Park Association, said, 
‘We have taken no stand at all on the issue, Most of the people who 
attended the meeting were abutters to the project and the reaction 
was mixed,"’ 

Nancy Levin, who lives on Wiswall Road, which abuts the proposed 
site of the development, said, ‘‘We don’t feel too good about it. The 
traffic on Dedham Steet is already horrendous.” She said she had to 
turn right on Dedham Street when she took her children to school 
earlier this week even though she wanted to turn left.

When Spring has sprung 


The Garden City’s zinnias are getting some special attention these days,

“I'd do it all over again for my children, but I wouldn't 
necessarily want my children to do it for theirs,”’ 
Vietnam vet from Waltham who requested anonymity 


They were kids just out of high school when they left the streets 
of Newton and Waltham, 

Some 2,400 of them from these two cities travelled halfway 
across the world to put their lives on the line, either at the 
government's request or because they chose to follow the patriotic 
legacy handed down by their fathers and grandfathers, 

They were the flesh and blood of this country's longest, most 
controversial and most painstakingly analyzed war — a conflict 
that, for those totally removed from it, ended a decade ago today 
when the last U.S. helicopters lifted off from the roof of the 
embattled American embassy in Saigon. 

The men lucky enough to make it home alive — 23 from Newton 
and 12 from Waltham were not have distinct and personal 
memories from their time in Vietnam. 

Some remember the country’s beautiful beaches or the 
paralyzing fear that gripped them when an enemy mortar shell 
could be heard whistling toward their position through the dark 
night air. 

Others recall the young village children, boys and girls barely 
into their teens, who nlayed happily in the bombed-out streets by 
day and became soldiers in the jungle at night 

Like many of the area’s Vietnam veterans, Richard C. Metro 
came back to his hometown, Newton, and eventually landed a job 
with the city

NEWTON T he 
Commonwealth's general fund 
will soon be almost $900 richer 
thanks to unencumbered funds 
left over in the accounts of the 
two political action committees 
that fought over the city's 1983 
ballot question on financing a 
new library. 

City and state political finance 
officials said last week that the 
residual funds remaining in the 
accounts of the Committee to 
Elect a New Library (CENL) and 
Stop The Override of Prop. 2% 
(STOP) will have to be turned 
back to the state eventually. 

The unspent contributions, 
which total exactly $898.16, will 
have to be forwarded to the 
Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts’ Local Aid Fund 
because neither group has any 
outstanding debts or liabilities, 
according to the officials. 

Campaign Finance Reports 
(CFRs) on file with the city’s 
Election Commission show 
CENL with residual monies 
totalling $807.31 and STOP with 
$90.85 remaining from the 1983 
battle over a ballot question that 
asked voters to endorse an 
override of Prop. 2% to finance 
the construction of a new library, 

Residents ultimately rejected 
the idea by an overwhelming 
margin 

According to Pat Carli, senior 
auditor and investigator for the 
state's Office of Campaign and 
Political l’inance, said the money 
must be turned over to the state’s 
general revenues. 

Alan W. Licarie, executive 
secretary of the Election 
Commission, informed the both 
committees’ treasurers of the 
situation in an April 11 letter that 
explained the same statute Carli 
cited 

By law, CENL and STOP were 
required to file their respective 
CFRs on the fifth day of every 
month until all campaign 
liabilities were wiped out, With 
their slates clean, the two groups 
can now either give the money to 
the state or simply keep itin their

Larry Marino, ‘over there’ 
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Local vets look back and wonder

Now the city’s forestry superintendent, 
Metro worked with a small group of about a 
dozen men often behind enemy lines — 
gathering information for the Central 
Intelligence Agency and other branches 
involved in the conflict. 

When he entered the service in 1968, the 





Navy trained him to speak and write 
Vietnamese fluently, which made him 
popular among the natives and_ village 


children with whom he spent much of his 
time. 

By the time of his discharge two years and 
three wounds later, he had earned a Purple 
Heart with three Oak Leaf clusters, the 
Silver Star, the Bronze Star Medal, the 
Vietnam Cross of Galantry, and several 
other commendations. 

“Here we were, 17, 18 and 19-year-olds 
carrying M-16 machine guns through these 
jungles with grenades strapped to our 
chests. If there wasn’t a war, we would have 
been back in Newton cruising the streets, 
playing sports, dating girls 

“Instead, we grew up in combat. We never 
experienced our youth,’’ Metro, now 38, 
says. 

Despite the years he would have otherwise 
enjoyed in peace and his brushes with death, 
Metro is ‘‘not a complainer. I did my thing 
and I'm home now. I'm happy with what I 
did then, and I'm happy with what I do 
today."’ 

There are ‘‘bad’’ and ‘“‘good’’ lessons that 
stem from America’s involvement in 
Vietnam, according to Metro. 

“It's too bad that some of the politicians 
and people today don’t want to go out of their 
way to help the people in countries that need 
it. The Russians jump on that,”’ he says. 

“In Vietnam, on one side of the 
checkerboard, were the military people, and 
on the other side were the politicians. I don’t 
think we, the military people, were allowed 
to do what we felt we had to do over there to 
gain these people their freedom. 

“We left without any dignity and honor, 
and when we arrived back home we got 
abused. I can remember my father telling 
me not to wear my uniform in the streets 
because I wouldn’t like the reaction it got,”’ 
Metro says. 

For him, the ‘‘good” lesson of Vietnam 10 
years later is the most important. 

“People are starting to realize finally, 
after all these years, that the guys who went 
to fight in Vietnam weren't so bad after all,” 
according to Metro. 


William Kelly, a recently retiree after 11 
years with the Newton Fire Department, will 
never have the chance to forget his 11 
months and 28 days in Vietnam 

“TI remember it every morning when I get 
up. I lost a leg over there. I was caught in an 
ambush,”’ says the 40-year-old Garden City 
native, whose damaged limb still requires 
regular medical attention. 

Kelly, a former Army seargent who 
earned numerous commendations during his 
combat service, spent nine months in a 
European hospital before returning to 
civilian life, a stay he believes helped him 
accomplish a smoother transition than 
Metro and other veterans. 

“T think it's a helluva lesson we learned 
over there. Because of Vietnam, something 
drastic would have to happen today for us to 
commit troops to a battle like that again. I 
don't think we’re going to jump into Central 
America like we did in Vietnam. I don’t think 
the people will let it happen today,” 
according to Kelly. 

“It lingered on for too many years. We 
didn’t fight it to win it. I don’t think people 
will let that happen again either,”’ he adds. 

Sgt. Robert Williams, a recruiter at the 
Army-National Guard office on Sharon 
Street in Waltham, agrees with Kelly’s 
perspective. 

“T looked at it as a year lost out of my life. 
At the time (1966), we had no real sense of 
what was going on. I didn’t really start to 
think about it until 1970. That’s when I 
realized we were fighting a losing cause,"’ 
says the former tank commander who now 
lives with his family on Berkeley Street. 

“A lot of guys were just calling it a 
political football. It seemed to us that nobody 
wanted to win the damned thing. 

“If we're going to go into combat, let's go 
in to win, Don’t play no games. Don’t use us 
as pawns in a chess game. You have to have 
that commitment or it just becomes useless 
bloodshedding,’’ according to Williams. 

Lawrence Marino, now comptroller for the 
city of Newton, echoes Williams's ‘‘If you’re 
not going to do it to win, don’t do it at all” 
view. Marino was drafted into the Army in 
1968 while a junior at Boston College and 
spent most of his tour in Vietnam’s central 
highlands. 

“I didn’t have it as hard as a lot of guys 
did. I mean, it wasn’t easy, but I was only 
involved in a couple of firefights. I didn’t 
spend 12 months humping through the jungle 
like some guys did,”’ he says. 

Although he described the combat action 
he particpated in as ‘‘nothing significant,’’ 
Marino’s most vivid memory is of colleagues 











who were not so lucky. 

“J remember when friends of mine from 
178rd Airborne Division went out on a patrol 
one day. I had grown close to a lot of guys in 
that outfit. Three-quarters of the patrol was 
wiped out. From the compound, I could see 
the firefight off in the hills about five miles 
. I found out later that 15 of them had 


Marino also remembers, all too well, 
coming to grips with his own mortality. 

“It’s an amazing feeling when you're in 
fear of your life and you have no control over 
anything that’s happening. No one who 
hasn’t gone through it could really 
understand what genuine fear means,” 
according to the Lyme Road resident. 

“Three or four nights a week, our 
compound would get blasted with rocket and 
mortar fire. You could see them being fired 
and hear them in the air. You know they’re 
heading your way, but there’s nowhere to 
hide and you’re afraid to move because you 
don’t want to move into it. 

“You wonder, ‘Is this the one with my 
name on it?’ and you’re just frozen there 
waiting for it to happen and praying it 
doesn’t. It makes you think about God once 
ina while, too,’’ he recalls. 

Marino’s first greeting when he got back to 
the States in 1969 is typical of the ‘‘Welcome 
Home" many vets had to endure — a 
different kind of war they never expected to 
have to fight 

“A flower child at San Francisco Airport, 
a young long-haired girl, saw me and called 
me a ‘baby killer.’ If I had a gun at the time, 
I think I would have killed her.”’ 

The anxiety of being a veteran of the 
country’s most unpopular war soon had ‘‘a 
very nervous, extremely tense’’ Marino 
smoking three packs of cigarettes a day. He 
now considers his successful adjustment to 
civilian life ‘‘lucky.”’ 

“You can’t expect a guy who’s been in a 
combat situation for 12 months to be sent 
home to reality in one day with no 
psychological debriefing and no rest.”’ 

“What they did to some of these kids was 
horrendous. I mean, one day you're in 
Vietnam coming out of the jungle and the 
next you’re home. Maybe the military gives 
you a steak dinner and thanks you, but then 
you’re on the streets and people are calling 
you ‘baby killer.’”” 

Like Richie Metro and some of the other 
area vets interviewed during the past week, 
Marino hopes to go back someday to visit 
Vietnam. 

This time, however, they would like to 
make the trip in peace.

Gender differences in graffiti

CHESTNUT HILL — Thirteen 
years ago, Lanny Kutakoff 
embarked on a world exploration 
in search of a topic for his 
master's thesis in 
communication research. 

After trekking through some of 
the globe's most exotic locales, 
such as Greece, Israel, Scotland 
and Ireland, Kutakoff, then a 
graduate student at Boston 
University, returned to America 
with a greater appreciation for 
what he found to be a universally- 
shared architectural trademark 

bathroom graffiti 

Kutakoff had 
master’s thesis topic. 

During his lecture last week at 
Pine Manor College, where 
Kutakoff is assistant dean of 
students and an assistant 
professor in sociolog the 
master of bathroom graffiti 
explained how his unusual 
fascination began. 

“I enjoy reading walls,” 
Kutakoff said. ‘‘While looking for 
a topic I remembered my 
professor's advice how the thesis 
should be a labor of love, not just 
labor.” 

Kutakoff, 37, focussed 
research on the 
differences found in “* 

graffiti written specifically in 
bathrooms. After reading what 
little information he could find on 
the subject, Kutakoff established 
two hypotheses, both of which 
were disproven by his own work. 

According to Kutakoff original 
theories, women wrote an equal 
amount of sexual comments on 
walls as did men and used more 
socially unacceptable language 
and content in their brief 
dissertations on life. But 
countless bathroom stalls and 727 
pieces of catalogued graffiti 
later, Kutakoff discovered men 
had more to say in reference to 
sexual matters and used 
language that was better left 
where it was written. 

“It was not what I expected it 
to be,” Kutakoff said of the 
results of his 1972 study. ‘I had to 
come to grips with that. Then

again, this was about the sixth or 
seventh study I did where I 
proved myself wrong."” 

The educator, who conducted 
his studies in the hallowed stalls 
of Boston-area college 
bathrooms, was unable to find 
the answers he sought regarding 
bathroom graffiti artists. But he 
did discover some _ interesting 
facts about what, and how much, 
people had on their minds at the 
time. 

Men not only had more to say 
than women, but said it more 
succinctly, according to 
Kutakoff’s findings. Of the 727 
pieces of graffiti recorded, 575 
were written by men and 152 by 
women. On average, men’: 
feelings were summed up in 
about three words while women 
needed 27, 

Women, according to Kutakoff, 
“correspond” with each other 
through their bathroom writing 








more than men, record more 
“personal laments’? and write 
phrases more difficult to 
categorize. 

The majority of men’s writing 
is related to sex “‘in one way or 
another’ and includes many 
more ethnic slurs (none were 
found in women’s bathrooms), 
Kutakoff said. 

He was more surprised by the 
subjects not found on bathroom 
walls than those permanently 
inscribed. 

“T found nothing on ecology,” 
he said. “That really astounded 
me. I couldn't figure out where 
anybody's sensibilities were ona 
such a timely issue 

Kutakoff conducted another 
study of bathroom graffiti in 1983 
and discovered that times hadn't 
changed much in over a decade 

in bathrooms at least. 

“We're basically looking at the 
same phenomena and 11 years 
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* said Kutakoff, who 
did find that women are now 
writing more graffiti, including 
more political comments, and 
men have increased their amount 
of sexually-oriented writing. 


“T didn’t chuckle once out loud 
though,” Kutakoff said of his 
second round of bathroom 
investigations. ‘‘People don’t 
seem to have the sense of humor 
now that they had in the '70's.” 


One thing that has definitely 

changed over the years is 
Kutakoff’s attitude towards 
graffiti writing 


“T never, ever wrote one piece 
of graffiti in my entire life before 
these studies,"’ he said. ‘Now I’m 
rather prolific. I know it's not 
socially acceptable, but I just feel 
this urgency to write on the walls 
whenever I'm there,’ he added, 
referring to his research field.

last August at age 73 showed how much they 
thought of Dietz and his unselfish 
contributions to the Garden City by 
dedicating a park bench in his memory at 
the Newton Centre green. 

Nearly 100 residents and community 
leaders attended the afternoon ceremonies, 
braving a chilly breeze and intermittent 
drizzle to offer a fitting tribute to one of the 
city’s most notable citizens. 

The focus of the event was a purple 
beachwood bench facing Centre Street, set in 
a red brick foundation and flanked by 
freshly-planted flowers. 















Just beneath the bench, a granite tablet 
sunk along the sidewalk bears an inscription 
which capsules the impression Dietz’s life 
had on those he left behind: ‘‘A legacy of 
public service for others to follow."” 

The bench, tablet and subsequent 

landscaping were all paid for from private 
contributions that flowed in after the 
alderman who guided the city through its 
formative phase for 20 consecutive years 
pas ed away late last summer.

He just loved people and liked to help 
them if he could,’ Jean Dietz said of her 
husband as she cast a hand toward the heart 
of the Newton Centre neighborhood just 
prior to the ceremony.

New way needed 
to preserve past 


The tapering off of federal funds that 
came to the city through the Community 
Development Block Grant program is 
lamentable from a number of different 
angles. It hurts the most when it directly 
affects people who have come to depend on 
that sort of help over the years. 

But there is another effect of the cutoff 
that is a bit harder to see. The funds used 
to be the basis of a citywide program 
called VIP that encouraged business 
owners to rehabilitate their buildings by 
offering reimbursement in federal funds. 

Now, a large part of the Garden City has 
been ruled ineligible for that 
reimbursement. We care because we think 
the city should join the preservation 
movement that is restoring other cities 
across the country to their historical 
splendor. 

Behind the often tacky facades of 
commercial buildings in the city lie works 
of architectural artistry that deserve to be 
resurrected. A prime example is the 
building on the corner of Watertown and 
Waltham Streets. Now tenanted by CVS, 
Store 24 and the phone company, the old 
building, known as ‘‘the Robinson Block,”’ 
has been covered with a thin skin of 
aluminum siding. 

When this was done, the owner must 
have thought he had come across a perfect 
solution to the problems of preserving an 
old building. The siding was relatively 











cheap, relatively durable and 
maintenance would be close to nil. 
Many such ‘‘improvements’’ were 


completed years ago, when a number of 
the city’s old buildings were in disrepair 
and ‘‘urban renewal’’ was something of a 
fad. But now, our stock of architectural 
history has been depleted and the few 
remaining remnants of a glorious past era 
are even more valuable. 

Given the push in Washington to cut 
back funds for programs like that which 
assisted in the preservation of our history, 
it would seem a fool’s errand to hope for 
help from that quarter. Is there something 
else that can be done besides appealing to 
commercial property owners to realize 
that they have a responsibility to help us 
preserve, as much as possible, some of the 
Jandmark buildings in the Garden City?

Up to 5,000 delegates, chosen at caucuses 
in February and including 1,000 ex-officio 
officeholders, will hold an ‘Issues 
Convention” in the Springfield Civie Center 
May 18. 

It will be facinating to watch them 
struggle with the game as played in Ronald 
Reagan’s court. 

The pow-wow takes place against the 
backdrop of Reagan’s devastating defeat of 
Democrats nationally last year. Democratic 
State Committee chairman (and now Cong.) 
Chet Atkins hopes the deliberations might 
send some kind of national message about 
the road k to power.’ 

That tall order for a party that had lost 
the lean and hungry look and stopped paying 
the price for leadership. One hears little self- 
criticism from last year’s defeated 
standard-bearer (or beareress) 
acknowledging why they lost touch with the 
American mood and lost 49 states to 
Republican Reagan. 

The meat of the convention is expected to 
be a new Democratic platform hammered 
out by ex-Cong. Jim Shannon and a 
committee of elders. The idea was to 
redefine what Democrats should stand for 
nowadays. 

They came up stressing broad thematic 
principles and generalities in contrast to the 
traditional Democratic laundry list of 
special interests and constituent groups’ 
issues. (One cynical Democrat reports the 
hottest item on the agenda may be whether 
or not to include gays and lesbians in the 
Democratic charter.)

Dispute over daylight-saving time

In 1784, Ben Franklin, then ambassador to 
France, had one of his bright ideas. If the 
clock were rearranged to give Paris 


shopkeepers an extra hour of daylight during 
business hours, they could save more than a 


million franes a year on candles. 


Thus was born the idea of daylight-saving 
eventually to become 
widespread in America. Each U.S. state and 
county determined how and when to set its 
clocks until 1967, when Congress passed the 


time, which was 


Uniform Time Act 
It mandated that all 


Sunday in October 


What’s the purpose of daylight-saving time? 
By mid-spring, the sun rises early enough so 
that even if the clock is pushed one hour 


ahead, people can still begin the day 


daylight. By extending daylight by one hour in 
still light available for 


the evening, there's 


business, recreation or leisure at day's end. 


In 1972, Congress passed an amendment 
that permitted any state split by a time zone to 
have all or a portion of the state not reset its 
clock. Currently, part of Indiana and Arizona 
don’t go on daylight-saving time, nor do 


Hawaii, Puerto Rico or the Virgin Islands. 


Most people seem to like the daylight-saving 


time arrangement 


In 1973, Congress decided to experiment by 
saving.

26, 1975, the nation 
would set its clocks an hour ahead and leave

daylight was fine in late spring, summer and 
early fall. In the winter, though, the day began 
in the dark and it got dark again by the end of 
the workday, Less than halfway through the 
experiment, Congress ordered a return to the 
old DST schedule. 

Many businesses still love daylight-saving 
time 

Convenience-store operators say that more 
daylight would increase their business, since 
women avoid the stores on dark afternoons 
and early evenings. 

In addition, daylight-saving time appeals to 
leisure firms — since, for example, a lot more 
golf would be played with an extra hour of 
daylight. The Barbecue Industry Association 
salivates at the thought of the extra briquettes 
and bottles of sauce that could be sold for 
those extra hours, and candy companies like 
the idea of extra daylight on Halloween 

These groups have formed the Daylight 
Saving Time Coalition and have proposed that 
DST be extended. It should start, they say, on 
the third Sunday in March, rather than the 
last Sunday in April, and should end on the 
first Sunday in November, not the last Sunday 
in October 

They say this change would save energy, 
reduce crime and cut down on traffic 


accidents during sunset rush hours. (In March 
and April 1974, during the short-lived 
experiment, accidents were down almost 3 
percent.) 

It's a modest change 
people oppose it. 

Under the DST coalition’s plan, some areas 
would experience “sunrise” as late as 8:10 
a.m, for several weeks in late March, Parents 
groups, such as the National PTA, complain 
that this will force children to leave for school 
in the dark, Radio stations that are licensed to 
operate only during daylight hours would miss 
the valuable early-morning drive time 

Farm groups say that farmers who hold 
second jobs or take part in evening 
community and church activities would have 
to quit their fields during daylight losing an 
hour of work time each day Dairy farmers 
say that cows would still follow the old 
schedule, they’d have to be milked in the 
dark, and probably would give less milk 

Several religious groups also Oppose the 
change, Orthodox Jews whose day begins in 
Synagogue at sunrise argue that with a later 
Sunrise, there would be several weeks in 
which they couldn't Say morning prayers and 
get to work on time, Some Christian 
fundamentalists Oppose daylight-saying, 
period claiming that it violates God's will 

The proposed DST change was defeated in 
the last Congress by a House vote of 211-199, It 
has been reintroduced, though

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No such thing as loopholes 


To the editor: 


This is an open letter in 
response to a misleading and 
illogical full-page advertisement 
which appeared recently in the 
Boston Globe (and, I assume, 
many other national 
newspapers) paid for by the 
American Association of Retired 
Persons (AARP) entitled ‘The 
Budget Deficit, A Question of 
Fairness.” 

This advertisement asks, ‘Is it 
fair to cut back on Social 
Security, Medicare, Medicaid, 
job training, housing and student 
loans while ignoring massive 
federal tax giveaways to large 
corporations and wealth 
individua The ad answers, 
“No. To deal effectively with the 
huge budget deficit, we must deal 
with the real causes of the deficit 
problem tax loopholes, 
military spending and _ rising 
interest costs.”’ 

It continues, ‘Is it fair to force 
older Americans, working 
families and the poor to sacrifice 
still more to help reduce the 
budget deficit while many of the 











nation’s most profitable 
corporations and wealthiest 
individ: aren’t sharing the 





burden 

The illogical thinking reflected 
in this misguided advertisement 
defines in reverse what 
al causes (and possible 
solutions) are to the budget 
deficit. 

The first bit of reverse thinking 
demonstrated in this ad is the 
assertion that social security, 
Medicare, etc. are being ‘‘cut 
back” when, in fact, they are all 
increasing in costs to taxpayers. 
AARP must assume that 
continued skyrocketing costs of 
these programs is a natural state 
of affairs (which is almost true, 
unfortunately), so that any 
slowdown in the increase 
becomes a ‘‘cutback.”” 

The next illogical statement is 
the assertion that ‘‘massive 
federal tax giveaways to large 
corporations and wealthy 
individuals are being ignored”’ as 
if such a phenomenon can 
actually exist at all! The kind of 
thinking that assumes there can 
be such a thing as a tax giveaway 
can only follow from the 
assumption that the government, 
not the people, owns everthing to 
begin with, so whatever the 
productive citizens create of 
value and keep is ‘given to 
them”’ by the government. 

The ad continues by 
postulating that the solution to 
the rising deficit will come by 
addressing the ‘‘real causes’? — 
tax loopholes, military spending 
and rising interest rates. 

To answer these points, first, 
there is simply no such thing as a 
tax ‘loophole’ — I defy the 
AARP to name one. There is 
simply the tax law as it exists, as 
passed by our elected 
representatives. Does loophole 
mean ‘“‘deduction?’’ If so, the 
biggest loophole now is home 
mortgage interest! 

Second, military spending is 
the first and most basic 





responsibility of our government, 
and our present level as a 
percentage of total tax revenues 
has barely caught up with the 
percentage it was back when 
John F. Kennedy was president, 
and in absolute terms it is lower 
than our totalitarian enemy, 
Russia. Lastly, rising interest 
rates ‘cause’ the deficit to rise 
about the same way wet 
sidewalks ‘‘cause” rain. Rising 
interest rates simply reflect the 
free market’s changing ‘‘price’’ 
for credit — and when demand 
for credit is high, such as 
government demand to finance 
skyrocketing social programs, 
interest rates can indeed ‘‘rise."’ 


This ad asks me to write my 
senators and congressmen to 
protest the unfair budget 
proposal. The AARP will be 
pleased to know I am writing my 
senators and congressmen, but 
fortunately for them, I aam 
writing to support the present 
proposal. 

In my view, taxpayer funds 
flowing from a growing, 
productive economy are the only 
source for increasing dollars for 
social security, medicare, ete. 
President Reagan has 
demonstrated that by lowering 
tax rates. tax revenues for these 
social programs actually 
increase. In fact, the latest tax 
revenue figures show that the 
percent of total taxes paid by 
individuals with incomes under 
$20,000 has dropped from 17.1 
percent to 15.5 percent; those 
earning $20-50,000 from 50 
percent to 49.1 percent, and those 
earning over $50,000 rising from 
32.9 percent to 35.4 percent. Hard 
to believe, but true — lowering 
tax rates increases total tax 
revenues, and a_ higher 
percentage of the total taxes get 
paid by the ‘‘wealthy.”” 


And as to the AARP’s 
complaint that a deficit 
“solution” lies somewhere in the 
area of getting corporations to 
“pay more taxes,’’ I will simply 
ask the AARP to define just how 
“corporations” really pay taxes 
at all. More and more economic 
“experts” seem to be concluding 
that only productive citizens 
“pay” taxes, corporations can 
only collect them — and, you 
guessed it, they ‘‘collect’’ them if 
they have to ‘pay’? by simply 
raising prices high enough to do 
so. 

The AARP should consider 
reversing its position and support 
the current budget proposal 
because it does in fact eliminate 
well intentioned but wasteful 
programs that drain the 
incentive and the resources of the 
productive workers in our 
society. Only by continuing to 
streamline the delivery of 
necessary social programs and, 
lower the tax burden for all will 
our free economy generate real 
additional revenues to pay for the 
types of social programs outlined 
by AARP.

acts in the maintenance of a 
Great Society will never be 
outdated, nor will it be ‘stale 
news.”

the Bitburg military cemetery. 





Reagan — at least to this point in 
time — has attempted to expand 
our conciousness as to who were 
and are the ‘‘victims” of the Nazi 
regime. Wiesel has resisted the 
siren call to play the hysterical 
demogogic zealot. Both men have 
acted toward each other in a 
spirit of ‘‘OK-ness’’ regarding 
their disagreement about the 
meaning to be attributed to the 
Bitburg visit.

Passman’s campaign 
literature touts him as ‘the 
strong, independent and effective 
voice’ Ward 8 voters ‘‘deserve”’ 
and Walsh’s slogan paints her as 
“the candidate who deserves the 
job.” 

While Passman appears to be 
the most outspoken of all the 





entrants, William H. Shaevel, of 
881 Dedham St., has been quietly 
picking up important political 
clout from some of the Oak Hill’s 
community’s most notable 
members 

Out-going Oak Hill Park 
Association President Nathan 
Nager, of 875 Dedham St., is the 
chairman of the political action 


committee formed to boost 
Shaevel’s bid. 
Four members of Mayor 


Theodore D. Mann's family put 
their signatures on the 
nomination papers that helped 
make Shaevel an official 
candidate for the seat, including 
Mann’s wife, Florence, two 
daughter acie and Debbie, 
and his son, Eric. 
Shaevel’s nomination papers 
also carried substantially more 
resident signatures than those 
offered by his opponents. 
Although Mann has said he 
would not formally endorse any 
of those vying for the seat in his 
home ward, he demonstrated his 
support for Shaevel late last year 
by appointing him as a member 
of the city's first Economic 
Development Commission. 
Responding to Passman’s 
contention that he is ‘ducking the 
issues,” Shaevel commented, 
“Mr. Passman is innaccurate. I 
have two debates scheduled.

Regarding Passman’s 
comment about his being so far 
removed from involvement in 
real estate development, Shaevel 
could only say, ‘I’m not sure 
what he would mean by that...."’ 


Katz, who could not be reached 
for comment, is the only 
candidate in the race with prior 
aldermanic experience.

NEWTON — Mayor Theodore D. Mann has placed partial blame 
for uninspected city schools on the state Civil Service Commission, 
saying efforts to increase staffing in the Building Department have 
been hampered by delays in receiving civil service lists. 

Mann admitted personnel shortages within the department should 
not have prevented the schools from being inspected, saying ‘‘that 
should always be a priority.” 

But regarding personnel shortages, he said, ‘I would have to lay 
the blame for that right at the doorsteps of the state, frankly... In the 
period of time we've been trying to hire new people, there has been an 
enormous problem for years in updating civil service lists.” 

Compounding the turmoil in the department is the recent 
indictment of a building inspector, Richard C. Thorne, hired by the 
city just six weeks ago. He pleaded innocent last week in U.S. District 
Court to charges that he attempted to defraud the federal 
government while working for the U.S. Department of Housing and 
Urban Development. 

Last week, the aldermanic Public Facilities Committee voted 
unanimously to reconsider the Building Department’s budget after 
approving it the previous week 

The committee has also asked Mann to appropriate $20,000 for an 
organizational study of the department.

‘Chicago’ is finger-snapping good

“Chicago,” by Fred Ebb and John Kander, 
presented by the Turtle Lane Players, now showing 
through May 18 at Turtle Lane Playhouse, 283 
Melrose St., Newton. 


What would you call a small, but well laid-out 
community theatre, with a lounge serving thirst- 
quenching beverages during intermission, enlarged 
still photos on the walls, a pleasant ticket-taking 
lady, who tells every customer to enjoy the show, 
and, even, clean rest rooms? I’d call it the Turtle 
Lane Playhouse, on Melrose Street in Newton. And, 
what would you call a toe-tapping, finger-snapping, 
whirl of color and sight, set in the mid-west, after 
the turn of the century? I'd call that, ‘‘Chicago.”’ 
The combination of the two makes for a fun 
evening’s entertainment. 


The show centers on the rough and tumble, shoot- 
em up world of that toddling town in the roaring 
1920s. A time when the booze was cold, the women 
‘hot' and guns smoking all over town. And it wasn’t 
just mobsters and shady characters that were 
carrying hardware. Some of these gun-wielding 
residents of Illinois were ladies. Well, maybe not 
ladies, per se, but they were females. 

‘Chicago’ showcases seven women, who are all 
in jail because they shot their husbands, lovers, 
boyfriends, and/or anyone else who manages to get 
in the way of their bullets. The two female leads in 
the show are among this dirty half-dozen, plus one. 

Velma is a singer/dancer, who feels lots of 
publicity and an acquittal will revive her somewhat 
sagging career. Roxie never had the spotlight, so 
she feels the notoriety and a not guilty decision will 
make her a star. Both women enlist the high priced 
aid of that dashing, slightly under-handed, legal 
beagle, Billy Flynn. 

Of course, all’s well that ends well in the world of 
musical comedy, but first we must get through two 
acts, 20 songs, a few dance numbers and some 
pretty spiffy orchestration. 

Donald Baillargeon is absolutely wonderful as 





Billy. He is charismatic enough to steal center 
stage away from the ladies, and his vocalizations 
are imp! able. 

Natalie-Anne Doliner as Velma is the only real 
dancer in the cast. Her lithe body moves with great 
style and rhythm across the art deco stage. She 
po: the right sense of comedic timing needed 
to act a musical, but unfortunately, her singing 
lacks range and projection. 











On the other hand, Cheryl Salatino delivers a 
strong protrayal as Roxie Hart, largely because she 
does have the belting vocals needed to carry off this 
part. Miss Salatino does need work on her acting. 
Some of her dialogue and physical gestures got lost 
in the on-stage action 


Honorable mentions must go to Deborah Parks as 
the Matron and Jaye Bowen as Mary Sunshine 
Their antics certainly contributed to the chuckles 
coming from the audience. 

Howard Bowles plays the Master of Ceremonies, 
as well as being the conductor and the music 
director of this production. The orchestra, which is 
perched atop the stage, rather than sitting ina pit, 
sounded totally professional, and added a great 
deal of pizzazz to the musical numbers. 

Dan Dowling’s direction and choreography is 
nothing special, but he did keep the pacing tight and 
the performances, upbeat. 

“Chicago’’ is a Fred Ebb-John Kander 
collaboration. This writing duo faired better in the 
theatre with ‘‘Cabaret’’ and in movies with ‘‘New 
York, New York,”’ but ‘‘Chicago”’ does play better 
than their most recent Broadway bomb, ‘‘The 
Rink.” It’s a nice, little revue which does feature 
one outstanding song and dance number called ‘‘All 
That Jazz.’’ This tune is a real showstopper, and 
has been covered by just about every lounge singer 
that ever stepped up to a microphone. 

“Chicago”’ is the Turtle Lane’s final show this 
season. It runs through May 18. Season 
subscriptions are already being taken for the 1985- 
86 season, consisting of ‘‘Fiddler on the Roof,”

NEWTON For 43 years, 
Felix Edenfeld of Oak Hill has 
devoted his Sunday evenings to 
volunteer work in Boston's Beth 
Israel Hospital 

Robert Davis and Jay Burack, 
both of Newton Centre, have been 
volunteering at the hospital for 42 
years and 22 years, respectively 

That's 107 years of volunteer 


work among the three of them 
and it accounts for about one 
quarter of the total number of 
years a current staff of 


approximately 70 volunteers has 
given to the hospital 

Like many other volunteers, 
these men give up five hours, and 
sometimes more, of their free 
time each week to help those less 
fortunate than themselves 








Sunday, Beth Israel Hospital 
held an awards breakfast to 
honor and thank its volunteers 
Edenfeld and Davis have 
attended many in the past and 
did not go. Burack and his wife, 
Jeanette, were present as they 
have been for the last 22 years. 

Edenfeld and Burack talked 
about their work in separate 
interviews. 

Edenfeld, 71, began his 


volunteer work at Beth Israel on 
April 1, 194 part of the Male 
Volunteer Corps, The corps was 
started during World War II as a 
partial solution to a shortage of 
hospital personnel. 

Edenfeld said the volunteer 
duties have changed 
dramatically as medical 
technology has improved over 
the years. When he began, the 
male volunteers were 
responsible for carrying ice for 
drinking water up from the 
basement, setting up oxygen 
tents, making beds, 
administering enemas, and 
washing and shaving male 
patients on nights prior to 
scheduled surgery 

About four years ago, doctors 
at the hospital discovered that 
washing the patients in the 








operating room just prior to 
surgery significantly reduced 
instances of infection among

patients. So that part of the 
volunteer work was scrapped. 
Since then, he has worked in 
the intensive care unit, aiding the 
nurses and running errands to 
the blood bank and the 
pharmacy. 
Edenfeld 





likes his current 
work, saying, ‘‘You get your 
thanks right there from the 
nurses when you leave at night. I 
enjoy it. lalways have.”’ 

Edenfeld came to the United 
States in December 1938 as a 
refugee from Germany. Shortly 
thereafter, he moved from New 
York City to Brookline. In 1939 he 
was an outpatient at Beth Israel 
and he said, ‘‘They took excellent 
care of me and I felt that if there 
was one payoff I could do for 
them, it was to work as a 
volunteer. If we couldn't give 
them money, we gave them hours 
so the hospital could save 
money 

















He has lived in Newton for a 
number of years now and works 
in Brockton for Geoffrey Beene 
Part Two, in its accounts 
receivable department. But his 
Sundays still belong to Beth 
Israel. 

“As long as God lets me work, 
then I will. My wife has made the 
sacrifice because I’m always 
gone Sunday nights. When we 
were married, I gave up the

weekdays,”’ he said. Prior to 
their marriage in 1946, Edenfeld 
also worked two nights each 
week at the hospital. 

Jay Burack’s favorite part of 
volunteering is visiting patients 
from out of town. He said 
businessmen or salesmen who 
suffer heart attacks or other 
ailments while visiting Boston 
often find themselves in the 
hospital, feeling very lonely. 

“T just talk to them and. try to 
alleviate any anxieties they 
might have," he said. Burack, 64, 
feeds patients who cannot help 
themselves and takes them for 


walks through the halls for 
exercise. He also works in the 
hospital’s gift shop. 


He has lived in Newton for 
almost 35 years and for 40 years, 
has owned Jay's Jewelers in 
Roslindale Square. 

More than anything else, he 
provides companionship for 
people who need it. He always 
checks the patient list to see if 
there is anyone in the hospital he 
might know. If there are, they 
are likely to see him drop by their 
rooms for some friendly 
conversation. 

“‘Volunteering is very 
productive for me. After a night’s 
work, I feel as if I’ve done 
something worthwhile. I really 
enjoy this and wouldn’t give it 
up,” said Burack. 








Silbey prefers family life to politics

NEWTON — When a political 
history of the Garden City is 
written, School Committee 
member Susan Silbey would like 
to be known as the person who 
put Auburndale on the map. 

“People once asked, ‘Where is 
the Williams School?,'” Silbey 
said in an interview this week. 
“‘Nobody is unaware of 
Auburndale now. Mayor Mann 
told me it’s my fault that taxes 
have gone up in our part of the 
city,” 

Six years have passed since 
Silbey was first elected to the 
Ward 4 School Committee seat. 
But, recently, the self- 
proclaimed “most outspoken 
School Committee member” 
opted not to seek re-election in 
November, 

“The realization struck me 
that I have a child who will 
graduate from high school,’”’ she 
explained. “If I run again I will 
have spent her high school years 
giving more time to everyone but 
her,” 

The decision to step out of the 
public eye was not easy for the 


Se 
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Wellesley College sociology 
professor and mother of two. 
However, she says her respite is 


temporary, declaring ‘‘some 
form of politics’ will be in her 
future. 


As one of eight representatives 


charged with overseeing the 
school system, Silbey has 
weathered both social and 


political storms, school closings 
and collective bargaining 
negotiations. 

“T learned a lot about politics,’” 
she s “While it’s good to have 
vision and your own ideas, it’s 
most important to listen. I didn’t 
give enough credence to the fact 
that probably the best solutions 
out of discourse and 
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discussions rather than telling 
people what you think.”’ 
Throughout her tenure, Silbey 
has unsuccessfully protested the 
shape of the table at public 
meetings. She claims it prohibits 
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members from facing each other 
in conversation. 

“So I spent a lot of time trying 
to get people into situations just 
to talk,” she said. “I think I’ve 
failed at that.”’ 

Recalling her years on the 
committee, Silbey said she is also 
disappointed by the committee’s 
failure to speak about education 
because ‘‘everyone is submerged 
in the the process and not in 
talking about what is happening 
in the classrooms,”’ she said.

NEWTON The Democratic 
Party has nothing to fear but 
itself, Rep. Barney Frank told a 
gathering of Newton's Ward Two 
Democratic Committee last 
weekend 

Speaking to a group of about 50 
persons at the home of Jerry and 
Barbara Wise, Frank said that 


democrats are substantively 
better on the issues than 
republicans,’’ but spend too

Frank 
tried to dispel the notion that the

The House of Representatives 
has taken the first steps in 
forcing the president to make 
responsible decisions, Frank 
said, because his budget will 
reach the House for a vote while 
he is laying wreaths in Bitburg. 

“T don’t think he can get that 
budget,"’ Frank said, referring to 
the likelihood of Reagan's budget 
passing in the House. A 
stumbling block to ratification of 
the budget in the House is the 
“military budget,’ Frank said 

‘There has been a_ great 
increase in the military, and I 
don’t think its necessary,’’ he 
added. 


Frank also explained that

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Newton filmmaker is 
first American to 
scale Everest twice 


KATMANDU, Nepal (UPI) — Two Americans 
climbed Mount Everest and set records, one becoming 
the oldest to conquer the world’s highest peak and the 
other was the first American to climb it twice, the 
Ministry of Tourism said today. 

In the ascent yesterday, Dallas millionaire Dick 
Bass, 55, broke the age record set last autumn by 50- 
year-old Czechoslovakian Josef Psotka, who died of 
exhaustion after the climb, the ministry said. 

Bass trudged up the Himalayan giant with the aid of 
filmmaker David Braeshears, 29, of Newton, who 
reached the 29,028-foot peak for the second time in his 
climbing career, the ministry said. His first conquest 
of Everest was in 1983. 

Twenty-five Americans have climbed Everest, but 
only Braeshears has reached the summit twice. An 
Italian and a Japanese have also climbed it twice, and 
a handful of Sherpas has reached the summit three or 
more times. 

Bass and Braeshears, accompanied by a native 
Sherpa guide Ang Phurba, 25, also set a record for the 
earliest U.S. ascent of the mountain in the climbing 
seasn, bettering by one day the first U.S. conquest of 
May 1, 1963, by Jim Whittaker. 

For Bass, who attempted to reach the summit on 
three previous occasions, the feat also completed his 
“Seven Summits Odyssey,’’ a pledge made in 1983 
with Frank Wells, 53, to climb the highest mountains 
on seven continents. 

The ascent Tuesday via the southeast ridge began in 
darkness at 2 a.m. from an assault camp just 2,850 feet 
s‘ort of the top of the world. It was the highest of four 
intermediate camps established by a Norwegian 
expedition that organized the climb. 

Ascending with the aid of oxygen tanks through the 
rarified air and sub-zero temperatures, the trio 
reached the summit at 12:15 p.m. after 10 hours and 15 
minutes, the ministry said, and made radio contact 
with base camp. 

The mountaineers hoisted flags of Nepal, the United 
States and of the ‘‘Seven Summits Odyssey” before 
heading down. The climbers returned to the assault 
camp after a total of more than 15 hours of climbing, 
the ministry said. 

Mountaineers at base camp, worried when the party 
failed to reach the intermediate camp on time, sent 
Sherpa Ang Rita, 35, from a lower camp to help out. 
He climbed to a point more than 300 feet above the 
assault camp with food for the trio. 

The concerns turned out to be unwarranted. The 
climbers were expected to spend Tuesday night at the 
assault camp and descend the mountain Wednesday. 

The climb wound up the Norwegian expedition, 
which has put 17 people on summit in three groups 
over the last 12 days. The initial ascent gave Norway 
its first national conquest of Everest. 

Bass, who owns interests in oil and ranching, 
obtained a place in the group by agreeing to pay for 
the cost of filming the adventure.

Tourists easy marks 
for purse snatchers

ROME — When Alessandro 
Bruni wants to slip behind the 
wheel of his new Peugeot, he 
unlocks the master burglar 
alarm, removes the padlock 
from the heavy steel chain 
hooking steering wheel to 
chassis, and inserts his 
portable tape deck into the 
gaping hole in his dashboard. 

It’s not that Bruni, a 
psychotherapist, is paranoid 
— it’s that Rome’s thieves are 
clever. And persistent. 

Police blame most of the 
crime in Rome on petty 
thieves they say rarely get 
involved in violence. 

Serious street crime — 
shootings, knifings, assault 
and battery, rape — is rare in 
Italy and even more unusual 
against random targets like 
tourists. The violent attacks 
that made world headlines 
during the terrorist-troubled 
70s virtually have 
disappeared. 

But the city’s legions of 
purse snatchers, pickpockets 
and other petty criminals 
change life in small and big 
ways — both for residents and 
tourists. 

Police officers near Piazza 
Venezia in the heart of the 
city look sympathetic but 
hardly surprised when a 
young American woman 
complains her purse has just 


been yanked from her 
shoulder ona city bus, 
‘Which bus one 





policeman asks in a voice 
indicating he's heard it all 
before. ‘The number 62 or the 
642” 

Both ply the busy tourist 
route between the historic 
center of the city and the 
Vatican and are prey to gangs 
of experienced thieves. 

More than 1,000 American 
tourists paid an unscheduled 
visit to the pink U.S. 
consulate building on Rome's 
posh Via Veneto last year to 
replace stolen passports, said 
Marilyn Povenmire, chief of 
consular services. 

“Most of them come in 
pretty upset,’’ Povenmire 
said. ‘But after a few hours 
they calm down, especially 
when they realize they can 
almost always get a new 
passport the same day or in 
an hour or less if there's an 
emergency and they have to 
catch a plane 





Rome’s residents live 
armed against the petty 
thievery. Car radios and tape 
decks are routinely fitted out 
with a special mount so they 
can be removed, and the 
radios often come with a fold- 
up handle for easy carrying. 

Pocketbooks tend to have 
unusually long straps so 
women can wear them slung 
bandolier style — around the 
neck and across the chest — 
to discourage easy snatches 
from passing cars or 
motorbikes. 

Household locks look like 
they belong on the gold vaults 
at Fort Knox. The click of 
reinforced steel bolts falling 
into place with three to four 
turns of the key is as much a 
sound of Rome as the tinkle of 
water on stone in the city’s 
hundreds of street fountains. 

The consulate — used to 
coping with large numbers of 
tourists who show up having 
lost their cash, credit cards, 
travelers checks and plane 
tickets — has ready a detailed 
six-page handout explaining 
when, where and how to get 
help and which offices 
provide English-speaking 
employees, 

Consular officials also hand 
out six major tips to victims 
— and urge them to pass the 
precautions on to family and 
friends. 

— Leave all identity and 
social security cards, drivers 
licenses, letters, photos, 
keepsakes and anything else 
of little or no monetary value 
in one’s hotel, 

Leave passports and 
valuables like jewelry, plane 
tickets, Eurail passes, credit 
cards and cash in a hotel safe 

— Make a list of travelers 
k serial numbers and 
R carry it in the same 
purse, wallet or briefcase as 
the checks themselves. The 
receipt for the purchase of the 
checks, usually needed to 
obtain restitution, should be 
kept in yet another place 

If passports are needed, 
carry them apart from one’s 
wallet or purse. Stolen 
passports in Italy are usually 
dumped into the trash but 
replacements cost $40 and 
hours of lost time. 

Women carrying purses 
should carry them on the side 
away from the street. Sling 
shoulder bags over one's head 
and shoulder, then hold the 
bag itself under one’s arm.

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Building ban defeated

NEWTON — Despite overwhelming 
agreement that city zoning 
ordinances are in need of revision, the 
Board of Aldermen Monday night 
turned back a bid for a city-wide 
moratorium on commercial 
development.

Alderman-at-Large Cynthia Creem 
was out of town and also did not 
attend the meeting. 

Susan Mirsky, co-chairperson of the 
Newton Neighborhood Network, 
which also supported the 
moratorium, said, ‘‘I was so 
disappointed to hear the aldermen 
talking in terms that make me feel 
they don't understand what’s going on 
with the issue.

Special committee

Alderman Robert L. Tennant’s 
lone vote in opposition to the 
special committee proposal 
raised an issue that apparently 
eluded some of his colleagues last 
night. 

“It’s a duplication of effort. 
This new group is going to need 
some professional advice that 
will cost money, but the 
taxpayers of this city are already 
paying for an _ independent, 
professional study of zoning,” 
Tennant said in reference to the 
city’s plan to launch a ‘‘village 
study.”” 

One of the ultimate goals of 
that analysis, which is likely to 
cost over $200,000 and take more 
than a year to complete, is to 
come up with long-term changes 
in zoning ordinances. A firm to 
conduct the study has not yet 
been selected. 

The rest of the aldermen, 
however, are apparently not 
willing to wait for the village 
study before moving to revise the 
ordinances. Most of the city’s 


zoning laws have remained 
relatively unaltered since the 
early 1970’s — long before the 
current concern about the 
ravages of unchecked 
commercial development 
surfaced. 


It remains to be seen, however, 
how long it will take the new 
group of aldermen and citizens to 
come up with definitive 
suggestions for the Land Use 
Committee’s consideration. 

Alderman Richard J. 
McGrath, who sponsored the 
creation of the special committee 
along with Land Use members, 
began debate by noting that the 
success of the group's effort 
depends heavily on the people 
picked to serve on it.

important In order for it be 
effective it has to have 
credibility, especially in the eyes 


of citizens,’ he said, later 
adding, ‘‘It's up to Carol Ann 
Shea to create a credible 
committee.” 





Alderman W. Arthur Reilly 
called the new group ‘an 
appropriate solution’ to the 


concerns expressed by 
moratorium supporters and said 
the committee will eventually 
require ‘‘professional, outside” 
advice. 

Alderman Matthew Jefferson 
‘“‘endorsed’’ the special 
committee and suggested it focus 
on establishing tighter zoning 
controls in the areas surrounding 
the city’s business and 
manufacturing districts. 

Alderman Edward L. 
Richmond asked that the new 
group direct its efforts toward 
the specific language of the 
ordinances and leave any 
changes in the actual 
configuration of zones to the 
village study and the city’s 
fledgling Economic Development 
Commission (EDC), 

He then proposed that Planning 
Director Barry Canner serve asa 
non-voting, advisory member of 
the committee and that Planning 
Department workers provide 
staff assistance. 

Alderman Verne Vance called 
that idea ‘‘unrealistic,” arguing 
that the department does not 
have enough personnel to carry 
out a ‘‘principle staffing” role. 

Despite Vance’s contention and 
the fact that city planners 
already provide staff assistance 
to the EDC, the full board voted 










15-6 in favor of Richmond’s 
proposal, 
After a brief wrangle, 


aldermen decided the new group 
would be designated as “a 
special committee”’ of the board, 
rather than a sub-committee of 
Land Use.

Most of the criticism 
is focused on construction ‘‘as a 
matter of right,’ which under 
current zoning ordinances, 
automatically allows 
construction of four-story 
buildings in business zones and 
six-story buildings in 
manufacturing zones 

Ward 1 Alderman Ronald 
Marini spoke of such a 
development, a six-story office 
building slated to be built by 
Michael Iodice on Crafts Street 
on the site of the old Edwards 
Lumber Yard. 

Residents abutting the site 
“who plant gardens won’t even 
be able to have any sun in their 
yards,”’ he said. 


Ward 6 Alderman George 
Mansfield also said there is a 
need for the building ban. He said 
he knew of four sites in Newton 
Centre where building permits 
have already been issued or the 
sites are being prepared for 
construction, 

“IT don't think that’s 
coincidental. I think development 
has increased because of all the 
talk about zoning revision. We 
should suspend business as usual 
while we look at the zoning,’ said 
Mansfield. 


“We're talking about rather 
major surgery to our zoning 
ordinances. When undergoing 
major surgery, a patient has to 
be taken out of his regular 
activity patterns. If you don’t do 
that, the patient suffers a major 
catastrophe,”’ he said. 

Ward 4 Alderman-at-Large 
Richard J. McGrath said that 
when the original public hearing 
on the moratorium was held, 
many persons from the building 
trades testified against it on the 
grounds that it would mean a loss 
of jobs. 





“But almost everyone who 
came to the microphone that 
night prefaced their remarks by 
saying that something was wrong 
with the zoning ordinances,”’ said 
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McGrath, who voted for the 
building ban. ‘‘Now, before 
things get worse, let’s slow down 
a little bit, correct the problem, 
and then proceed with 
construction. 

“IT would ask that the 
moratorium be supported for the 
period of time it takes for the 
aldermen to review the 
ordinances,"’ he said, suggesting 
a timetable of three months for 
completion of the review. 


Ward 6 Alderman-at-Large 
Rodney Barker, who cast the lone 
supporting vote for the 
moratorium on the Land Use 
Committee two weeks ago, then 
suggested a nine-month ban, 
which he felt was a more realistic 
amount of time for completion of 
the zoning review. 


Ward 3 Alderman-at-Large 
Verne Vance said he did not think 
a moratorium was justified by 
“specific instances where 
buildings are unacceptable or not 
liked.” He said the last city 
census indicated that 45 percent 
of the residents ‘‘are not aware of 
how zoning ordinances work and 
a substantial amount of the rest 
are satisfied with them.” 


Aldermen Robert Tennant and 
Carol Robinson argued that a 
moratorium would drive 
businesses and jobs away from 
the city and Alderman James 
Regan said he believed higher 
property taxes would result in the 
vacuum of the increased tax base 
commercial development brings. 


Those voting against 
moratorium were: Aldermen 
Daley, Gentile, Irwin, Jefferson, 
Regan, Reilly, Richmond, 
Robinson, Schick, Taglienti, 
Tennant and Vance.

a classically 
trained artist who studied for 
two years at the Beole des 
Beaux Arts in France and 
worked as a certified copiest 
of the masters at the Louvre in 
Paris.

Despite the recent buzz over George 
Keverian’s decision to conduct 
Democratic caucus business behind closed 
doors, it looks like the new Legislature is a 
different animal from the monolith of the 
Tommy McGee era. 

Over the strong objections of Gov. 
Michael S. Dukakis and the House 
Democratic leadership, representatives 
approved across-the-board bonuses for 
teachers. : 

Republicans proposed that pay hike. 

Normally, the tiny minority of GOP 
representatives flails against the 
Democratic majority with Quixotic 
charm, pressing the conservative 
viewpoint, calling for fiscal restraint. 

Yet they led a stampede for massive new 
spending, taking with them large numbers 
of Democratic defectors. 

Some observers called the teacher- 
bonus amendment a big victory for the 
Republicans, or a devastating defeat for 
the new House Democratic leader George 
Keverian. Others billed it as a victory for 
the Massachusetts Teachers Association, 
which has lobbied for the reform bill and 
which supported Dukakis’ campaign for 
governor when he beat Edward King. 

The amendment would have given all 
Massachusetts teachers bonuses of $600, 

$1,200 and $1,800 in the first three years of 
enactment, with the state paying the bill. 

Dukakis and House Speaker George 
Keverian, along with Education 
Committee Chairman George Paleologos, 
were taken aback. They said the bonuses 
would cost too much, adding $133 million to 
the governor’s $521 million proposal. 

The governor was in a very 
uncomfortable position. Suddenly, he was 
fighting the very educators he hoped to 
please when he proposed the sweeping 
reform package last year, with its $18,000 
minimum salary for starting teachers. 

Literally overnight, the governor and 
leadership concocted a compromise. It 
would keep the local option for an $18,000 
starting teacher salary, and add a $29 
million bonus package, also at local option. 

With a lobbying blitz, Dukakis and 
Keverian managed to switch 34 votes. By 
the next day’s floor session, the $29 million 
compromise had carried the House. 

When McGee was Speaker, such a 
scramble would have been unneccessary. 
He dictated the course of all bills from 
filing to engrossment. 

But Keverian promised more power to 
individual lawmakers, and they took the 
new speaker up on that promise with the 
Monday amendment. 

There is a lesson for lobbyists to learn 

from this week’s seeming disarray: 
Those who want to influence the House — 
the governor included — will have to press 
their case with the rank and file 
legislators, not just the leadership.

Former Gov. Edward J. King sounds very 
much like a man preparing for battle, but still 

ds undecided on the color of his uniform. 

King was the center of attention last week 
during a prayer breakfast hosted by his 
predecessor, successor and political arch- 
rival, Gov. Michael S. Dukakis. 


The reason? His “exploratory” talks with 
Republican leaders about switching sides and 
carrying the GOP banner in 1986. 





“It is true that I have been approached by 
prominent Republicans and did attend a 
meeting,’ says King. ‘The talks were 
exploratory and no decision to change has 
been made.” 





King lost a bitter 1982 primary battle to 
Dukakis, four years after snatching the party 
nomination in what Dukakis repeatedly calls 
a “painful” defeat. 


While King steadfastly refuses to commit 
himself — ‘I have to get over the first hurdle, 
that is whether I will or will not run’ — he and 
his staff sound very much like they are 
launching a first strike. 


“Whatever the decision, my positions on the 
overriding issues such as abortion, crime, 
death penalty, economic development, 
governmental growth, human dignity and 
taxation will not change,”’ he said in a 
statement distributed throughout the 
Statehouse. ‘The hundreds of thousands of 
voters Democrat, independent and 
Republican — who supported me will find no 
change in my stance on these issues."” 


That litany of issues King is identified with 
makes the idea of hopping to the conservative 
GOP likely. But a King aide takes pains to 
leave plenty of room for a Democratic 
primary challenge. 


Noting party rules require ballot hopefuls to 
garner support from 15 percent of the 
delegates to the statewide convention, aide 
Gary Sullivan says ‘‘I don’t think there is any 
question he can make the 15 percent. There 
wasn'ta big effort last time and he made it.”” 


Sullivan also zeroed in on the King issues 
and what some feel is Dukakis efforts to move 
closer to them. 


“He feels no governor is stronger that he is” 
on issues such as abortion, capital punishment 
and crime,’’ says Sullivan. ‘He thinks the 
regular people concerned about his type of 
issues are certainly out there.” 

And in a none-to-veiled reference to recent 
gubernatorial pardons, Sullivan says “You 
wouldn't see Edward King commuting the 
sentences of cold-blood murderers like other 
governors have.”’ 

While King is reportedly the choice of two- 


time GOP Senate candidate Raymond Shamie 

one of the the party’s leading lights — there 
could one major sticking point in a King 
conversion. 

That is his reported request the GOP ‘‘clear 
the field” of primary challengers, something 
that has not set well with potential candidates 
or party leaders. 

King denies making the request. 





Mike Hannahan, executive director of the 
state GOP, agrees King cannot be guaranteed 
aclear field. 


“The days when a political party nnoints a 
gubernatorial candidate are gone. We're not 
‘king-makers,’ We don't call the shots.”” 


But he dismisses as ‘‘ridiculous’’ 
suggestions Republicans are turning to King 
because of a failure to attract topnotch 
candidates. 


“When Franklin Roosevelt was elected, 
Republicans were in the majority,” he says. 
“T don’t think the Democrats built a majority 
coalition without asking some Republicans to 
join them.”’ 


Hannahan admits “‘your speculations are as 
good as mine” on whether King will actually 
jump ship. ‘‘He certainly would feel more at 
home in the Republican Party.”’ 


That's a view shared by Dukakis, who is 
trying to keep election speculation on the 
backburner. 


“I think that it would make sense for the 
former governor to become a Republican, in 
that he seems to be more comfortable with the 
philosophy and personalities of the 
Republican Party,’’ says Dukakis spokesman 
James R. Dorsey. ‘‘An indication of that was 
the former governor’s campaigning for 
President Reagan here in Boston during the 
last campaign.”” 


Whatever the decision, King will have to 
make his mind up soon. 





State law requires potential 1986 candidates 
declare a party affiliation by June 4. While the 
deadline for an independent candidacy is next 
March, observers believe a non-party bid 
would splinter the opposition and give 
Dukakis a handy win. 


As for Dukakis’ plans, Dorsey said ‘‘the 
governor's feeling is that it is an awfully long 
way to the election, and Massachusetts is in 
very good shape fiscally and economically. 
Yet much remains to be done, and he’s going 
to concentrate as long as he can on being 
governor.”

ls the ‘open door’ easing closed?

BEACON HILL — A funny 
thing happened on the way toa 
more “‘open”’ legislative 
process, 

The Democratic leadership of 
the House, along with most of 
the rank and file Democratic 
members, voted to close its 
caucuses to the public and the 
press, ending the so-called 
“open speakership” after only 
several months in power, 

One of the dissenting votes 
came from the former speaker, 
who said he had never 
completely shut the public out of 
caucuses during his reign. My 
reaction to all this? “I told you 
so.” The majority party will 
continue to do things their way, 
no matter who is in charge. 


But far worse than the end of 
open Democratic caucuses was 
the end of meaningful debate 
and the rules reform that so 
many of us fought for over the 
years in the House. Through a 
process of anti-rules reform

tactics, the House Democratic 
leadership shut off all 
parliamentary avenues through 
which anyone could offer 
alternatives to the tax cut bill 
that the governor handed down. 
This was never even done by 
their predecessors in power! 

Originally, the governor 
announced his $64 million tax 
cut. That piece of legislation 
went to the House Ways and 
Means Committee, where it 
underwent transformation that 
was so repugnant to house 
Democrats that they rallied 
behind a prearranged 
amendment to make it more 
palatable. 

During the debate on the 
House floor, the chair ruled that 
only amendments within the 
narrowly defined parameters of 


the legislation before the house 
would be considered. (Of course 
they had no intention of ever 
adopting any of those either.) 
That meant: argue anything 
that is in the bill, but don’t even 
consider making the tax cut 
permanent, repealing the 
Dukakis surtax, instituting a 
mortgage interest deduction or 
tax breaks for the elderly. 


In other words, take it or 
leave it! Well, someone once 
said that, when there is no hope 
of further debate, there is no 
such thing as a bad tax cut. So 
Republicans supported it. 


I guess we should be thankful 
that at least we got something 
— a tax cut, nickel and dime 
though it may be. 

However, the procedural 





aspects of how this legislation 
went through the House are 
significant. Pass the bill or don’t 
pass the bill. but don’t tinker 
with it! What then is the reason 
for even having a legislature? 
Why doesn’t the governor just 
submit his bill. ask the 
legislature to say yes or no with 
no room for changes and then be 
done with it? (Of course they 
will say yes since the majority 
party rules.) That is exactly 
what happened with this tax cut, 


The “rules reformers”’ held 
out four months before going 
back to business as usual, 
Unfortunately, it is worse than 
business as usual. The effect of 
this new precedent threatens 
meaningful debate and 
exchange of ideas in the future. 
I would only hope that the House 
Democratic leadership changes 
its ways during the budget 
debate,

Local vets won't forget fallen

small park 
on Washington Street, across 
from Our Lady's Church and the 
Jackson Homestead. Five feet 
wide and three feet high, the 
stone, to be dedicated in the 
midst of Nonantum’s Memorial 
Day Parade on May 26, will bear 
the names of all 23 fallen sons of 
the Garden City. 

The present arrangement, with 
the names of our Vietnam dead 
spread throughout the city on 
bridges, parks and other 
memorials, did not satisfy 
Cerone or his friends. ‘I don’t 
think these 23 kids from Vietnam 
should be separated,’ Cerone 
said during an emotional 
interview. ‘‘I believe their names 
should be in granite forever, ina 
quiet place. People will see it ... 
and now they’re all together.”” 

Cerone spoke of the 
determination he and_ several 
friends gained during a trip to see 
the Vietnam War Memorial in 
Washington. Overcome with 
emotion, the four friends came 
back home to do what they could 
in their own neighborhood, 

“Like I said, we were the 
warriors, but the real heroes 
were the parents ... because they 
suffered the most, you know? ... 
the mothers,’’ Cerone said. ‘‘We 
wanted the parents to know they 
were the true heroes.’’ 

It was not an easy task the local 
vets set for themselves, but the 
measure their own commitment 
was a starting point that 
determined their ultimate 
success, ‘Vietnam vets are 
never going to let this go. If these 
kids died for nothing .... The 
Vietnam vet will ne’ be 
forgotten in the City of Newton. 
Thi a promise 

“The government is not taking 
of them, but vy we will take 




















care of our brothers who have 
fallen, because no one else is 
going to. The government's 
certainly not. They’d like to 
sweep this thing under the rug 
anyway. 

“We take care of our own. We'll 
always take care of our own." 
Cerone promised. 

The very manner in which this 
country treated its returning vets 
from Vietnam has contributed to 
local vets’ belief that, if they 
wanted something done, they 
would have to do it themselves. 
Cerone depicted the Vietnam 
vet's plight as one of conflicts and 
contradictions: 

“The country asked you to do 
something, and you thought 
you'd do what's right. You had to 
go into the service, so everyone 
did. We all knew chances were 
we'd go to Nam. We went over 
there to fight a war the older 
generation thought was right and 
the younger generation thought 
was wrong ... and we were in the 
middle, 

“Naturally, you did what you 
thought was right. 

“You did your time. You saw 
the waste. You saw the blind, the 
lame and you saw the dead. Some 
suffered more than others. Some 
suffered the ultimate. 

“Then there was the guilt .... 

“The Vietnam vet served his 
country. He suffered and died, 
and he's still dying today of 
Agent Orange. But we were told 
by the older generation we were 
nothing but crybabies, longhairs 





and drug addicts. And the 
younger generation called us 
‘baby kille! I remember being 





spit on," Cerone added in a tone 
that revealed he still does not 
understand why things went the 
way they did. 

The dedication of the memorial 
on the 26th will mark the end of a 
long push for Cerone and his 
mates “So many times, I said, 





‘I'll be glad when this is over.’ 
But, if I had to do it all over 
again, I wouldn’t hesitate,”’ he 
commented, adding that credit 
had to be shared with his fellow 
committee members: John 
Magni, Richie Lerner, Mark 
Antonellis, Scott Bolio, Franni 
Dalicandro and Eileen Adams, 
who volunteered her 
considerable office skills to act as 
secretary of the committee. 

Starting with a bank account of 
$35, Cerone and his fellow vets 
sold t-shirts, put jars out in 
neighborhood businesses and 
pushed for contributions face-to- 
face. But it was not until Adams 
sent letters out to all the city’s 
veterans’ organizations and 
other groups that the fund really 
started to grow. ‘Every one of 
them came across and donated 
as much as they possibly could,”’ 
Cerone said. ‘‘People in this city 
are very generous. They'll give 
everything if they believe in 
something. Obviously they 
believe in this, because money 
has been no problem.” 

Responses from veterans 
groups and organizations like the 
Nonantum Children's Christmas 
Party Associaticn, the Newton 
Police Association and the 
Newton Firefighters all included 
encouragement to “keep up the 
good work.” 

Cerone also lavished praise on 
one particular lady “with a big 
heart’’ who helped the project 
along in a substantial way. Mary 
Bradley of Newton Memorial 
Arts, according to Cerone, gave 
his group the break it needed 
finally to secure a fitting 
monument, ‘She's a true friend 
of the Vietnam vet. She really 
helped us a lot,"’ he said, 

The stone is waiting in 
Vermont for the final draft of 
names, according to Cerone. He 


Louise Taglienti, John Webber, 
John Rogers, Teresa Walsh and 
Tom Paulini joined with other 
neighborhood activists who have 
made the network what it is. 

Bryson’s penchant for purple 
showed up in the decor of the 
parish hall. A large cake with 
purple trim bore the names of 
every neighborhood organization 
that belongs to the network. 

Just before the cake was cut, 
Mirsky addressed the crowd, 
saying the network’s rapid 
growth and the cooperative spirit 
of all who had lent it their support 
were ‘‘quite marvelous. We found 
that issues each of us had were 
common concerns. As we shared 
them, we all grew.”’ 

Bryson, in turn, praised the 
network for its providing an 
effective line of communication 
with ‘‘the doers’’ in 
neighborhoods across the city, 
She encouraged those present to 
apply for membership in a 
coalition that will scrutinize the 
city’s complex of zoning 
ordinances with an eye toward a 
revamp of them a product, in 
part, of the network’s push for a 
moratorium on commercial 
construction in the city. 


Mirsky also pointed with pride 
to some new candidacies that 
have sprung from the network, 
notably Bryson’s bid for the 
Ward 4 alderman’s seat and 
Walsh’s race in Ward 8. 

Granted, there were politics 
a’plenty at the gathering. But, for 
a moment, while Nancy Wallace 
played the traditional tune and 
everybody sang ‘‘Happy 
Birthday, dear NNN,"’ it was a 
birthday party with few 
precedents.

Nannies are back

At Merchant's firm, all 
prospective nannies are required 
to complete a training program 
that includes lessons in child 
psychology, childbirth, child 
safety, nutrition, and physical 
development in infancy and the 
pre-school years. 

This may sound impressive, 
but Eve Rook, a Newton resident 
who nannied for two families 
over a total of 20 years in her 
native country, England, and in 
Massachusetts, attended a year- 
long college program to prepare 
for her duties as a nanny in the 
early 1930s. 

“There's an awful lot to do if 
you're going to (take care of 
children) properly,’ she says. 
Trained, full-time nannies ‘take 
complete control of the 
children.” 

Not only did Rook learn such 
basic child-care skills as cooking 
and bathing, she even learned to 
handwash clothing and diapers 
because, in those days, were no 
washing machines. 

As is the case with the Primary 
Nursing program, Rook was 
required to gain some on-the-job 
experience before graduating 
and securing her first nanny 
position. 

“We actually had children (at 
the school) — babies and 
toddlers,’ she explains. ‘‘We first 
spent time in the classroom 
learning, then spent time in a 
nursery with toddlers,” putting 
them down for naps, taking them 
out for walks in big prams and 
push carriages, and out to play in 
a garden or park. 

Upon completion of the course, 
some nannies would accept 
positions with wealthy families 
who had top-floor nurseries. 
Rook never accepted such 
positions, she says, because the 
nanny would be sequestered with 
her charges. Maids would deliver 
meals to the children and nanny, 
and parents would only see the 
children for a short time. 

Things have changed, she 
notes. ‘‘The girls now are more 
like mother’s helpers. Parents 
now have much more to do with 
their childrens’ lives. I don’t 
think it’s the same at all,’ she 
says. 

One of the differences between 
the prototype English nanny and 
those now available in America 
may be the age. Of the women 
who completed Primary 
Nursing’s first training program, 
most were young women ‘‘just 
out of high school,’’ and a few 


were older women, who have 
grown children. 

Another difference is the pay. 
Rook was awarded only a stipend 
and room and board for her 
efforts in England. Whereas, 
now, ‘‘the money is pretty good,”’ 
according to one nanny who 
completed the Wellesley 
company’s program. A former 
day care worker, this woman 
decided to become a nanny partly 
for the higher pay, but also to 
escape the stresses of working 
with a lot of children. 

A further change in the nanny 
business is that many of them do 
not live with families. Indeed, 
says Merchant, many families 
prefer nannies who will commute 
to their home daily. The reason 
for this, she guesses, is that their 
houses are too small to handle an 
extra person. 

This commuting-nanny 
approach may be just as well. 
Rook found that “You lead a 
different life when living inside 
someone else’s house. You don’t 
meet people as easily,’’ she says, 
because of the limited number of 
free hours. 

Nevertheless, then and now, 





nannies serve an important 
function in a household. She 
asserts, ‘“‘Children should know 


someone is looking after them. I 
don’t agree with all these kids 
coming home to empty houses. 
When mothers are out all day 
working, they are inclined to let 
kids have their own way. I think 
kids get into more trouble. 

“I do believe in a certain 
amount of discipline,"’ she states. 
“Children are better if they know 
there are ground rules. Having 
someone else there is not the 
same as having the parents 
(there).’’ But it’s better than a 
baby sitter, she says, because the 
nanny knows the children better. 

In fact, to her former 
employers and their children, 
Rook is still known only as 
“Nanny.’’ Once, she recalls, 
someone close to one of the 
families turned to her, perplexed, 
and asked “‘I’ve only known you 
as ‘Nanny,’ what’s you're real 
name?"’ 

Rook says she feels she is part 
of both families for whom she 
worked — here and in England. 
She visits with her family in 
Chestnut Hill on a regular basis, 
and sees the other family in 
England when she returns home 
for a visit. The children there are 
now all musicians. And, recently, 
Rook traveled to New York City 
to watch one conduct at the Met. 

Ina thoughtful tone, she states, 
“It’s so fascinating to see them 
grow up.”

McGann knew Jim Rice back 
when they went to high school 
together at St. Mary's. Both of 
them ended up in Vietnam in the 
Marines. Rice was assigned to 
the Third Battalion, Third 
Marines and McGann was in Chu 
Lai, First Battalion, Seventh 
Marines. 

“He looked me up,’ said 
McGann of those distant years. 
“We had a few beers one night 
together and we talked about old 
times. 

“We were homesick — both of 
us and we did a lot of soul 
searching.” 


Mann’‘s campaign confirmed 
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“about a month ago'’ how many 
of the documents he would need. 

“He said, ‘The same as 
before,’”’ according to Licarie, 
who noted that Mann has 
requested 500 nomination papers 
at the start of prior campaigns. 

If Mann wins the November 5 
municipal election, he will 
become the longest 
consecutively-serving mayor in 
the city’s 112-year history, edging 
out Edwin O. Childs, who served 
15 straight years from 1914 to 
1929. 

Asked if he was looking 
forward to this prospect, Mann 
replied, ‘I’m looking forward to 
being the best mayor the city has 
ever had.”’ 

When it was pointed out that 
many believe he has already 
achieved that distinction, the 
mayor jokingly praised the 
“exceptional judgement’’ of 
those admirers. 

He said the money currently in 
his campaign coffers represents 
“a healthy start,”’ but added that 
the amount is ‘‘not sufficient to 
run’’a full-scale campaign. 


“It's never been a problem for 
me to raise funds,"’ Mann added. 

Election Commission records 
show the standing political action 
committee formed in Mann's 
name boasting a fund totalling 
$15,297.65 as of Jan. 1, 1985, but 
the mayor said some of that 
money has already been spent. 

The next Campaign Finance 
Reports for this year’s race must 
be filed on September 2, eight 
days before the city’s tentatively 
scheduled preliminary election. 
A run-off for the mayoral slot will 
not be needed unless three or 
more candidates are vying for 
the job. 

Mann, who lives with his wife, 
Florence, at 21 Littlefield Road in 
Oak Hill, has previously served 
eight years an an alderman and 
four terms as one of the Garden 
City’s state representatives. He 
and his wife have five children 
and three grandchildren. 

A veteran of World War II, 
Mann holds seven battle stars 
and a naval unit citation from his 
tour in the Pacific Theater. He 
was educated in Boston public 
schools and holds an honorary 
degree in Public Administration 
from the New England School of 
Law. 


In a letter written home in 
February of 1967, shortly after 
Jim arrived in Vietnam, he 
wrote: “I have a lot of time over 
here to think, At night we just 
guard the perimeter and look at 
the sky, but all you can do is think 
about a million things.” 


Bight months later, he wrote 
“There are no atheists in 
foxholes' is one of the truest 
statements ever written. I think 
every Marine, especially up 
North here has said at night 
during action, ‘Please God.” 
Last February when I saw my 
first Marine killed . It is a 
funny world and being closely 
involved in a war I want to stay 
as close as possible to God. Well, 
it is now 1:50 a.m. and I have to 
get up at5a.m.’ 














John P, Rice always wondered 
just how his son died. A chance 
encounter on a bus in Washington 
D.C. during the Vietnam War 
Memorial dedication got him the 
answer. 


Riding into Washington from 
Arlington National Cemetery, 
Rice asked if anyone on the bus 
was on the demilitarized zone, 
(DMZ) at the time his son was 
there 


Within earshot was William W 
Clough, the ex-soldier who turned 
around some 14 years back to see 
that the man he had just been 
talking to — Pfe.

He said he has two main 
reasons for considering a 
mayoral bid.

he said. 





Looming in the background, 
however, is the chance that an 
all-out mayoral bid would force 
McGrath to sacrifice the at-

most effective. 

“T would run to win. If I didn’t 
think I could win, I wouldn't run. 
I believe I could beat Ted Mann 
today with the proper campaign

Why leave your fate in the hands of unknown forces when you 
could chart your own future? 


At the Lucky Duck Fortune Cookie company in Newton, all it 
takes 25 cents to determine your destiny. For a quarter, 
customers can create their own fortunes — or dream up 
messages for friends, employees and other dining companions. 








Personalized fortune cookies cost 25 cents each for an order of 
50, 10 cents each for an order of 1,000 and five cent ich for 
15,000. There are no restrictions on content as long as it's 
“tasteful,’’ accordiny, to the Licus of Newton, who own the 
company 






‘Topics of personalized messape nye from Doug Flutie to 
colleye exams to love. One man, im," ordered a batch with 
the messaye, “If you love ‘Tim, marry him." 











He then went out to dinner with his potential fiancee and 
secretly handed two cookies with that message to his waiter, 
thereby ensuring his date would yet the messaye. 





Other made-to-order messayes include: ‘Douy Flutie 
worshippers make better lovers;"’ ‘Over 30 and never been 
better;"’ “There is life after exams;"’ and “You are a hard habit 
to break. I'm lad I'm not trying. 








In ‘Taiwan, where the Licus were born, people do not end their 
meal with fortune cookies, In fact, they would be incredulous to 
watch Americans finish their dinners in Chinese restuarants, 
break open their fortune cookies, read the messayes inside, then 
discard the cookies 





“They wouldn't believe it; they'd call it an unnecess 
of 00d food,” says Leo Licu, who moved to America with his 
wife in 1966 when they were and 26 respectively ney'd say 
a farmer prvows the wheat for that, you're wasting ood food.”

Further, Licu notes that most Chinese are lucky just to yet 
dinner, much less desert 





Kul this is America, where crazy notions like messages inside 
erunchy carbohydrates are the stuff of profitable business 
schemes. Lucky Duck is flourishing 





“The fortune cookie is like pop iterature,"' explains Mrs. Licu, 


who composes fortunes for the thousands of mass-produced 
cookies her company sells to restaurants and stores throughout 
New [nyland. “People can think of whatever they want lo say 
and they can see it in print right away.” 


Mrs. Licu, who does not wish to reveal her first name, takes 
the fortune writing, business very seriously. She often prints the 
company phone number on the backs of messages, asking 
readers for reaction. 





A student of astrolovy, she write messages that coincide with 
the positions of the planets. But she only selects celestial 
relationships that remain for long time periods, to ensure 
messayes will not become dated 
Once, she discarded a batch of fortunes after a customer 
called to complain about a message stating that cireumstances 
would remain the same for about a year, then would change 
A lady called and she was really upset, she said she felt like 
putting her head in an oven if she had to wait a year for a 
chanye,’’ Mrs. Lieu recalls. ‘1 was shocked she was so 
impatient 
I have to be very careful when I write these fortunes because 
some haye such an impact on people 
Mr. Lieu also takes the business very seriously, having spent 
close to a year perfecting his cookie before opening the business. 
He adjusted the recipe repeatedly, making sure it tasted good, 
was thick enough to hold shape but not too thick to bite, and had 
@ smooth texture 
The Lieus charge more than competing compan

When they hear my price, they say ‘No.’ But they change 
their minds when they see that my cookies don’t break and 


they're of better quality ays Mr. Lieu, who personally 


oversees the production of thousands of fortune cookies each 
day 

He says his loving, care extends from the batter, which he 
mixes in small amounts to ensure proper disbursement of the 
ingredients, to the $40,000 machine used to make the cookie, to 
the care spent composing, the messayes and the careful packing, 
done to prevent breakape 

He picks up one of his yolden masterpieces and holds it up for 
admiration. “See how smooth it is,"’ he exclaims, smiling like a 
proud father. ‘See how the sides don't wilt and how good the 
texture looks."” 

This morning, inside Licu’s main cookie plant, an employee is 
carefully mixing a batch of flour, suyar, water, vanilla and eyys 
and feeds it into a machine, specifically desiyned to produce 
fortune cookies. 

Small amounts of batter drop onto circular metal surfaces 
which slowly rotate on a conveyor belt. The batter drops are 
heated, changing them into round, flat shapes resembling silver 
dollar pancakes. 

The machine then sticks a paper fortune on top of each 
“pancake,” folds the cooked douzh around the message and 
blasts cool air on the cookie, hardening it instantly 

Before opening his Lucky Duck Fortune Cookie company, Mr 
Lieu was a biochemist, worked in research for close to 20 years. 
And before moving, to America, the Lieus worked as teachers in 
‘Taiwan. They moved to this country because “it’s the land of 
opportunity,” explains Mrs. Lieu, a former English teacher 

But Mr. Lieu was not fully satisfied with his career in 
research. He wanted to be his own boss and he grew weary of 
the pay and the pace of his work 

“You could spend your whole life researching one thing and 
you miyht not find the answer," he explains. ‘*Here, (in 
business) if | yet an idea, | try it out and if it doesn’t work I try 
a new one the next day.” 

His own future seems to hold even more financial success in 
store for him as Mr. Lieu plans to begin selling different- 
flavored fortune cookies. ‘I'm always thinking of something,"

Good, clear contract is crucial in buying a home

of scrupulously 
detailed sales contracts and sly 
real estate lawyers, an old cavea 
for a prospective homeowner, 
“let the buyer beware,” is as 
much a vestige of the past as a 
25,000 beach-front house: 

he adage, however, applies 
somewhat more sparingly to 
people who rent. Members of the

real estate community say 
renters must beware of the 
landlord who knowingly or 


unwittingly takes advantage of 
his monthly clientele 

Compared to the apartment 
dweller, a new homeowner can 
expect a yreat deal more 
tainty in what he can expect 
from the person selling the 
dream home. The key to a 
successful, stress-free 
transaction is a good, clear 
contract 

A home, for example, consists 
of the property id the things 
attached to it, said Tom Griffin, 
president of Coldwell Banker 
Residential Real Estate Service 
of Southern California, one of the 
largest real estate firms in the 
nation. 

The seller may yank out the 
upstairs bedroom window air 
conditioner, but not the central 
air conditioning system. The 
bathroom towel racks can come 
down, but not if stripping them 













from the walls caus any 
damage to the house, Griffin 
said 


“It all just depends what’s in 
the contract,” Griffin said. ‘If 
the seller specifies in the contract 
that he gets the washer and 
dryer, then he gets the washer 
and dryer .... The biggest 
problem is a lack of clarity in the 
contract.”’ 

But there are some gray areas 
such as whether the draperies 
are included in the purchase 
price. Griffin said there’s usually 
more haggling about that then 
anything else 

The owner of the home has the 
obligation to disclose any facts 
about his property that the buyer 
would likely think twice about 
before putting his name on the 
dotted line, said Mick O’Brand, a 
legal expert with Coldwell 
Banker 

“If the seller knows about a 
leaky roof or that the property is 
on unstable, shifting ground and 
doesn't disclose that to the buyer, 
he could be liable for fraud,’’ 
O'Brand said. 

“When in doubt, spell it out on 
the contract,’’ said James 
Wright, an Irvine, Calif., real 
estate agent 

‘A buyer needs to watch out for 
these kind of things,’’ Griffin 
said. ‘But the days of the buyer 
beware are really over."" 

The fundamental right new 
homeowners are entitled to is 
simply to get the house they paid 
for to get what’s laid out in

Blanche Rosloff has heard the 
complaints, seen the trickery, 
and witnessed the unresolvable 
tenant-landlord squabbling for 
the past decade as executive 
director of the Westside 
Fairhousing Council in Santa 
Monica, Calif. 

The council was organized in 
1968, chiefly to monitor rental 
properties in the Los Angeles 
area and inform renters of their 
rights. And renters do have 
rights, Rosloff said. More than 
they think. 

First of all, in rent-controlled 
Los Angeles, renters cannot be 
charged more than a 7 percent 
increase in their rent each year 
In Santa Monica, it’s 4 percent 

Renters also have the legal 
right to a “‘habitable’”’ dwelling, 
Rosloff said. That means no 
vermin, a toilet that works when 
flushed, safe electrical wiring, a

healthy water supply, and proper 
heating and ventilation. 

If a problem does arise — the 
oven breaks or the roof leaks 
the renter must notify the 
landlord in writing of the trouble, 
Rosloff said. The landlord then 
has 30 days to make the repair. 

If the landlord does not, the 
renter can deduct the cost of the 
repair from his rent, but the 
repair cannot exceed one 
month's rent. 

Withholding the rent entirely is 
also permissable, but the 
apartment dweller must stash 
the rent in an escrow fund.

Turnpike is ripe location for buildings

NEWTON The next area 
over the turnpike likely to be 
developed, known to builders as 
Parcel 13, lies between the 
Howard Johnson's Motor Lodge 
and the Washington Street bridge 
in Newton Corn cording to 
Glenn Morris, chairman of a 
group beginning a study of what 
controls should be placed on 
turnpike development 








“It is my understanding that 
Parcel 13 is to go out to public bid 
soon,"’ said Morris. The air rights 
over the turnpike are owned by 
the Massachusetts Turnpike 
Authority, which he said has been 
actively soliciting development 
proposals. 

Morris said J.F.

Morris, who is in charge of 
putting together the Turnpike 
Corridor Urban Design Study for 
the city, said the prospect of 
imminent development 
underscores the need for urban 
design guidelines for the 
turnpike 


“Right now, Newton Corner is 
the most viable spot for 
development and the most in 
need of guidelines,” he said. He 
also said there is ‘discussion 
going on'’ between the turnpike 
authority and a developer for an 
eight-story office building over 
the highway in Newtonville.

“A woman in a blue Buick 
pulled into a one way street the 
wrong way, blocking several 
cars, stopped and waited. This 
act was mystifying until it turned 
out to be the first leg of a heroic 
three-point turn across four lanes 
of rush hour traffic.” To hear 
Bert Snow, the 27-year-old native 
of Maine, one would think this 
story would end with a multi-car 
collision. But, listening to Snow, 
the artist, talk about this 
incident, you begin to understand 
the sources of inspiration he 
draws upon while concocting 
some of the most outrageous, 
oversized puppets ever to be 
created. 

These animated wonders, 
along with Snow’s other art work, 
are all on display at the Chapel 
Gallery on Highland Street in 
West Newton. With it’s high 
beam ceilings and light 
streaming in through it’s many 
picture-frame windows, the 
Chapel Gallery is a perfect place 
for Snow to showcase his 


mammoth masterpieces. For the 
record, The Chapel Gallery won 
Boston Magazine's Best 
Suburban Gallery Award in 1984 

The lady in the blue Buick is 
made out of wire, painted 
cardboard and wood, swatches of 
cloth and there are even two 
flashlights attached to the back 
of the vehicle that work as break 
lights. The structure is 
suspended from a big, black 
wooden cross. There are pulleys 
made out of rope that fall from 
the side of the cross, that when 
yanked up and down, cause the 
various parts of the car and the 
lady to move in different 
directions. This giant marionette 
is nine feet high and 12 feet long. 
Her name is ‘‘Myrna.”’ 

Snow claims that it takes him a 
month or two to complete each 
puppet. About six months ago, 
Snow had to put the pedal to the 
metal to have a few of these 
pieces ready on time for Boston's 
First Night celebration, in which 
he participated. Snow did have 
some of his works on display at 
the Berkshire Museum in 1981 
while he was a_ student at

Williams College, but for the 
most part, the display at Chapel 
Gallery is his first public show 


And then there is the ‘‘Meter 
Man.” He is 11 feet tall, dressed 
in a jacket and tie, putting money 
into a parking meter. Another is 
entitled, ‘Vertical Hold."’ Snow 
refers to this one as a 
“Superman” structure, A long, 
lanky gentleman is suspended 
from pieces of cloth, upside- 
down. He appears to be flying 
into an empty television screen 
Although Snow says he's not anti- 
television, he admits there is a 
negativism about that medium 
being expressed in this plece, My 
suspicions are later confirmed 
when Snow divulges that he does 
not own a television set 





There is only one small-scale 
suspended structure. It is a little 
bus carrying a load of 
passengers, Although the piece is 
no longer than a yard stick, it 
displays the same amount of 


humor and originality that is 
apart of the larger scale 
sculptures: 

The suspended animation ts 


clearly the focal point of Snow's 
work, but the walls of the galler 
are covered with Snow's 
paintings, drawings and painted 


stencils. There again, Snow's 
ability to make “humor and 
mystery coexist'’ works 


wonderfully. 


Some of his pieces are three- 
dimensional. They resemble 
large jigsaw puzzle pieces that 
simply jut out from the wall. No 
matting and framing for these 
designs. The most complicated of 


these works is called 
“Surroundings Change Tough 
Hides."’ It features the use of 





several different materials. My 
favorite was a small, simply 
painted piece called ‘‘Small Flat, 
Home Bodies.’ Snow uses 
perspective to it’s fullest by 
showing people sitting in an 
apartment while a car drives 
around on the crowded street 
below. We appear to be looking 
down on this sight from some 
front row seat in the skies above 


Other titles include, ‘'She 
vacuums, He mows," "Drive 
Through Fast Food’’ and 


“Proper 
Success." 


Hygiene, Probable 


Snow states one work has 
caused some controversy. It 
depicts three houses on a street 
that look almost identical, The 
same manicured lawns, the same 
walkways leading to the houses, 
the same style homes, He calls it, 
“Five Spruce Terrace, Child 
Abuse." 


The most striking thing about 
Snow is the wit and insight he 
projects into his work. A quiet, 
somewhat introverted man, 
Snow's personality comes alive 
while he is creating, Snow's work 
perpetuates a childlike quality, 
which is one reason he would like 
to have his work exhibited at 
Boston's Children's Museum. As 
for other plans, Snow wants to 
remain in his studio apartment 
on Newbury Street, but someday, 
he hopes to start showing in New 
York. 


Snow says when he was a 
youngster, he wanted to be a 
“cartoonist or an inventor,"’ He'll 


let us know when he finally 
makes up his mind. In the 
meantime, Snow's suspended 


animations will be on display 
through May 19.

Three-alarm fire guts

NEWTONVILLE April 
Edwards planned to move out of 
her 17 Claflin Place apartment at 
10 a.m. Monday but was forced to 
leave an hour early when a three- 
alarm blaze broke out in the two- 
and-a-half story home. 

A total of eight engines and 
three ladders every piece of 
equipment the city owns 
battled the fire from 9 a.m. until 
shortly after 2 p.m., the fire 
department reported. 

Chief Edward B. Reilly 
estimated the damage to the 
home at more than $50,000. The 
back of the second floor was 
completely blackened and 
gutted. The fire also burned holes 
in the roof. 

Both the cause and origin of the 
blaze are under investigation, Lt 
William F. Carvelli said. 

Three firefighters suffered 
minor injuries, Carvelli said. 

Fire Lt. Thomas Madden hurt 
his wrist, firefighter John 
Marrazo suffered an eye injury 
and firefighter Thomas Farrell 
injured his knee. All were treated

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The ‘boys of summer’ rode the rails

NEW YORK (UPI) Long before 
expansion, travel across three time zones, 26

Some may argue that the newspapermen 
became too much a part of the team. There’s 
some truth to that but the point can be 
overdone. The newspapermen kept 
confidences. There were personal things 
they didn't write about stars. Is it really 
news some hanky pank will occur when 30 
virile young men are away from home for 
two weeks? 

Sleeping arrangements were the same 
with every club. The last three cars, one a 
dining car, were reserved for the club. 
Regulars and starting pitchers were 
assigned lower berths and subs, relief 
pitchers and news reporters upper berths. 
The manager was entitled to the drawing 
room and no case of a refusal has ever been 
recorded 

There were always two or three guys who 
couldn’t sleep on the trains — just as today 
there are guys who hate to ey sat up 
all night talking and who knows how much of 
the lore of the game was produced during 
these nocturnal seances as the train sped 
through darkness?

At least the trains were air-conditioned 
Some of the hotels were only beginning to 
install air conditioning in the late 1940s and 
summer temperatures in Washington, D.C., 
Cincinnati and St. Louis were stifling. Lou 
Gehrig, for example, used to order buckets 
of ice cubes, soak his bed sheets in them and 
then wrap the sheets around him. Some 
wonder if the practice didn’t contribute to 
the disease that killed him. 

Getaway day presented unusual problems 
for the reporters. The guys who worked for 
morning sheets filed their stories via 
Western Union from the ball parks. But then, 
as now, clubs fled cities like bagmen, 
sometimes as little as an hour after a game. 
The afternoon paper reporters didn’t have 
time to write and file their stories before the 
train was scheduled to take them to the next 
town.

Today’s reporters use portable 
video display terminals which put them, 
when plugged in, in the newspaper's city 
rooms. In the old days, the flower of 
American baseball literature often was 
delivered to a nondescript Western Union 
messenger at some deserted station in 
Middle America at a time when honest men 
and women were sleeping. These were ‘‘the 
good old days?”’

Ford mulls

WASHINGTON — Ford Motor 
Co. is considering whether to 
obey a government request to 
recall 1.1 million 1982 to 1984 Ford 
Escort and Mercury Lynx cars to 
correct problems with rear seat 
belts that fail to restrain 
passengers. 

The National Highway Traffic 
Safety Administration, an arm of 
the Transportation Department, 
disclosed Tuesday it has asked 
the No. 2 automaker to fix the 
belts. 

There were no immediate 
reports of injuries or fatalities 
stemming from the alleged 
safety problem. 

“We have asked Ford to fix the 
seat belts in question,’ a NHTSA 
spokesman told United Press 
International. ‘‘There has been 
no official response yet.” 

Ford has not yet decided 
whether to comply with the recall 
request, said Charles Snearly, of 
Ford's Parts and Service 
Division in Dearborn, Mich. 

“We are reviewing the models 
in conjunction with the NHTSA. 
If we determine there is a 
problem, we will go after it and 
correct it,” said Snearly. 

Dan Howell, an official of the 
Center for Auto Safety, said the 
private consumer group has 
recdived several complaints of 
the seat belt problem. 

“When the twisting and binding 
happens, the rear seat belt won't 
go back and won't retain you," 
Howell said in an interview. “It 
becomes unusable. Also, 
replacement belts are not

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Pigeons are perilous at City Hall

NEWTON — There are many ways to repel a 
pigeon. 

Just ask Joseph Barile, technical director for 
Certified Pest Control, (CPC) Inc., of Dedham, 

Up until two years ago, the city paid CPC $2,000 
annually to remove pigeon debris and nests from 
city hall and another $450 to make sure the drab, 
but gentle birds did not make the building their 
permanent roost and litter box. 

Within the next few months, the city intends to 
solicit competitive bids for the right to renew its 
battle with fiesty fowl. 

Barile says there are ‘two basic methods to bird 
control here in Massachusetts'’’ — physical 
repellents and chemical repellents, both of which 
have been employed by the Garden City. 


The first option, which has two components, is the 
most popular among area municipalities seeking to 
protect the bastions of their community from the 
pigeon problem, according to Barile. 

One component involves ‘‘a tactile repellent,” 
which he described as ‘‘a sort of sticky, goopy type 
of material known as poly-butulane.’’ The 
substance is applied with a caulking gun to the 
favorite landing areas of the birds and is clearly 
visible on several sections of city hall's roof. 

“It’s not pleasant for the birds. It sticks to their 
claws and legs. After one or two encounters with it, 
they avoid the area,”’ Barile says. 

The tactile repellant, which loses its effectiveness 
after about six months, is non-toxic to all birds and 
only serves to annoy other creatures, like squirrels, 
that might be climbing around city hall, he added.

bird repellent for municipal buildings is a thin 
strand of wire known as ‘‘nix-a-lite,"’ Barile says. 


“It’s basically a barbed wire for pigeons. It’s 
essentially a long strand of wire made with spikes 
that are set closely together. It discourages the 
birds from landing, but the problem with it is one of 
aesthetics. People see this barbed wire up on their 
city buildings and it draws attention to the 
community's bird problems,’’ he noted. 


Nix-a-lite is used to keep birds from nesting in the 
main cupola at the apex of the city hall building, a 
spot so far removed that it is barely visible from 
surrounding streets. 

The second phase of the war against pigeons here 
is the most risky — chemical weapons.

Sanctuary 
plan debated

NEWTON — Ward 2 Alderman-at-Large Louis 
Irwin has proposed a resolution before the Board 
of Aldermen supporting a bill at the State House 
that would authorize the state Attorney General 
to represent illegal aliens seeking political 
asylum during deportation proceedings. 

The board is likely to act on the resolution at its 
meeting on the May 20. 

The bill was filed by State Sen. Jack Backman 
(D-Newton, Brookline) with the intention of 
providing assistance to political refugees from 
Central America, particularly El Salvador and 
Guatemala, who fear persecution if they return 
to their homelands. 

“The thing that’s incensed me is that there is 
clear discrimination by the Department of 
Immigration and Naturalization against Central 
American refugees,’ Backman said in a 
telephone interview 











Backman said that in fiscal year 1983, the 
United States granted asylum to 78 percent of 
those who applied from the Soviet Union and 53 
percent from Afghanistan. During that same 
year, he said, only three percent of the 
applicants from El Salvador and two percent 
from Guatemala were permitted to remain in 
this country. 


Rick Schwartz, an aide to Backman said, ‘‘We 
now have a very discriminatatory deportation 
policy. If you're escaping from a_ left-wing 
country, you almost always get asylum. But if 
you’re escaping from a right wing country, you 
can't,” 

Irwin said he proposed the resolution 
supporting Backman’s bill because ‘‘we perceive 
the traditional policy of America to embrace 
immigrants fleeing persecution, and the way 
they’re being denied apparently is to agree with 
foreign policy objectives of the Reagan 
administration. 

“We think it’s wrong to deport aliens, be they 
from left or right-wing governments, if they have 
a reasonable fear of persecution,” he said. 

Both Backman and Irwin cited a United 
Nations contract, signed by the United States, 
which said in part, ‘‘No contacting party shall 
expel or forcibly return a refugee... to a territory 
where his life or freedom would be threatened on 
account of his e, religion, nationality, 
membership of party, social group or political 
opinion.”

DSS tactics pursuing 
child abuse questioned

Newton resident Doug Turcotte says he knows why the Civil 
ties Union of Massachusetts has pressed suit against the 
Department of Social Services (DSS) for the manner in which it 
pursues suspected child abuse cases. 

He opened his front door to a social worker several years ago, and 
as a result, he contends his visitation rights with his 4-year-old son 
were severely limited 

According to Turcotte, his wife, from whom he had been separated, 
had reported him to the DSS for child abuse and neglect when he 
failed to treat a burn the boy received from a moped exhaust pipe 
while riding with his father 

Tureotte said he “tried everything possible to eradicate the 
stigma” of the accusation. But sitting through a greivance hearing - 
an informal review of investigation procedures and results headed by 
a department administrator 
no procedure through which those accused of child abuse can appeal 
substantiation decisions 

Ultimately, he said, the department's report was used in a court of 
law to restrict Turcotte's visitation rights

“This time, for the first time in 15 years, 
we're approaching a revaluation in the right 
manner. We now know who to blame if 
something goes wrong ... You owe it to the 
citizens to do it right this time,’’ McGrath 




















“We're finally doing the revaluation the 
way it should be done," echoed Alderman 
Verne Vance, who first proposed the 
independent monitoring concept. 

“Even $38,000 is a relatively small price to 
pay for the best kind of insurance we can get 
to finally have a product we and the citizenry 
can be proud of ... This revaluation should 
lay the foundation for us to build on the hard- 
won and bitter lessons of the past,’’ he 
added. 

Alderperson Carol J. Robinson and 
Alderman Louis Irwin proposed cutting the 
funding for the public information consultant 
portion of the revaluation package, but then 
switched their move to reduce the bottom 
line of the entire appropriation request by 
$15,000. 


That move failed 16-4, with Bullwinkle, 
Robinson, Irwin and Alderman Wendell R.

Other Boston area parents 
have experienced similar 
problems with the DSS. Recently, 
eight of them filed a lawsuit 
against the department charging 
violation of constitutional rights 
by promoting harassment, 
intimidation and inv 
family privacy in child abuse 
investigations. 

The suit, filed in Suffolk County 
Superior Court by the Civil 
Liberties Union of 
Massachusetts, seeks changes in 
the department's policies in child 
abuse investigations. 

These changes include: 
establishing an appeal procedure 
for reviews of substantiated 
abuse complaints; requiring the 
department to screen out 
unreliable, repetitive 
accusations and_ substantiate 
reports; ordering the department 
to inform families in writing that 
they have the right to refuse to 
allow an investigator in their 
home and inform the family of 
the charges against them; 
ordering the department to tell 
parents that it must prove them 
unfit in court before children can 

be removed from their care.

When the proud survivors of World War 
II returned home from saving the world 
from facism, they were universally 
heralded as heros. The City of Newton 
gave them Oak Hill Park, acres and acres 


of land to build a modern, model 
community on. : 
When the confused contingent of 


refugees from the predoomed debacle in 
Vietnam came home from their war, they 
were spit on and branded ‘‘baby killers.” 
Their parents told them not to wear their 
uniforms around, fearing they might 
become the focus of rampant anti-war 
sentiment. 

Ten years after the fall of Saigon, the 
official end of a ‘conflict’ that never had 
any official beginning, the city has given 
its Vietnam veterans a couple hundred 
square feet of city-owned property on 
Washington Street, across from Our 
Lady’s Church. 

Of course, they were two completely 
different wars. The whole world 
celebrated the conclusion of ‘‘the last 
great war.”’ Only political activists and 
friends and families of potential 
combatants thought our turning away 
from the mess we had made in Southeast 
Asia was an estimable idea. 

It was not just the wild-eyed protestors 
the vets were wary of. Fellow vets from 
other wars called them ‘‘cry babies’’ and 
told them ‘‘war is hell,’ wherever and 
whenever you find it. 

Recently, the entire country seems to 
have been wrapped up in an attempt to 
make up for its failure to understand and 
honor those who survived the strange, 
alien hell into which our “best and 
brightest’’ were thrown. After an 
avalanche of articles in the newspapers 
and a predictable glut of other media 
attention, the vets finally got the 
“welcome home” they deserved. Last 
week’s ticker tape parade in New York 
City was right in line with past 
celebrations. 

The country and the city are to be 
commended for the courage they have 
shown. They have recognized their past 
failures, and they have tried to make up 
for them as best they can. 

But it is little, and it is late. 

Alan Licarie, the executive secretary of 
the city’s Election Commission who has 
been active in veterans’ affairs since his 
discharge, pinpointed the problem with an 
eloquent analogy. “‘It’s like forgetting your 
anniversary,” he said of the recent flurry 
of activity. ‘‘You can bring flowers or 
something to your wife the next day; but 
it’s no good. You forgot.” 

The 23 sons of the Garden City who made 
the ultimate sacrifice in the Vietnam War 
will not be forgotten. Their comrades, with 
Charles ‘“‘Buddy”’ Cerone as their guide 
and goad, have made sure of that. On their 
own, without any ‘‘official’’ assistance, 
they have come up with a memorial 
monument which does their brothers 
proud. It will be dedicated on Sunday, May 
26. 

To Buddy Cerone, John Magni, Richie 
Lerner, Mark Antonellis, Scott Bolio, 
Frannie Dalicandro and the others who 
have helped turn the dream of a local 
memorial into reality, you have our 
apoligies and our thanks. Hopefully, the 
monument you have created will remind 
all of us of the mistakes we have made and 
help us to avoid them in the future. 
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War against child abuse 


DSS’s double-edged sword 


It’s almost impossible to tell how many 
times this scene has been recreated, but the 
fact that the American Civil Liberties Union 
has pressed suit against the Department of 
Social Services over the way child abuse 
complaints are handled suggests that my son 
and I are not alone. 


My brother-in-law brought the policeman 
up to our apartment around 8:30 p.m.. By 
that time, my son and I had finished the 
dinner I had cooked and he was doing his 
homework. Everything was quiet in the 
apartment where, hours earlier, there had 
been a lot of shouting. 

It might take a working, single parent to 
understand how it all happened, but I think 
any parent of an 11-year-old boy might get 
the gist of it. 

It was late fall, and the evenings were 
getting cold, especially for a sweaty boy ona 
long bike ride home from soccer practice. I 
made my son promise he’d wear his 
sweatshirt home after practice. Walking 
through the parking lot of the Star Market 
after sunset, I noticed there was a cold mist 
blowing right through my sport coat and I 
congratulated myself for being a good father 
and forcing the sweatshirt on my son. 

Of course, when I got home, I found it still 
tied to his bike. 

He had not done what I told him to do. I 
had been mistaken. For all my hard work, I 
was not the father had thought I was. 

I flipped out. Work. Groceries. 
Housecleaning. Soccer practice and games. 
Making lunch for school. Trying to recreate 
a home life that had never been created in 
the first place. It was too much. 

I was holding the sweatshirt in my hand 
when I walked into the apartment. He knew 
he was in trouble. I started to yell. I threw 
the sweatshirt at him. I stepped up the 
decibels. ‘I’m really going to flip out on 
this,’’ I thought. ‘Then he’ll know I really 
mean it, and he'll pay attention to me next 
time. I'll come down real heavy this time, 
and I won’t have to do it again.” 

Such is the reasoning of an exhausted 
neophyte in the midst of ‘‘parenting.”’ 

By the time the cop arrived, things had 
calmed down, my son had all but forgotten 
the shouting incident (as he would, once 
again, forget to wear his damn sweatshirt 
home from soccer practice) and the scene 
was one of a comfortable home life. 

The cop said he was responding to a 
complaint from one of my neighbors who 
had phoned in to state that a young boy was 
being abused at my address. The cop stayed 
for about a minute. When he returned to the 
station, he told someone my son was dressed 
in a tee shirt and shorts and there were no 
visible signs of abuse. 

That wasn’t bad enough. 

At 7:15 the next morning, a lady from the 
DSS knocked on my door. She explained that 
she was following up on last night’s 
complaint and handed me a piece of paper 
that explained my rights. In the middle of 
the page, it stated that, if the situation in my 
home were deemed an ‘‘emergency,’’ the 
government could take my child from me 
“immediately."” 

She wanted to meet with my son and me. 
Tomorrow would not do. ‘‘But I have to

work, and he has school and after-school 
programs to go to,’’ I complained to no 
avail. 

We would meet that day at 3:15 at my 
apartment, and that was that. 

When the lady from the DSS came back 
that afternoon, she had a friend with her. It 
was necessary for there to be two of them, 
because they were going to separate my son 
and me during our interviews so they could 
pick out any discrepancies in our stories. 

The lady from the DSS took me to her 
office to interview me while her associate 
stayed at the apartment with my son. I was 
asked if I drank, and exactly how much. I 
was asked if I was under a lot of pressure in 
my job. No one was surprised when I 
answered ‘‘yes.’’ I was asked if I was under 
a lot of pressure as a single parent. Again, 
“yes.”’ Again, no surprise. 

“Is there anything you can think of that 
might ease the situation,’’ I was asked. 

“Yes. Find me a decent-sized apartment 
where my son and I can get away from each 
other every once in a while. That would be a 
big help,”’ I responded. 

“Sorry. We can’t do that.”” 

“Well. What can you do?”’ 

The end of the interview consisted of a 
litany of counselling services available 
through the DSS. 

We returned home, and the ladies from the 
DSS said they would be in touch. 


My son told me the lady who had 
interviewed him was quite adept at eliciting 
information from an 11-year-old boy. He 
said, ‘‘She told me, ‘I know your Dad doesn’t 
hit you very hard when he hits you. Just how 
hard does he hit you?’ I told her, ‘My Dad 
doesn’t hit me at all.’” 


We were both terribly shaken up by the 
incident. My son cried, and I came very 
close to it. Having an agent of the federal 
government walk into your home and tell 
you she can take your child away can do 
that to you. 


I hugged my son, and he hugged me. We 
fell on the bed, exhausted from the strain, 
and took a long nap. When we woke up, I 
made his favorite dish for dinner — chicken 
parmesan. He did his homework. We 
watched some t.v.. We were together. It was 
very cozy. 

Two or three days later, I called the DSS. 
After some delays, a voice came on the 
phone with a response to my inquiry. ‘‘Oh, 
yes. It was decided that the complaint was 
unsubstantiated,’’ was the final disposition 
from the DSS. 

As it turned out, the complaint had 
originated from someone who was having 
dinner at a neighbor’s house when the 
yelling started. Some one who would not 
recognize my son or me if they tripped over 
us in the street had sent the government into 
my living room with a piece of paper that 
said I would have to give up my son to the 
government if a bureaucrat decided the case 
was an “‘emergency.”’ 

Among the repercussions of this incident: 
I don’t yell at my son much any more, not 
because I fear another Orwellian invasion of 
my home, but because I found out it does 
absolutely no good. Also, whenever his 
mother pulls some screwy move and I 
complain about it, she rarely fails to tell me, 
“Well, at least the DSS never sent someone 
out here to investigate me for child abuse.” 

Thanks, DSS. In my estimation of your 
“‘war against child abuse,” I join with the 
parents, in Maine, of the kid with the rare 
bone disease. Remember that case? His 
bones kept snapping for no apparent reason. 
The DSS, however, in its wisdom, knew what 
was happening. They took the kid away from 
his abusive parents who had never laid 
anything but love on him. 

They had to fight like hell to get him back. 

Despite the full-blown vision George 
Orwell had of life in ‘‘1984,’’ I think even he 
might be shocked at some of the stories.

Over the past four years, Kraizer 
has developed a personal safety 
program for children that focuses 
on how parents can raise the 
subject with children 

“Initially, what many people did 
was talk about it in the way they'd 
talk about it with children who had 
already been victimized. For 
example, with sexual abuse, they'd 
say, ‘Well, this is what sexual 
abuse is and this is what they do to 
you and this is who is likely to do it 
to you.’ 





trusts, that’s a really devastating 
thing to say to a child. It changes 
the way they look at people they 
have relationships with,"' Kraizer 
said. 

“It is not OK with me to sacrifice 
the positive mental health of our 
children in the name of prevention. 
We've got to keep them safe in a 
way that also keeps them feeling 
good about the world they live in 
and about the people that they have 
relationships with.”’ 

In an interview during a national 
book promotion tour, the former 
Special education teacher, who 
works in New York, said her whole 
premise is that ‘‘preventing abuse 
is less painful than dealing with the 
after effects,” 

Her book explores avoiding 
sexual abuse, abduction, how to 
deal with leaving children home 
alone, and how to choose a day care 
center of babysitter. 

She hammers ‘home time and 
again that children from an early 
age can think for themselves and 
can learn to take care of 
themselves. 

‘They can prevent abuse, they 
can prevent abduction — if we just 
talk to them, give them a sense that 
indeed when they are by 
themselves they are taking care of 
themselves, that they need to think 





and able to be out there in the 
world,”’ Kraizer said. 

They get to that stage through 
“What if?’’ question and answer 
games in the normal course of the 
day that force a child to think about 
how they would handle a particular 
non-threatening situation, how to 
say ‘‘no’’ to things that 
instinctively make them feel 
uncomfortable, how to instill in 
them the knowledge that they must

“executives’’ may prevent 
such efficiency, but certainly 
some overhaul is possible. 

Reality is that the more 
money we have, the more 
money we spend. The 
administration has revised its 
revenue estimates upward so 
many times that officials often 
quote different projections of 
what the revenue surplus will 
actually be. Today, anyway, 
the administration says the 
surplus for FY '85 is at $171 
million, a figure that is low 
and will be low. By nearly all 
honest estimates, that figure 
should be in the mid-$300 
million range. Yes, it could be 
more-no, it is unlikely to be 
less. With all that money lying 
around, you can bet it will be 
put to all kinds of uses. 

The opportunity to make 
sensible suggestions and 
changes in the state budget is 
now. The Democratic 
Leadership should end its 
“power trip’ and be a bit more 
responsible with your tax 
dollars.

AUBURNDALE Everett 
Blake was among approximately 
400 people arrested last week for 
occupying the JFK Federal 
Building and was held overnight 
ina Lawrence prison. 

“All of us were asked by the 
magistrate to give our name, 
social security number, address 
and date of birth. When it was my 
turn, I said in a loud voice, ‘I was 
born January 3, 1901,’ and 
everybody clapped,” said Blake 
with a mischievous grin 

What makes an 84-year-old 
man sit on a cold concrete floor 
for about 12 hours (‘got some 
sore bones from that*'), only to be 
dragged across that floor (‘like 
they did everybody else‘), 
escorted into a waiting police van 
and shipped to Lawrence at 3 
a.m., where he slept for about 
two hours on an Army cot (“I 
can't sleep once the sun comes 
up") before being booked on a 
misdemeanor charge? 









“T like adventure and I'd do it 
again,”’ he said, adding that he 
has to show up at the Federal 
Courthouse in Boston June 4 for 
arraignment on charges of 
failing to follow the directive of a 
federal officer. 


Maximum penalty for the 
offense is 30 days in jail, a $50 fine 
and $25 special assessment. He 
was released Wednesday without 
bail on personal recognizance. 
“I’m supposed to be a good boy 
until June 4,”’ he said. 


But Bla es the serious side 
to all this. “I feel the world is 
going to the dogs if we don’t do 
something about it... I think the 
religion of Jesus compels us to do 
this. Love thy neighbor as 
thyself. From this background, I 
felt I had to do something,”’ he 
said. 














His background is that of a 
Congregationalist minister who 
spent 43 years in Turkey working 
as a missionary and educator. 
His wife, Lynda, 79, ran a small 
school for Turkish girls between 
the ages of 12 and 20. He taught 
English, algebra, philosophy and 
biology at the school.

Blake calls himself a “‘liberal”’ 
who beli in civil disobedience 
‘if the issue deserves it. I don’t 
do it for everything.’ He said his 
activist views are a_ natural 
outgrowth of his religious 
background. ‘‘What good is it just 
to go listen to sermons about 
problems if you're not going to do 
anything about it,” he said. In 
recent years, he has picketed 
in Waltham and 
Laboratories in 
Cambridge. ‘‘The nuclear 
problem is the biggest problem 
we have,” he said 














Asked if his parents influenced 
his liberal outlook as he was 
growing up in Faribault, Minn., 
he first said ‘‘no,’’ then paused 
for a moment and said, ‘Well, 
my mother was kind of wild. She 
took a trip to Hawaii in 1910.” 
Who did she go with? “She went 
alone. Faribault was a_ pretty 
quiet town and she was looking 
for adventure,”’ he said, smiling. 





When he is not practicing civil 
disobedience, Blake and his wife 
are involved with food programs 
for the needy. Every Tuesday he 
goes to the Heartland Food 
Warehouse in Nonantum at 8 
a.m., loads his Honda wagon with 
day-old baked goods and delivers 
them to the Warwick House in 
Roxbury 


On the first Monday of each 
month, he collects food from 
Protestant churches in the area 
and delivers them to another 
shelter in Roxbury. He also 
delivers food prepared by his 
wife to Rosie's Place, the 
women’s shelter in Boston's 
South End.

Everett and Lynda Blake both 
enjoy good health (she recently 
completed the 10 kilometer 
Peace Walk in Wellesley) and he 
credits that to nothing in 
particular, except maybe ‘‘the 
good food, air and water in 
Turkey.”

Q. My 10-year-old, two-speed 
Westinghouse clothes washer has 
a soap build-up problem. What 
should I do? 


A. First, remove the agitator 
by unscrewing the agitator cap. 
Check the inside of the agitator 
and the post in the machine for 
soap deposits or residue, and 
scrape off as much as possible. A 
plastic pot-scouring pad or 
popsicle sticks work well. Then 
replace the agitator. 


To clean out the washer tub, fill 
it with hot water, add one cup of 
non-precipitating water 
conditioner, such as Calgon, 
Spring Rain or Miracle White, 
plus a cup of ammonia. With 
nothing else in the machine, run 
the washer through a complete 
cycle. You may have to repeat 
the process. 


To get soapy film out of 
clothing, fill the washer with 
warm water, add one cup of 
conditioner and ammonia, and 
then the soiled clothes. Complete 
a normal wash and dry 
procedure, 


Q. My Canadian General 
Electric dryer has a problem 
with its timer switch. The 
automatic cycles for delicate or 
permanent press don’t work. It 
seems to fail in advance. How toI 
correct the problem? 








A. The problem may be that 
you dryer is suffering from an 
open heat compensating resistor 
around the thermostat probe. 


To check the resistor, 
disconnect the power from the 
dryer. Open the door and remove 
the four Phillips-head screws 
under the front lid of the top 
panel.

into which the thermostat probe 
fits.

If you hand 
hold your camera for shots like 
these, the scene can look shaky. 

When you're out at the field and 
ready to record, use a variety of 
camera moves, Burnett advised 
This is a professional trick that 
makes your tapes exciting and 
interesting to look at. 

Simple camera moves include 
pans moving the camera from 
left to right and back again 
tilts and tracking 

In a tilt, the camera is moved 
in a vertical line from the top of 
the subject down or vice versa 
Poised on a high dive, your 
daughter’s body tension and 
concentration will be brought out 
by this camera technique. 

In a tracking shot, you 
physically move the camera 
along the side of a moving object, 
Burnett said. Try walking down 
the sideline of a soccer field as 
your child passes the ball toward 
the goal.

Money Talks is a weekly column intended to help you manage 
your finances now, and to assist you in planning for your financial 
future. 

Our readers may ask why we have decided to devote space to a 
column on financial planning. The answer is simple: We all need 
help. 

Our Social Security System is under fire; proposed changes in 
the income taxation system, if implemented, will require that we 
all adjust; the laws governing pension plans (IRAs, Keoghs, Etc.) 
have changed so often that even experts have difficulty keeping 
pace. 

Interest rate fluctuations in the last few years have been greater 
than anyone could have predicted a decade ago; inflation, 
although down, is something we will have to live with for the 
foreseeable future. 

And we are bombarded daily by a confusing array of financial 
products and services, many of which did not exist five years ago. 
These range from adjustable rate mortgages, through universal 
life insurance, to zero coupon bonds. The result is that financial 
planning has become more important-and more difficult-than 
ever. 

We hope that you will become a loyal and regular reader. Please 
write to Mr. Frankel care of this publication with questions, or 
with specific financial matters you would like his column to cover, 

The phase ‘‘financial planning” has been taken up recently by 
every professional offering to sell a product or service. As a 
consequence, its precise definition has become somewhat 
muddied. This column will attempt to clarify the situation. 

Many of the people I meet have done some planning. Steve and 
Elaine, for example, had a will drawn up four years ago; they have 
an accountant who does their tax return each year for the last ten 
years. They have some life insurance and long term disablity 
insurance, and they make an annual contribution to retirement 
plan. A stockbroker advises them with investment decisions, and 
last year, for the first time. They were in high enough marginal tax 
bracket to benefit by the purchase of a real estate tax shelter. 

Steve and Elaine have done more planning than most, and they 
are content. But they don’t have a comprehensive financial plan. 
What they do have is hodge-podge of advice, which may be 
excellent, from a number of financial specialists. 

In comprehensive planning, decisions are made at the strategic 
level, in the context of a long range plan that integrates income 
taxation, and estate planning needs. Instead, Steve and Elaine 
have made their decisions at the product level (and in the 
definition of product I include professional services such as 
accounting and law). 

The problem with making decision at the product level are 
many. Each financial advisor receives only partial information on 
which to base recommendations; the advisors never talk to each 
other, and this often results in missed planning opportunites, and 
in conflicting advice. Perhaps worst of all, Steve and Elaine 
assume-perhaps incorrectly—that they have adequately protected 
themselves against risk, provided sufficiently for their retirement, 
and arranged for the distribution of their estates in the most 
appropriate and tax-wise manner. 

No column can be a substitute for comprehensive finanacial 
planning. In this limited space we can do more than raise the kind 
of concerns that often emerge during the planning process. 
Following are a few of the gaps that one might find in the planning 
done by Steve and Elaine. 

1. Everyone has a will. If you don’t make one yourself, the state 
will impose one on you—and you might be horrified to discover just 
how the state thinks you should divide up your property. Steve and 





Elaine have made a will—but even that may not be enough. Recent 
changes in estate tax law may make your will obsolete if it was 
drawn more than two years ago. 

2. Most self-employed people with Keogh plans believe that the 
maximum annual contribution is 25% of income, with a $30,000 
ceiling. Some people, however, might benefit from the 
establishment of a defined benefit plan—and be able to make 
substantially higher contributions. 

3. Steve and Elaine have some idea of what retirement income 
they will need; and they have a vague idea of how much Elaine and 
the children will need to live on if Steve dies. But they’ve never sat 
down with a pen and paper to calculate their retirement and 
survivor income needs, nor have they factored inflation into the 
equation. They may have provided sufficiently for their needs—but 
guesswork has no place in the areas of critical importance. And 
with the computer able to project finanacial needs out to 
retirement, Steve and Elaine have more opportunity than ever to 
take a controlling interest in their future.

Roger Bosin, a 42-year-old 
Kiowa-Commanche Indian, 
says he recently lost his home 
and his car because his 
federal oil and gas royalty 
payments stopped for a year 
and then came late 

He used to get $1,500 a 
month. Now, if payments 
come, he’s lucky to get 

Thelma Haag, an Arapaho 
Indian, and her family of five 
have been without oil, natural 
gas and a telephone since her 
royalty payments stopped 
without explanation in 1983. 

Since then, she has had to 
cook outside. To support her 
family, she makes Indian 
dolls and sells them door to 
door 

Mary Limpy and her three 
young children have been 
evicted from apartments five 
times in two years, living in 
her van for a month at a time 
Limpy's royalty payments, 
her sole source of income, 
e decreased sharply and 
ly arrive late 

So far, no one has told her 
where the money went 

Bosin, Haag and Limpy, all 
from Oklahoma, are are not 
receiving the benefits of a 
three- old federal law 
affecting as many as 250,000 
Indians who depend on the 
Interior Department to 
promptly pay out $140 million 
in annual oil and gas royalty 
payments from companies 
that lease their land 

Glitches in a computer 
system set up two years ago 
have resulted in royé 
payments being cut off for 
some Indians for as long as 
two years. Checks often have 
been sent to the wrong people. 
Much of the money is left in 
federal accounts longer than 
the legal limit, to accumulate 
interest the Indians have yet 
to receive. 

Interior Department 
officials administer the 
royalty program through the 
Minerals Management 
Service, which collects 
money from oil companies, 
and the Bureau of Indian 
Affairs, which distributes it to 
the Indians. They concede 
they have a problem. 

“We've got a mess and 
we're trying to cope, but 
there's no easy solution,” 
Vincent Lovett, an Interior 
Department spokesman, 
said. 

Lovett said the agency's 
computer cannot monitor the 
oil production ‘and what's 
produced for whom and 
(paid) to whom and what is 
owed,””

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Music in May fair is charmer 


By Candy Kosow, Correspondent 


To pass by the large stone house at 123 Chestnut 
St., you might think some rich eccentric lived there. 
But upon closer investigation, you would find that 
this stately structure, located just off 
Commonwealth Ave., is home for the All Newton 
Music School. Although the school has not been 
there since its inception, the institute does plan to 
mark it’s 75th birthday in that house, next year. 

Why is having a permanent home for a music 
school so important? ‘Tradition’ says school 
president, Stan Rosenberg. He adds that the school 
is so well-known in local circles that their 
enrollment has reached its peak. If they got any 
larger, they would have to move, and that is 
something this community school, nestled in a 
grove of majestic trees, simply does not want to do. 

The environment and setting of the school 
recently had a chance to show off its charm during 
the Music in May Festival. Th the second year 
of the festival, and all agree, this is a new tradition 
that will be kept alive for many years. 

This school has enrolled some 1,600 children and 
about 400 adult students. They have the opportunity 
to learn everything from piano and violin to ballet 
and chamber music. The Music in May Festival 
gives students the chance to display their talents. 

Upon talking with several teachers at the school, 
the consensus is that children must learn music like 
they learn a foreign language. The notes are the 
words and the bars are like phrases, Although the 
school endorses the traditional way of teaching 
music, they have great success with preschoolers 
by utilizing the Suzuki method. 

Faculty member Nancy Hair says Suzuki helps 
youngsters develop tone and rhythm, along with 
understanding and having an appreciation of notes 
and their relationship with other notes. The system 
resembles the Kodaly vocal training em taught 
in many schools. Kodaly was the system used by 

















the scientists in the film, ‘Close Encounters of the 
Third Kind’ when they wanted to communicate 
with the aliens. 

Needless to say, the faculty members realize they 
are teaching children something more than how to 
play a Mozart Sonata. President Rosenberg 
indicates that music lessons help a child develop 
“good study habits and learning styles” in 
everything they do, whether it be homework, or 
learning baseball. He says children are adaptable, 
and therefore, if taught discipline at an early age, 
can carry this virtue with them the rest of their 
lives. 

But don’t young children become frustrated when 
they can't accomplish something right away? Yes, 
says Rodenberg. That's why music lessons are so 
good for a child, becaus the rewards are so 
immediate."’ And thus the reason for having a 
Music In May Festival. The children can all share 
with each other what they have learned, and, of 
course, the acceptance of skills acquired by other 
kids gives them all a great deal of satisfaction. As 
many happy kids as there were at the festival, there 
was an equal number of happy parents boasting 
about their children’s abilities. 

The Music In May Festival showcased many 
different instrument recitals. You could hear the 
pianos pounding away on the upstair floors, while 
groups of wind and string instruments performed 
ensemble on the main floor. Outside the house, 
there were groups of teachers playing folk 
instruments, while around the back of the house 
several May pole dances were taking place. A 
police officer had to be hired to keep traffic moving 
along, because there were hundreds of parents and 
kids running around the grounds. 


The thing that most affiliates of the school are 
proudest of is the track record of the school’s 
faculty, and even some of their students. Most 
children who take lessons at ANMS do go on to

A 
composer since “I can’t 
remember when,"’ Covell 
immediately becomes 
animated when the topic of 
music arises. Recently 
accepted into Oberlin College, 
Covell remains in passionate 
pursuit of making music, 
whether as an avocation or a 
career.

Q's and A's 
in Ward 8

Land use, increasing population density, its effects on 
already “problematic” traffic and sewerage problems and, 
specifically, development plans for Mt. Ida Jr. College and the 
Lacy Estate are the issues cited by Ward 8 aldermanic can- 
didates as ‘‘most crucial.” 

That was the unanimous response to a questionnaire sent by 
the Newton Graphic to the four contenders runing for the seat 
of the late Ward 8 representative Robert Shuman in a June 
special election, 

William Shaevel, Howard Passman, Teresa Walsh and 
former Ward 8 alderman Robert Katz all pointed to control 
over the use of the remaining open space on the south side of 
the city as their primary concern. 

“Care must be taken to prevent inappropriate and dense 
uses of that open space which would (1) change the character 
of the neighborhood and (2) overload sewerage and traffic 
capacity,” Shaevel responded regarding the most crucial 
issue facing Ward 8 residents at this time. 

According to Passman, the proposed development of 78 con- 
dos at the Lacy Estate, on the corner of Nahanton and Win- 
chester Streets, and a plan to create 250 units and a nursing 
home facility at Mt. Ida “would harm our community in 
several ways. Our sewage and drainage system is already 
overtaxed. .,, There would be an increase in traffic volume in 
areas that are already congested : Nahanton, Winchester, 
Wiswall, Parker and Dedham Streets.” . 

Walsh echoed.her opponents’ concerns, stdting, “the threat 
of multi-development”’ at the two sites seriously threatened to 
exacerbate “already problematic sewerage and traffic condi- 
tions." 

Katz, who was on the Board of Alderman for the 1980-81 
term, promised to fight tooth-and-nail to prevent

NEWTON — The answer to the city's long-standing library dilem- 
ma is the construction of a new three-story, 76,600 square foot

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Permit denied 
for synagogue

NEWTON — After grappling with the issue pro- 
cedurally and ideologically for a number of weeks, 
the Board of Aldermen has finally denied permis- 
sion to Congregation Shaarei Tefillah in its proposal 
to build a synagogue at 841 Commonwealth Avenue.

Bell is dreading ‘‘the nightly carna of teenagers that will roll 
through Worcester's University of Massachusetts Medical Center.

Dealing specifically with the 
Mt. Ida and Lacy Estate pro- 
posals, all four candidates stated 
that they found little to recom- 
mend them and lots to make 
them appear ill-advised.

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City fails in bilingual ed

NEWTON — State officials have given the School 
Department 30 days to address alleged violations 
concerning the city’s bilingual education program. 

The state Department of Education reported this 
week that the Newton school system for the last 
four years has knowingly violated the state law by 
failing to instruct immigrant students in their 
native languages, 

Evidence gathered in January by a state audit 
team revealed that Newton has not provided transi- 
tional bilingual education for 80 percent of the 
limited-English speaking students, Education 
departmant officials called on Supt. John Strand to 
develop a plan of action within 30 days to correct 
the 22 non-compliance issues and 12 problem areas 
highlighted in the report, 

“Educational services for these children are not 
in compliance with the regulations and guidelines 
of the state law because English, not the native 
language of the student, is used as the medium of 
instruction throughout the program,” said Ernest 
J. Mazzone, director of the state Bureau of Transi- 
tional Bilingual Education. 

School Committee Chairman Leonard Gentile 
said the city will be faced with reviewing this pro- 
gram in the near future, 

“These are very serious issues," Gentile said. 

All tolled, 307 limited-English proficient children 
are enrolled in the English as a second language 
program (ESL), according to school department 
records, 

In 1973, the city launched its bilingual education 
program following the passage of the 
Massachusetts Transitional Bilingual Education 
law. The statute mandates cities and towns to hire 
an instructor to teach students in a foreign 
language when the school population is composed of 
more than 20 students in any language group. The 
report concludes, that during the first eight years of 
the program, the city attempted to meet this re- 
quirement. 

After 90 interviews and a review of school 
documents, the auditors said that native language 
instruction ranges from 0 to 4 hours weekly for the 
235 limited English proficient students. 

“The audit team was dismayed by the ir- 
reverence with which the school system treated the 
mandate to provide transitional education to 
limited English proficient children,’ Mazzone 
stated. ‘The team consensus is that the school 
system, by its open disregard of the state mandate,

preempts the rights of children and parents to equal 
access specified under law,” 

Lawrence Annett, assistant superintendent for 
curriculum, said the results of the report were pro- 
mpted by a ‘difference in educational philosophy." 

The report supports Annett’s contention that 
“there are a number of effective curriculum 
development efforts, but curriculum development 
is focused on ESL methodology and resources, not 
on bilingual education.” 

“It's our belief that the primary responsibility is 
to get children comfortable using English to the 
degree it does not interfere with their understan- 
ding the subject matter,"’ said Annett, ‘‘My belief is 
a straight bilingual approach works to the detri- 
ment of the student.” 

School records indicate that three language 
groups — Mandarin Chinese (20 students), Italian 
(54) and Spanish (33) are instructed in their native 
tongues. 

But the city does not provide native language in- 
struction for 22 youngsters whose first language is 
Cantonese, 21 Japanese students, 19 Hebrew speak- 
ing students and 17 students whose first language is 
Farsi. 

According to questionaires filled out by parents 
and students, perceptions of the ESL program are 
positive, However, on-site interviews indicate that 
neither parents nor students had been informed of 
transitional bilingual education programs or their 
rights and responsibilities as outlined in state 
guidelines, 

The report also asserts that parents do not 
receive information about school activities, student 
progress reports in the native language and in 
English. 

“Parents did express a desire to be more involv- 
ed in the school program .., however without a 
regular schedule of meetings and without school in- 
formation in the native languages meaningful 
parental involvement can only be minimal,’ Maz- 
zone said.

NEWTON — The Board of 
Aldermen last week ended its 
deliberations on the city’s fiscal 
1986 budget after securing signifi- 
cant assurances from Mayor 
Theodore D, Mann regarding the 
continued operation of the Rum- 
ford Avenue transfer-haul sta- 
tion. 

By a 20-2 vote, the full board 
placed back into the budget the 
$1.98 million annual payment to 
the GSX Corporation of New 
England, which operates the 
facility, that had been cut by a 
previous 12-9 tally. 

Once that lingering dispute was 
resolved, the city’s 23 aldermen 
voted unanimously to approve a 
$99.5 million city budget for the 
fiscal year beginning July 1. 

The final budget figure, thanks 
to a number of additions and 
deletions during the past week, 
comes in at about $1.4 million less 
than the $100.9 million in depart- 
mental appropriations suggested 
by Mann on April 1, 

Several assurances that in- 
creased the board's role in ad- 
ministrative decisions about the 
volume of rubbish processed at 
Rumford Avenue and the routes 
of truck traffic into and out of the 
site helped end the furor that 
erupted earlier in the week, 

In a letter Mann read to 
aldermen at the start of the 
meeting, he said the station ‘‘can- 
not and will not become a 
regional transfer-haul facility.” 

“The amount of solid-waste 
processed at Rumford Avenue 
will not, under any cir- 
cumstances, exceed 85,000 tons 
annually,’ Mann said, 

The mayor also assured 
aldermen that Newton and 
Waltham will be the only two 
communities allowed to dispose 
of solid waste at Rumford 









Avenue if Waltham decides to ac- 
cept GSX as its collection agen- 
cy. 

If Waltham decides to discon- 
tinue its use of the station, Mann 
stipulated that “another com- 
munity may be allowed to use the 
facility” as long as the total pro- 
cessing volume remains within 
the 85,000-ton limit and related 
truck traffic sticks to the routes 
currently decsribed in the con- 
tract. 

A final proviso added that 
Public Works Commissioner 
James L. Hickey ‘will not make 
any changes”’ in annual tonnage 
or traffic patterns ‘without first 
seeking the concurrence of the 
board.” 

During a five-minute recess in 
the session, Mann was persuaded 
to add one final assurance regar- 
ding the chance that Waltham 
does not choose GSX when its 
makes a bid decision next 
Wednesday.

Untangling the 
Snarl on Route 128 


Too often, government waits for a crisis 
to take any action. 

But the Dukakis Administration is show- 
ing foresight in its push to untangle the 
traffic on Route 128 before it suffers per- 
manent gridlock. 

State Transportation Secretary 
Frederick Salvucci has said that commer- 
cial and industrial development in 1985 and 
1986 alone will add 20,000 new commuters 
to the Route 128 equation. 

First of the moves Salvucci con- 
templates is allowing motorists to travel in 
the breakdown lanes between Route 9 and 
Route 24. That stretch of the superhighway 
passes through Needham, Dedham and 
Westwood and is the only section of Route 
128 having three rather than four lanes. 

Eventually, the state plans to add 
another lane, taking the land from the me- 
dian strip. 


Salvucci is soliciting cooperation from 
communities and businesses flanking 
Route 128. He hopes to encourage more car 
pooling, shuttles, van pools, public 
transportation, shifting of work schedules 
and other initiatives to take the pressure 
off the highway. 


More importantly, the transportation 
secretary hopes to instill a new mentality 
about Route 128 with community leaders. 
He wants selectmen and mayors to think of 
the highway as their ‘Main Street’ rather 
than the local hinterland. 


Thirty years ago, when it built Route 128, 
the state naturally bought its right of way 
along town borders and in the least con- 
gested sections of the cities and towns af- 
fected. 


Since then, commercial growth has 
spread along the sides of the highway, 
radiating farther and farther inward 
toward the center of town each year. 
Meanwhile, bedroom neighborhoods have 
been expanding outward from town 
centers. 


Over the past decade or so, the two 
growth trends have overlapped, with each 
laying claim to the little land left in 
greater Boston. The competing claims 
have spawned a campaign of skirmishes 
between developers and homeowner 
groups reminiscent of the range wars in 
the old West. 


In the war between homeowners and 
developers, the developers have had the 
money and the power to generate local tax 
revenues. But homeowners have had the 
power over local elections and zoning 
policy. 


Among the homeowners, traffic has 
been one of the prime arguments against 
commercial growth. That means traffic on 
local tributaries of the big highway, not the 
highway itself. 


Successful car pooling, staggering of 
work hours and improved public transpor- 
tation along Route 128 could be the very 
keys to freeing up the local streets. 


Salvucci’s main public relations mission 
now is to convince homeowner groups that 
this is one instance where what is good for 
the business people is good for their 
neighbors, too.

New tack on traffic trauma

A few modest proposals aimed at improving 
two traffic situations that are bad — real bad 
— and getting worse all the time. 

The problems areas are the infamous in- 
tersection of no less than seven historical cow 
paths in West Newton Square, and Route 128, 
especially the area around Route 9, where it 
loses a lane. 

Bob McCarthy, owner of McCarthy's Exx- 
on, just east of the square on Washington 
Street has a plan for redesigning the Urban 
Systems Project aimed at easing West 
Newton's traffic woes. There is a sub- 
paragraph to ‘Murphy's Law” that says, 
“Every man has a plan that won't work," but 
several factors suggest that the axiom does 
not apply to McCarthy, 

In the first place, he is not the only one to 
speak of the plan. Some elected officials have 
even been known to bandy it about. Secondly, 
the plan itself seems to have a lot of intrinsic 
worth, 

McCarthy would have the city move the 
Police Department and Newton District Court 
over to the abandoned Warren Jr. High 
building. There is plenty of room for both 
there. Holding cells would be located in the 
basement. There is even room for the cops’ 
firing range. Plenty of parking. Direct access 
to Washington Street, one of the city’s main 
east-west arteries. Less than a city block to 
Commonwealth Avenue, 

Removing the police and court traffic from 
West Newton Square would undoubtedly have 
an ameliorating effect on the problem that has 
existed there since one cow bumped into 
another a couple of centuries ago. 

But, wait! Here's the good part. Remove the 
police station and the courthouse from the 
north side of Washington Street and you just 
might have the opening you need for a decent 
Urban Systems Project that will really 
realign the traffic patterns in the square. The 
only existing project has targeted poor, little 
Cherry Street and the savior of the square. 
But Cherry Street can not bear the burden 
that is being asked of it, and we do not need to 
wait for the hue and cry of digruntled 
residents to tell us that. 

If the land on which the police station and 
the courthouse are now located could not be 
useful in correcting the problem, then we 
should block off the square and officially turn 
it into the used car lot it resembles at certain 
times every day. 

With that age-old problem solved, let’s 
move out to Route 128.

The state auditor exposed a raw nerve in the 
Dukakis administration last week. He caught 
Dukakis people off balance-and they don't 
like being blindsided, 

That doesn't happen often to Dukakis’ well- 
oiled machine, You could almost hear the 
gears grinding as officials tried to escape 
criticism, minimize the damage, regain in- 
itiative and cast the controversy in a 
favorable light. 

From the very beginning, Mike Dukakis 
never liked Proposition 24%. When the idea of 
limiting local property taxes first surfaced, he 
announced Bay Staters were too smart to fall 
for it.

One of Prop, 2%'s less publicized codicils is 
the requirement that any future state man- 
date on a city or town must be accompanied 
by state funds for implementation before it 
would be valid, 

The state auditor, an agent independent of 
the administration, was made the enforcer of 
this codicil, He added a new Division of Local 
Mandates in his office, This made additional 
sense, given Auditor John Finnegan's own 
personal conviction from his days as House 
chairman of Ways and Means that the state 
cavalierly imposes programs on cities and 
towns but rarely foots the bill, 

Since January 1981, therefore, as new pro- 
grams have been enacted (or new regulations 
promulgated )—like keeping polls open longer; 
new rules for dog euthenasia, new suicide 
prevention procedures at police stations; 
bussing kids to private and parochial schools; 
ete, state funding is included, up front, And 
the Supreme Judicial Court has upheld. 

Seems that two years ago the Department of 
Environmental Quality Engineering ordered 





Could Warren Jr. High be the key to unlocking 
the traditional gridlock In West Newton Square? 


The state’s Secretary of Transportation 
Fred Salvucci is making the rounds of area 
newspapers trying to generate a new 
awareness of Route 128’s role in our economy. 
He has asked us to stop thinking of it as ‘‘the 
edge of town,’’ where you park such 
undesirable elements of the community as the 
town dump, and to start thinking of it as the 
“Main Street” of a larger community. 

According to Salvucci's estimates, some 


parts of 128 already rate up there with the 
Southeast Expressway for confusion and con- 
gestion, The amount of office space along 
“America’s Technology Highwa already 
approximates that of downton Boston. And 
estimates of further growth in the near future 
boggle the mind when the square footage of of- 
fice space is translated into working people 
and the cars they need to get to their jobs, 

For now, Salvucci has a few band aids, He is 
encouragin; aggressive revival of car pool- 
ing and the “Caravan” program that has 
withered recently. He is pushing for staggered 
work hours, so everyone is not coming or go- 
ing at the same time, The breakdown lane is 
being opened up for traffic at peak hours, 

In the future, Salvucci predicts that another 
lane will be added, taking part of the median 
strip. But, even with those changes planned, 
Salvucci sees a dim future for the cir- 
cumferential artery of greater Boston. He 
sees some hope in the fact that his department 
is getting a head start on the problem, But the 
ultimate solution is still somewhere waiting in 
the wings. 

Might we suggest a plan that was for- 
mulated in jest? It appeared in an April Fool’s 
edition of a Boston weekly, and, according to 
many denizens of Beacon Hill, it took a gréat 
number of politicians, state officials and jour- 
nalists by surprise, 

The spoof purported to reveal a plan the ad- 
ministration had hidden away, but was wotk- 
ing hard on, Code named ‘The Silver Lining,” 
the plan called for a high speed monorail zipp- 
ing up and down the median of Route 128 from 
Lynn to Quincy and back again, There would 
be a dozen terminals along the way, with the 
largest planned for Auburndale, where Route 
128 intersects with the Mass Pike. 

Expansion of the Riverside ‘‘T”’ station was 
an integral part of the plan, and a modest ad- 
dition of 2,000 rooms to the Marriott was sug- 
gested, 











It was a great spoof in that it caught 
everyone off guard. We all fell for it, But, look 
closely, What made it such a good April Fool’s 
joke might also make it a decent, far-in-the- 
future plan, To a lot of people, it made a lot of 
sense, 


Remember, 50 years ago, they would have 
laughed if you predicted the traffic problems 
we are laboring with now, Why rule outa 
possible solution just because people laughed 
at it?

certain towns to secure their ailing landfill 
dumps by installing impervious liners to pre- 
vent leaching into underground water. 

The Town of Norfolk dutifully compiled. 
After some research, it then handed its

yes, the orders to Norfolk fell under Prop 24% 
so the state had to cough up.

Emo- 
tions are rising, Dukakis partisans call a bum 
rap the impression he is dragging his feet on 
pollution control, 

The administration then shifted ground 
away from 24, floating ideas like offering in- 
centive grants to communities which improve 
their landfills or go regional, 

But why duck the simple legal issue Fin- 
negan is raising, that, like it or not, these land- 
fill orders happen to fall under the category of 
state mandate, so the state must pay? Why

It is not new news that the 
Newton Centre Railroad Station 
and the baggage and express 
building are listed on the Na- 
tional Register of historic places. 
Designed by the architectural 
firm of Shepley, Rutan, and 
Coolidge, successors to Henry 
Hobson Richardson's practice, 
these railroad buildings repre- 
sent more than the Richardso- 
nian Romanesque style. This sta- 
tion symbolizes the single most 
important historic trend that 
brought the development of 
Newton from a group of loosely 
connected villages to a united ci- 
ty. 
It is ironic that during National 
Preservation Week, May 12-19, 
construction by right has begun 
on the baggage and express 
building.

To the Editor: 


I am writing this letter to tell people how Vietnam is in the eyes 


of a soldier over here. 


First, I would like to say that Vietnam is an experience you have 
to go through to understand. No one can write to you their feelings 
of happiness at a job well done, or fear during a firefight, or sorrow 
when your best buddy gets killed. You have to be there to know 


what it is like. 


Vietnam is a beautiful country. The hills are so green. When it is 
not raining, the sky is so blue, birds fluttering all around and 
flowers of every color growing wild. The children are a world in 
themselves. When you ride by a village, children chase the tanks 
yelling, ‘Chop Chop’' (food). You stop and give them crackers or 
candy and they smile a universal smile. Communicating with 
them is not difficult, even though they speak very little English. 
Often, at times, I'll put one of the kids on my knee or on the tank 


and everyone will laugh and joke. 


My hair, being only half of an inch long, gets lots of laughs and 


comments. 


The children give you souvenirs, back rubs and sometimes in- 
formation in return, and everyone is happy, at least for a little 


while. 


But then you wave goodbye and move back into the war. 
Sometimes it’s hard to remember there is a war going on, but you 
see war's battered faces everywhere: burned out villages, blown 
up bridges, bodies lifeless as coal. Still you push on, and when it's 


all over, you're glad you were there. 


You remember all the fellows, celebrating together, working 
together. You remember how amazed you were when you entered 
your first village and saw a lamp made from coke cans, houses 
made of clay and mud, tools of wood and beds of bamboo. Such is 


life to them and they're happy with it. 


Vietnam is something different to everyone, but this is how it is 


to me — one lonely soldier fighting for peace.

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Young to BC grads: Follow Flutie's lead

NEWTON — With the sun shin- 
ing overhead, 2352 Boston College 
students dressed in black caps 
and gowns marched aga a 
stiff breeze onto the astro-turf 
carpet of Alumni Stadium to take 
part in the school's 109th com- 
mencement ceremony last Mon- 
day. 

Accompanied by the school 
band's rendition of ‘Pomp and 
Circumstance,” the grads filed 
into their seats to listen to com- 
mencement speaker Andrew 
Young give a pep talk about the 
future by talking about leaving 
his school, Howard University in 
Washington D.C, 

“When I was driving down 
from Howard to my home in New 
Orleans,’ the Atlanta mayor 
said, ‘I was afraid to stop in 
Georgia, because back then it 
was the worst place for a young 
black man to be alone at night." 

Young pointed to the irony of 
his memories, saying, ‘‘if so- 
meone told me back then that I'd 
represent Georgia in the Con- 
gress, represent the United 
States at the United Nations and 
then be mayor of the capital city 
of Georgia, I would have recom- 
mended them to the nearest men- 
tal hospital.’’ 





Referring to the man who 
made the BC football team a na- 
tional obsession, Young asked the 
grads to ‘never give up hope for 
the future,”’ 


“If Doug Flutie could succeed 
before time ran out, you can too.”” 


In addition to his pep talk, 
Young asked his audience if the 
type of long-term low-interest 
loans given by the United States 
to the governments of Germany 
and Japan after World War II 
could be applied to ‘people in our 
own cities, slums, deserts and 
barren wastelands to feed the 
hungry and put all of America 
back to work.” 


Young wasn’t the only speaker 
to call upon the memory of 
former BC quarterback Doug 
Flutie. Before flying to Rome to 
meet with Pope John Paul II, 
Boston Archbishop and Cardinal- 
designate Bernard F, Law con- 
gratulated the grads and said he

was “excited to play on the same 
field as Doug Flutie.’ 

Flutie, who flew in from 
Denver where his New Jersey 
Generals played Sunday night, 
said he was ‘‘disappointed’’ at 


not graduating with his 
classmates 

“J have mixed emotions,” 
Flutie said amid a mass of 


students clad in black gowns and 
caps pressing for the exit. “I was 
glad I made it here, because the 
hardest part about turning pro 
was not being able to graduate 
with all my friends." 

Flutie, who will return to BC 
next fall to complete his re- 
quirements and join his old team 
as assistant coach, looked around 
the crowded stadium he called 
home for four years and said “‘it’s 
good to be back.” 

While graduation is usually 
thought of as a time for men and 
women to leave the comforts of 
university life and enter society, 
it is no longer the exclusive do- 
main of the young. 66-year-old 
Newton resident Mary O'Doherty 
proved that by earning a 
bachelor of arts degree in 
English from BC's Evening Col- 
lege.

Congregation President Dr. 
Alan S, Rockoff said, ‘They can 
vote against us, but they can’t 
make us go away,” 

Alderman Wendell R. 
Bauckman, who has served con- 
tinuously on the board since he 
was first elected in 1942, said he 
has seen many issues come and 
go over the last 43 years, “but 
none has been as difficult as this 
one." 

Alderman Matthew Jefferson 
echoed him, saying, “I don't 
believe there has been a petition 
that’s come before this board 
since I've been here that I've 
agonized over more," 

Alderman Richard J. 
Bullwinkle said, ‘‘One can tell by 
the seriousness of the discussion 
that no one is not going to make a 
serious vote.,, This is not a case 
of good versus bad, but of 
relative goods."’ 

The board's difficulty stemmed 
froma state law designed to pre- 
vent a municipality from 
discriminating through its zoning 
ordinances againt religious and 
educational institutions, The law 
basically said that the Board of 
Aldermen could not deny the con- 
gregation permission to build on 
a site most of the aldermen and 
many of the neighbors surroun- 
ding the site considered much to 
small for its intended use, 

But the city has an ordinance 
requiring places of assembly to 
have one on-site parking space 
for every persons that hall can 
legally hold. In the case of Con- 
gregation Shaarei Tefillah, that 
would mean about 100 parking 
spaces on a site which could con- 
tain only a fraction of that 
number. 

In trying to toe the legal line, 
the board last month decided to 
approve the site plan and drop 
the required amount of parking 
spaces to 30, knowing full well 
that the 9,000 square-foot site 
could not hold even that amount. 

Tronically, the Orthodox con- 
gregation’s members maintained 
throughout the controversy that 
the very reason the site was the 
only one feasible, from their 
viewpoint, was that their 
religious practices required them 
to walk to sabbath and high holi- 
day worship services, 

However, before the members 
cast their vote on the measure, a 
motion was made to recommit 
the matter to the Land Use Com- 
mittee with hope that a workable 
compromise could be reached 


between the congregation 
members and their neighbors. 

A number of committee 
members and area residents 
were concerned that on occasions 
when congregation members 
were not required to walk to the 
synagogue, parking and traffic in 
the area would be come become a 
problem, and perhaps a danger. 


They also said that members 
Congregation Beth El-Atereth 
Israel, another Orthodox 


Synagogue in the area, drove 
their cars to services regularly 
and wondered how they could be 
sure that would not be the case 
with Congregation Shaarei 
Tefillah, 

The congregation, which had 
split from Congregation Beth El- 
Atereth Israel in 1983 because of 
“differences in intensity of 
religious practice,’’ according to 
Rockoff, countered by saying 
they were being unfairly singled 
out, They said that, aside from 
Congregation Mishkan Tefila, no 
religious institution in the city 
met the on-site parking standard 
to which they were being held. 

Proposals in committee to limit 
the use of the synagogue either 
did not go far enough to satisfy 
those opposed to synagogue or 
went so far that congregation 
members felt the synagogue, as 
limited, would not be a proper 
religious center for them. 

No compromise was reached 
and the proposal voted on last 
night by the board was basically 
the same as had been before 
them last month, except that the 
reduction in parking spaces from 
100 to 30 was removed. 

In debate Monday night, Jef- 
ferson said, ‘‘We've been called 
religious bigots and small- 
minded bureaucrats (by a Boston 
Herald editorial), but I don’t see 
how we can make any com- 
promises that are suitable. The 
neighborhood residents who op- 
posed (to the synagogue) are also 
Jewish, and I do not believe they 
aren't sympathetic to this issue, 
but they have a higher priority.”” 

Alderman George Mansfield, 
who had worked with the con- 
gregation in trying to find alter- 
native sites, said he felt he ‘‘no 
longer has a choice, but regret- 
tably feel I have to vote with the 
committee."’ 

Mansfield said that, while the 
matter is likely to go to court, he 
hoped the congregation would 
continue to look for alternative 
sites. 

“They’re here. They’re not go- 
ing to go away. This is their 
home,” he said, 
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our thoughts, ex- 
periences and concerns with the 
driver to show them what can 


happen.”’ 
Prior to the annual spring 
revelry — when students are

Of the 25,000 persons who die 
each year in drunk driving ac- 
cidents, 5,000 of those victims are 
teenagers, Studies also show that 
an estimated 60 percent of the 
fatally injured teenage drivers 
were found to have alcohol in 
their blood.

day is out 14 young men and 
women between the ages of 16 
and 19 will die in driving ac- 
cidents,’’ Bell said, adding that 
329 more will be injured, ‘Don't 
let you or your friends become 
another statistic.

City honors Perkins teachers

NEWTON Two teachers 
from the Perkins School for the 
Blind who used sign language to 
convince a young, gun-wielding 
deaf mute not to hurt himself or 
anybody else were honored by 
the city today at Mayor Theodore 
D, Mann's office. 

The police unit which ap- 
prehended the young man 
without firing a shot also receiv- 
ed commendation yesterday. 

Mann presented Good Citizen 
Awards to Karen Hern and Beth 
Packard “in recognition of your 

actions on March 13, 1985, when 
you, with calmness and courage, 
assisted members of the Newton 
Police Department in resolving a 
life-threatening situation,”” 

On that night, 23-year-old 
Patrick Scott, armed with a .357 
magnum revolver, engaged 
police in a three-hour standoff as 
the young man walked up and 
down Centre Street, waving his 
gun, in front of Mt. Alvernia High 
School. 

At various times he pointed the 
gun at several police officers and 
at his own head, He fired four 
shots into the air before he finally 


threw down the gun and sur- 
rendered, No one at the scene 
was hurt. 

During the tense situation, the 
police department contacted the 
Perkins School, looking for so- 
meone who could communicate 
with a deaf mute, Hern and 
Packard, who both work in the 
deaf-blind unit at the Perkins 
School, responded to the call, but 
did not know what they were get- 
ting into. 

“At first we did not know he 
had a gun,” said Packard at the 
time. 

Hern added, ‘‘When I saw all 
the police there, I panicked.” 


But they calmly went to work, 
crouching behind a police cruiser 
25 feet from Scott, while nearby 
police officers trained rifles on 
him. Using American Sign 
Language and Sign Exact 
English to communicate with 
Scott, Hern sent the signs while 
Packard used binoculars to read 
his responses. 


Scott was agitated and ner- 
vous, but they kept telling him to 
drop the gun and no one would be 
hurt. He finally threw down his 
gun and lay down on the ground, 
where he was apprehended by 


police and taken to Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital, He was later 
sent to Bridgewater State 
Hospital for observation. 

In addition to pins and citations 
from the city of Newton, Hern 
and Packard each received a 
Seiko watch, presented to them 
by Jay Moskow, chairman of the 
Newton Crime Commission. 

Police Chief William F. Quinn 
also commended the police 
department's Civil Disturbance 
Unit, which handled the case 
under the command of Capt. 
Gerald Marchand, for ‘‘ex- 
hibiting great restraint and pa- 
tience throughout the entire 
episode, until the young man was 
finally quieted down and taken 
into custody,” 

Marchand accepted the com- 
mendation on behalf of his fellow 
officers, who include: Richard 
Halloran, Frank Gorgone, 
Robert MacDougall, Robert 
McDonald, Vincent Taylor, Nils 
Anderson, Edward Aucoin, 
Henry Berube, Edward 
Boudreau, Clifford Chaisson, 
Donald Claflin, John Claflin, 
Daniel Donovan, Leo Downing, 
Richard Forbes, Gerald 
McLaughlin and Gerald Tramon- 
tozzi.

NEWTON — Edward L. Rich- 
mond, best known as the author 
of laws regulating the public's ex- 
posure to secondary smoke, will 
not seek re-election to an eighth 
term as the at-Large alderman 
from Ward 2, 

Richmond, 58, of Farwell 
Street in Newtonville, last week 
confirmed widespread rumors 
that he would be leaving the 
Board of Aldermen in January 
1986, 

“T think that the time has come 
for me to move on and do other 
things in life, It’s a personal deci- 
sion, I think I accomplished what 
I wanted to accomplish on the 
board and now it's time to make 
room for other people," the 
Newton Centre lawyer said dur- 
ing a recess in the board's budget 
proceedings, 

Richmond's decision to end his 
career as an alderman will open 
up that slot to a newcomer during 
this November's biennial 
municipal election, 

During his 14 years of service, 
he witnessed a gradual shift in 
the board's political composition 
from Republican control toward 
a legislative body made up 
almost entirely of Democrats, 

“Accompanying that was a 
deterioration in the decorum of 
the board, The conduct of the 


members toward each other is 
now less formal, less courteous, 
less respectful and more 
argumentative than it has been in 
the past. I regret to see that,” ac- 
cording to Richmond, 

His long-time colleague, Alder- 
man Robert L, Tennant, blamed 
Richmond's decision to leave the 
board on the alderman most 
often associated with the body's 
“decorum” problems. 

“The city has lost two of the 
best aldermen it ever had — 
(former Land Use Committee 
Chairman) Terry Morris and Ed 
Richmond — because of (Alder- 
man Richard) McGrath,” ac- 
cording to Tennant, 

Richmond said he has noticed 
an increasing trend toward “‘per- 
sonal politics’ and cliques 
among his colleague, 

“There are groups based on 
ethnicity, socio-economic 
background and geographical 
areas that shift and coalesce on 
certain issues," according to 
Richmond, 

He said he is most proud of his 
successful drive for the creation 
of a ‘10 percent ordinance,” a 
form of linkage designed to in- 
crease the housing stock 
available to low and moderate in- 
come families, 

In 1970, Richmond chaired the 
Newton Fair Housing Commis- 
sion and his efforts ultimately 
succeeded in convincing city of-

ficials and aldermen that more 
low-income housing was needed 
here. 

Richmond is also the main 
author of ordinances that pro- 
hibit residents from smoking in 
supermarkets and from giving 
away free cigarette samples. 
Another Richmond initiative 
created smoking and non- 
smoking sections in Garden City 
restaurants, His most recent ac- 
complishment in this area is an 
ordinance forcing local 
businesses to create separate 
sections for employees who 
smoke. 

Richmond was the main mover 
behind the push to bring the 
“Farmer's Market’’ to city hall 
grounds every fall. During his 
career as a local legislator, Rich- 
mond served on practically every 
aldermanic committee and, at 
one time or another, chaired 
committees on Public Buildings, 
Design Review, Education and 
Finance, 

“T think I will miss being an 
alderman initially because being 
on the board has become part of 
my life, but all good things must 
come to an end. I learned a lot 
about politics and people,’’ Rich- 
mond said, 

“You know, 14 years is a long 
time, It’s almost a generation, 
but I think constant change in 
any organization gives it vitali- 
ty," he added. 


Moratorium spurs builders to seek 
protection against zoning changes

NEWTON — A marked increase in the number of 
“perimeter plans” filed with the city’s Engineering 
Department is a backlash from recent discussion of 
a city-wide building moratorium, according to 


Commissioner Paul Giunta. 


Giunta said debate over the proposal has promp- 
ted many developers and property owners to seek 
protection against possible zoning changes. 

He added the act of filing plans outlining boun- 
dary lines exempts that property from zone 
changes for three years from the time it is filed. 
Giunta said the plans are filed for various reasons, 
but that the rush to file in recent months may stem 
from the proposed moratorium, It emerged as one 
of the more prominent issues before the Board of 
Aldermen around the first of the year. 

“A few of them (persons filing) have volunteered 
that they are protecting themselves, and with the 
others, you can usually see the reason why, depen- 
ding on what's been in the news,” he said. 

The moratorium proposal was turned back two 
weeks ago by the full board, but supporters of the

The Needs Subcommittee has 
concluded that a 76,600 square 
foot building is the “minimum 
Size that would be acceptable for 
Newton” and “will be able to ac- 
comodate 500,000 holdings 
(books, tapes and other items) 
and 400 seats (360 adult spaces 
and 40 for children).”’ 

“Despite concern about the 
conservative nature of its recom- 
mendation, the committee is con- 
fident that a library of 76,600 
square feet will be big enough for 
the near future,” the draft report 
notes, 

However, the subcommittee 
adds, ‘‘The uncertainty of 
demographic projections makes 
it difficult to predict the city’s 
feeds beyond the next 10-15 
years. An addition could be 
necessary at that time...(to) pro- 
vide for eventual expansion to 
90,000 square feet."’ 


The group also rejected 
employing a mixed use or reuse 
as ways to create a new main 
library. 





“The people of Newton need 
and want a good library — one 
that they can view with pride and 
pleasure. We deserve a library 
building that will have the 
presence, the design and the 
capacity to remind people that 
Newton is a very special place,” 
the Needs Subcommittee con- 
cluded. 


The Physical Feasibility & 
Construction Subcommittee 
reviewed 19 sites, including city 
property and recreational areas, 
before settling on the 90,000 
square feet of undeveloped, un- 
zoned city land across Homer 
Street from city hall. 


The required parking, which 
the subcommittee estimated at 
about 100 spaces during the 8 
a.m. to 5 p.m. weekday period, 
would “‘provided on the rear por- 
tion of the adjacent city-owned 
parking lot’’ at the rear of the 
Homer/Walnut lot. 


The “‘positive characteristics” 
of this site are its immediate 
availability, central location in 
the middle of the city, easy ac- 
cess for private automobiles and 
public transportation, the 
possibility of joint Library/City 
Hall use and enough space to ac- 
commodate ‘‘some future facility 
expansion."’ 


Because ‘‘several of the ar- 
chitects’’ on the Feasibility Sub- 
committee ‘‘felt comfortable 
with the Homer/Walnut site only 
if every effort is taken to max- 
imize the preservation of open 
space in the final development,” 
the group also recommended 


some site controls that will be 
detailed in later installments of 
this series. 

“The Physical Feasibility and 
Construction Subcommittee 
believes that a new, well- 
designed and efficient library 
can be built on the 
Homer/Walnut site for a cost of 
between $8 and $10.2 million (in 
current 1985 dollars),’’ according 
to the draft report. 

Although no specific site design 
or prices for materials exist, the 
group believes that “‘the $8-10.2 
million range is useful and ap- 
propriate for planning purposes 
in that it covers the range of 
design assumptions from a very 
efficient and practical building to 
a more monumental approach to 
the building's design.”’ 

The final segment of the draft 
library report appears to fully 
resolve the most nettlesome pro- 
blem standing in the way of anew 
building — money. 

The Financing Subcommittee 
reached “two very important 
conclusions"’ on this aspect: ‘‘1) 
It is possible ... to finance a new 
main library with little impact on 
the city’s operating budget;"’ 
and, ‘‘2) To have a new library 
will require the city to judiciously 
take advantage of the con- 
siderable resources that it cur- 
rently possesses in the form of 
surplus properties.”” 


The group came up with four 
specific recommendations to ac- 
complish the mayor’s goal of 
building a modern library at no 
cost to the city. 


“The major source of funds for 
the new main library should be 
the proceeds from the disposition 
of the city’s surplus properties,"’ 
according to the draft report. 


“In light of the Board of 
Aldermen's resolution to reserve 
all funds from the sale or lease of 
surplus properties for the con- 
struction of a new main library, 
the Board of Aldermen and the 
Mayor should take all actions 
necessary for the city’s surplus 
properties to be disposed of for 
the highest possible value consis- 
tent with the reasonable develop- 
ment of these properties, 


“To increase the funds 
available from leased surplus 
properties, the city should issue 
general obligation bonds, which 
will be serviced entirely from 
lease payments.,.,"’ according to 
the report. 


“As an indication of communi- 
ty support, fundraising efforts 
led by the Board of Library 
Trustees, Newton service 
organizations, the Friends of the 
Library, and individuals should 
be encouraged as an additional 
source of financing,’’ the sub- 
committee concluded,

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Dancing

The phonograph needle lowers against the record, sending airy 
scratches hissing through the stereo speakers at Barbara’s 
Dance Studio in Newton. Instructor Charles ‘‘Scotty’’ Farquhar 
stands in the center of the room, poised, waiting for the music to 
start. His motionless image echoes around the mirrored walls. 

As the first notes filter through the studio, Scotty’s arms 
encircle an imaginary partner and he takes off: hips start 
swiveling to the beat; feet begin tapping and shuffling with the 
lively tempo; and shoulders dip and sway with the rhythm. 
Swiftly and gracefully, he glides through the music, eyes 
sparkling, cheeks glowing and teeth shining. 

Suddenly, he stops, drawing the demonstration to a close, and 
turns to his mesmerized pupil. ‘‘See, it’s just different variations 
on the one, two, three,’’ he says. 


Dance has been the focus of Scotty’s life for 42 of his 46 years. 
He can’t conceive of an existence — his or anyone else’s — 
without including dance. 


“Dancing is the foundation of all culture and arts,” he 
explains, in words tinged with a Scottish accent. “It’s the most 
elemental of all the arts. 

“If you don’t know enough about dancing, a big chunk is 
missing out of your life,”’ he adds, ‘‘I just can’t imagine not 
having dancing in my life.” 

He hasn’t had to. The nimble, medium-built Scotsman began 
dancing in his native country at the age of 4 and had won all his 
professional gold medals by the time he was 14, Since then, he’s 
competed throughout the United States as a show dancer. 


Today, along with Barbara Davis, another show dancer and 
national competitor, Scotty teaches social and competitive 
ballroom, latin and disco dancing in the basement studio of 
Davis’ home. This year marks the 25th anniversary for 
Barbara’s Dance Studio. 


The two claim virtually everybody can and should enhance 
their lives with dartce — regardless of their age, size or 
flexibility. 


“I feel dance is the most important thing — everyone should 
dance,”’ says Davis, a lithe, attractive grandmother who still 
‘dances up a storm” when she goes out at night. ‘‘Nothing is 
more beautiful, more inspiring,”’ she insists. ‘‘It’s a great outlet,

it relieves frustration and anxiety. We all need ways of releasing 
our anxiety and this is more fun than aerobics or exercising up 
and down. It’s more fun than a lot of things. 

She points out that aspiring ballroom dancers can begin at any 
age. “It’s never too late to start,"’ she says during a recent 
interview in her home. ‘I have a man who started at the age of 
60 three years ago. He couldn’t move then, but now, his whole 
personality has changed. He walks straighter and everything 
about him has improved as a person. 

“Socially, it makes a person more graceful,”’ she continues, 
stretching her well-proportioned body luxuriously. ‘‘It helps 
people who are introverted and it helps men and women mingle. 
If there was more dance in the city (of Newton), there would be 
less drug abuse. You could not take drugs, drink alcohol and 
dance. 

“And it’s the best way to stay in shape,” she adds. 

Scotty laments that the American socialization process 
deprives many males of the benefits of dance. ‘‘It’s not unusual 
for a man to start dancing at a young age in the old country,” he 
says. ‘Everybody dances in Scotland. But here, it’s different. To 
be a man and dance here is to be a sissy. But at home, it’s the 
exact opposite. If you’re not dancing there’s something wrong 
with you, you’re really way out, My father was 300 pounds and 
light as a feather on his feet. 

“It’s one of the most necessary social graces and men who do 
not dance lack the most essential one,”’ he insists, adding, ‘A 
woman will do anything for a man who dances well.” 

When Scotty came to the ‘‘land of golden promise” in 1963 he 
had no problem landing a job. “I arrived, walked into Arthur 
Murray’s (Dance Studio in Boston) and just threw all my (gold) 
medals on his desk and that was it,’ explains the dancer, who, 
along with Davis, belongs to the Imperial Society of Teachers of 
Dancing in London, where they trained. ‘‘Oh, if only I was four 
years old and knew what I know now — I'd be the world 
champion for sure,” he quips. 

Like Scotty, Davis also began dancing at the age of four, “I 
was always dancing,” she says. By the age of 25, Davis had 
opened her own business in her home. She holds an associate's 
degree in modern dance from England and, locally, teaches at 
Brandeis University in Waltham. ‘Teaching dance is a fun thing 
to do because you're bringing a lot of fun into people's lives,” 
Davis says, adding that dance is also therapeutic. 

“I could always dance off all my problems,’’ she says. “If 
something bothered me, al! I had to do was dance,"’ 
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In addition to teaching, Davis used to travel throughout New 
England hotels, entertaining and working as a social hostess. 
Today, surrounded by family photos of her grandchildren 
says she went as far as she desired in her dance career. ‘'I love 
to dance and entertain, but I could never do it at a steady pace,” 
she explains. ‘‘It’s very hard work. Summers, I'd do it three, 
four nights a week, but by the time August rolled around, I 
always wanted to come home and get back in the kitchen."’ 

She and Scotty hooked up about 20 years ago and in addition to 
teaching together, they travel to New Jersey each month for a 
lesson with former American champion show dancers. 

When he’s not gliding across dance floors or shouting words of 
encouragement to his less nimble-footed pupils at Davis’ dance 
studio, Scotty runs a halfway house in Brookline. 

After he began teaching dance in Boston in the sixties, he 
enrolled in Boston University’s School for Special Education and 
earned his Master’s Degree. ‘I wanted an education, to do 
something other than dancing,” he explains. ‘‘The dance 
business is a tough racket. If you want to survive, you have to do 
something else. But if dancing’s in your blood, you have to do it 

you just have to do something else also for your food and 
drink.” 

He'd like to see dancing recognized as an Olympic sport. “If 
that happened, I'd be a millionaire now,” he says, referring to 
his teaching talents. ‘I'd buy a Rolls Royce right away.” 

One of Scotty’s students, a senior citizen, took first place in the 
Professsional American Competition held at the Marriott in 
Newton in January, ‘One thing that's good about ballroom and 
















social dancing is you can do it for your entire lifetime,’’ Davis 
notes.

They 
bring not only the hot meals, but 
a chance for a reunion of the ‘‘old 
and the young!" Aside from the 
satisfaction derived from the 
distribution of the food, a certain 
sense of responsibility goes with 
it, as witness the following 
scenarios: 

A woman suffering from Multi- 
ple Sclerosis tries to get by witha 
little assistance from her hus- 
band, He cannot be the strength 
she needs to lean on, for he is 
recovering from a foot operation, 

The driver places the food 
directly in the hands of a retard- 
ed recipient who is also lame—but 
his brother reaches out to con- 
fiscate all for himself. Poor 
fellow, he cannot be held to 
blame! 

An 86-year-old senior lady is 
quite incapacitated with ar- 
thritis, but hobbles to the door 
with her walker leading the way. 
It is difficult to maneuver—but 
together they manage! 

Another lady, of 70-year vin- 
tage, has her senses heightened 
by the aroma of a freshly cooked 
meal delivered straight into her 
eager hands, She reaches out 
carefully, for she cannot see at 
all, She is blind! 

Mr. J., another member of this 
special group of human beings, in 
his 80's or thereabouts, confided 
to his “friend” the driver, ‘‘The 
children don’t visit very often."’ 
His hunger stretches forward for 
companionship, as well as 
sustenance, 

Lady X, age 90, a very indepen- 
dent woman, confes “She 
could not cope any longer,’’ but 











reverses this statement by throw- 
ing the key out the window for the 
driver to unlock the door! It could 
very well be the high point of the 
day for her. 

“Manna from heaven” is what 
Lady M calls it! She gives the 
whole scene a spiritual tone! 

A frustrated daughter con- 
tacted the agency when she 
discovered her mother existing 
on sausages and potato chips; 
delicious for a teenage Saturday 
night party snack, but hardly 
nutritious for frail old bones! 

We have touched on just a few 
of the cases, but each in itself can 
probably be duplicated 
somewhat. There have been in 
excess of 14,000 meals prepared 
and served in 1984. When you con- 
sider the energy and planning 
behind this production, you will 
agree, it cannot be too easy! 

Last September, an appeal to 
prominent citizens who are 
humanitarians at heart, to con- 
tribute towards the balance of the 
costs incurred (the $3/day per 
recipient does not cover all,) The 
results were gratifying! People 
responded and the ‘‘wheels were 
kept in motion."’ However, eight 
months have gone by and the 
amount is getting thin. In 
September to come, another ap- 
peal will be made and hopefully, 
history will repeat itself! 

In that way, raveling 
Meals” can keep rolling along! 

Is there anyone out there who 
could volunteer a few hours 
week, asa driver, or as a driver’ 
companion? ‘Traveling Meals’’ 
will welcome with open arms 
anyone willing to contribute part 
of their time.

Inflated American Dream 


By Neville Frankel 


We all know that salaries don’t go as far as they used to; that 
home mortgages are ignificantly higher rates than they used to 
be, and that middle cla parents can no longer assume an ability 
to finance their children’s college education 

The American Dream has become available to fewer and fewer 
of us over the last two decades, for reasons that are both pervasive 
and subtle. We often hear, for example, about the changing 
demographics of our society, and about the increasing number of 
senior citizens. 

What does this mean for those of us who were born during or 
after World War Il-those of us who, because of the 1983 
Congressional changes in Social Security laws, are denied access 
to our Social Security payments until we are 67” 

For one thing, our plans for retirements have become more 
important. Because our lives are likely to last longer and cost 
more, it’s become essential to find ways of living on retirement 
income for a longer period and at inflated prices. But more 
importantly, we must think now about protecting our retirement 
income and developing jobs we can productivly handle as senior 
citizens. 

Some believe that the traditional dream of retirement, although 
deeply ingrained in the American psyche, has become 
economically impractical. On such is Jarold A. Keiffer, staff 
director of the 1981 White House Conference on Aging, and a 
former deputy Commisssioner of Social Security 

“In the near furtu * said Keiffer recently in the Washington 
Post. ‘We will have radically alter our traditional views of a 
working life. The majority of us will probably find it desirable and 
perhaps necessary to delay our retirement and work many years 
longer than most people do now.” 

The original intent of Social Security w 
income, the expectation being that retire 
other sources.

—66% of people over 65 recieved no interest from a savings 
account;—78% had no investment income;—86% had no pension 
income ;—95% received no financial assistance for their children. 


According to Keiffer, the Federal Goverment, private industry, 
labor unions and the U.S. educational system should be finding 
s to help older people remain in the work force, instead of 
pretending that there is no conflict between the promise of 
adequate retirement income—and the reality of insufficient funds. 

At present, older worke are pressured to retire; most 
employees refuse to retrain workers, and most pension plans do 
not allow the build-up of additional retirement benefits if an 
employees works beyond the age of 65. Asa first step, says Keiffer, 
we must remove these disincentives to delaying retirement. 











In the 50’s and 60‘'s, high U.S. productivity and low inflation 
made it possible to support a large retired population. But the 
growing e of our related population raised grave questions 
about the solvency of the Social Security system. In 1990, it is 
expected that only three working persons will be paying Social 
Security tax that supports each recipient of Social Security 
benefits. 








Other retirement plans and pension programs have also been 
affected, with over 130 companies faulting on their pension 
obligations since 1980. And as a result of the Employee Retirement 
Income Security Act (ERSIA) and its many bureauaucractic 
provsions, thousands of smaller firms have terminated their 
retirement plans. This was not the intent of Congress, but is the 
result of poor draftsmanship and inadequate research on the part 
of its memebers at that time. 


Keiffer maintains that leaders in both the private and public 
sector need to act rapidly and imaginatively in order to tap the 
social and financial resource that could accrue to a nation from the 
longer lives of its citizens. If no action is taken, he says, ‘‘our 
country could find itself preoccupied with...high costs of 
supporting many older people who would prefer to lengthen their 
productive years and earn more toward their own support 








Most people have some idea of the income they will need in 
retirement..but few know how much to set aside, and at what rate 
tneeds to grow, to provide that income 


If you are not confident that you know how to plan ahead 
adequately, you should consider pre-retiremnt counseling, Your 
aavisor should have the computer capacity to forecast predictable 
increases in your cost of living after retirement, and to relate that 
to the kinds and types of investment necessary to protect your 
standard of living at retirement, whether at 65, or 70 or later.

Chapter I anniversary 
recognized in Newton 


NEWTON — This year, Title I/Chapter I is celebrating its 20th bir- 
thday. On April 15, 1965, President Lyndon Baines Johnson signed in- 
to law the Elementary and Secondary Education Act (BSBA). Part of 
that law included funding for Title I/Chapter I programs. 

The program is the largest federal aid to education program and 
the first and most important federal program assigned to the U.S. Of- 
fice of Education to recognize that economically and educationally 
disadvantaged children need extra help - commonly called compen- 
satory education - to do well in school. 

Because of the legislation passed in 1965, 72,000 Massachusetts 
students in 1,000 schools have been receiving extra help in reading, 
mathematics and other basic skills. 

Funding for each school system is determined at the state level, In- 
dividual school districts are responsible for identifying the particular 
schools that qualify to receive this aid, The program began in Newton 
in February, 1966 at Lincoln-Eliot and Emerson Elementary Schools. 
Today, over 200 Newton children benefit from Chapter I funding in 
programs that include a nursery school; reading and mathematics 
services at Lincoln-Eliot, Countryside and Underwood Elementary 
Schools and Brown and Day Junior High School; as well as support 
services from social workers and psychologists. 

Birthday celebrations for Chapter I occured all over the country in 
April. Here in Newton, the staff and parents involved in the program 
are also pleased to recognize this occasion and honor those people 
who continue to provide this additional assistance to children, 


Housing law examined 


NEWTON — The Newton 
League of Women Voters has 
sent its recommendations to the 
aldermanic Sub-Committee on 
Housing. The committee meets 
late this week to try to further 
define the city’s Ten Percent Or- 
dinance, which requires housing 
developers to provide housing for 
low-income families. 

The League recommends that 
the low-income housing be on the 
same site as the other housing 
developed. ‘This reinforces 
distribution of low-income hous- 
ing throughout the city and 
avoids clusters of low-income 
development,’’ said League 
President Ann Grantham in a 
prepared statement. 

She also said the original intent 
of the Ten Percent Ordinance 
was to increase the dwindling 
supply of rental housing in the ci- 
ty. 
“Rehabilitation of existing 


housing by developers to fulfill 
the 10 percent requirement ap- 
pears to subvert the intent of the 
ordinance, It does not increase 
low-income housing and in many 
cases, forces low-income tenants 
out to allow for rehabilitation. We 
do not support this means of of 
fulfilling the ten Percent Or- 
dinance,” 

Grantham said a cash payment 
in lieu of housing units from a 
developer when he is building a 
small number of units is a “‘sensi- 
ble idea,’ but the money should 
be used only to increase low ren- 
tal housing stock. She suggested 
a special fund be set up to insure 
the money on housing. 

The League also suggested the 
Housing Sub-Committee look at 
the some of the city’s surplus 
buildings, such as the Bigelow, 
Claflin and Warren schools, for 
possible use for subsidized hous- 
ing.

NEWTON — About 75 residents watched Ward 8 
aldermanic candidates Howard Passman and 
William Shaevel put on their boxing gloves last 
week during a debate at Temple Beth Avodah. 

Their sparring match ended up a draw, thanks to 
some jabs thrown in Shaevel’s direction by former 
Ward 8 alderman Robert Katz, who entered the 
fray occasionally.

BC’sa big boon for Garden City

CHESTNUT HILL — Boston College, its 
students, employees and visitors injected 
$67.3 million into the Garden City’s 
economy from July 1, 1983 to June 30, 1984, 
according to the findings of the first 
economic impact study in the school’s 122- 
year history 

The results of study, which details BC’s 
financial contributions to both Newton and 
Boston during fiscal year 1984, were releas- 
ed last week by school spokesman Doug 
Whiting, 

“We're hoping to show that, in many 
ways, the university does impact the com- 
munity in a very favorable light. It should 
lead to a better understanding of the 
school’s value to the cities in which it is 
located," Whiting said 


Although the study failed to include the 
cost of providing essential services to BC, 
like fire and police protection, the impact 
statement should provide school officials 
with potent ammunition to respond to per- 
sistent neighborhood concerns about traffic 
and parking problems and critics of the 
Catholic university's tax-exempt status. 

Whiting said BC decided to undertake the 
analysis, as Harvard and the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology have 
done for years, “particularly in light of the 
10-year building plan’’ currently underway 
in parts of Newton and Boston. 















In a prepared statement released last 
week, BC President J. Donald Monan, S.J., 


said the impact study ‘‘documents a cons- 
cientious and extensive program of support 
to both the public and private sector in our 
two host communities...” 

The financial study, dubbed ‘‘A Working 
Partnership: Boston College and Its 
Neighbors,” shows that BC's economic im- 
pact on both cities, at least during fiscal 
1984, is surprisingly similar. 

The direct monetary spending in both 
communities, based on employee payroll 
and school-related expenditures, totalled 
$145.5 million — $78.2 million in Boston and 
$67.3 million in the Garden City 

About 26 percent of BC's workforce, or 556 
employees, live in Newton and received 
$13.1 million in pay during fiscal 1984, while 
610 school employees live in Boston and 
were paid $9.8 million during the same 
period. 

Roughly translated, those figures show 
that 47 percent of the school’s total payroll 
went directly to residents in both cities in 
one year. 

The university, its employees, students 
and thousands of visitors spent $54.2 million 
here during the year for goods and services 
and $68.4 million in Boston, according to the 
study 

The impact statement also shows that BC 
almuni living in Newton spent $101.2 million 
during fiscal 1984 housing, food, 
transpo: on utilities, taxes and other ex- 
penses. The university’s alumni living in 
the Hub spent $158.3 million on such items in 
the same period. 

Time and demand deposits of BC’s facul- 





on 





ty, staff and students in Newton-based 
banks totalled $6.9 million for fiscal 1984, 
while the school’s credit base in Boston 
reached $11.9 million for the same period. — 

In addition, the school brought $800,000 in 
federal, state and university financial aid to 
Garden City residents, according to the 
study. The financial aid figure for Boston 
residents totalled $1.4 million in fiscal 1984. 

According to Monan’s prepared state- 
ment, municipalities are becoming increas- 
ingly dependent on aid from both the public 
and private sectors 

“The more complex our society becomes, 
the more our local city governments and 
their communities have begun to look 
beyond their own resources for various 
means of support. New partnerships of 
public and private enterprises have 
devloped to address a broad range of pro- 
blems. 

“Hospitals, universities, churches and 
museums, though struggling to meet rapid- 
ly escalating costs of their own serivices, 
have generously contributed their exper- 
tise, their vision and their facilities to 
residents of the locality that both parties 
call ‘home,’’’ Monan said. 








“Indeed, private institutions of this sort 


‘have become to their communities not only 


a fund of human talent and resources; 
many have developed sufficient stature to 
have a critical influence on the economic 
base of their surrounding communities. 
Such is the case with Boston College,” he 
concluded

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‘Day of reckoning’ needed 
to finance new main library

NEWTON — Financial experts 
on the Main Library Facility 
Committee are recommending, 
in no uncertain terms, that 
Mayor Theodore D. Mann and the 
Board of Aldermen start biting 
the political bullet in order to pay 
for the construction of a new 
building. 
if the Board of Aldermen 
and the mayor are unwilling to 






take the actions necess to 
receive high values from sting 
surplus properties which can 


result in the financing of a new 
library now, we doubt that such 
action will be taken in the 
future...,"" according to a draft 
report obtained recently 

“At some point, surplus pro- 
perties must be sold for 
reasonable values, if Newton is to 
get the new library it deserves 


without affecting the city’s 
operating budget. We see no 
reason to delay this day of 
reckoning,’’ the report con- 
cludes. 


Much of the Finance Subcom- 
mittee’s 13-page draft is devoted 
to convincing the mayor and 
aldermen, often in terms border- 
ing on direct criticism, that the 
time has come to stop giving 
away the city’, 

“We under: that there 
were many reasons in the past 
why the city has been willing to 
sell its surplus property at such 
low prices, including the fact that 
many of the uses ... serve ex- 
cellent causes. 






“But other factors have also 
led to these low values. They in- 
clude the nature of the reuse pro- 
cess itself with an overemphasis 
on local rather than city-wide 
considerations, a failure to con- 
development 


sider reasonable 
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alternatives that could lead to 
higher values, and a failure to 
recognize that high dollar values 
could also serve worthy public 
purposes — in this case, the con- 
struction of a new main library,” 
the draft report states. 


Underlying this stance is the 
long-vacant Warren Junior High 
School on Washington Street — a 
building the subcommittee sees 
as the key to financing a new 
main library. 

“We cannot overestimate the 
importance of receiving a high 
value for this building. In a very 
real sense, if one does not favor 
receiving a high value for War- 
ren, then one does not favor 
financing a new main library 
from the disposition of surplus 
properties,"’ according to their 
report 

Of all the possible non-budget 
sources available to pay for a 
new building, Warren Junior 
High is “by far the largest,’ 
because its disposition for the 
most profitable resue possible 
would account for “‘roughly 40 
percent’ of the total dollar 
amount needed to finance a 
modern library, estimated at $8- 
$10 million. 

“We believe it would be a 
travesty if substantial revenues 
were not generated from its 
disposition. Significantly, these 
revenues can be generated 
without resorting to the destruc- 
tion of the existing building or the 
development of the surrounding 
property,’’ the draft report 
states 








Based on this, the subcom 
mittee will recommend that the 
Warren be sold as rental office 
space for a minimum price of $3.6 
million or leased for annual 
payments of $540,000, which then 
could be used to service a 20-year 
general obligation bond of $4.32 
million. 

The sale proceeds from other 
surplus properties — the Auburn- 
dale Yard ($750,000), the former 
Hyde School ($300,000) and the 
Carr School ($90,000) — could be 
combined with the $509,000 cur- 
rently in the city’s surplus pro- 
perty account for a total library 
fund of almost $1.65 million 

The subcommittee will also 
recommend that the city use the 
approximately 1),000 it expects 
to earn annually from leased pro 
perties to pay off the debt on a 
$1.6 million bond issue

one (55), lent his con- 
siderable experience to getting 
me processed. Wright comes 


down with an iron fist on DWI's, 
but he can couch it in a velvet 
glove. 

Advised of my rights, I decided 
to take the breathalyzer test 
(There is a mandatory 90-day 
loss of license if you don’t.) The 
results of the test were high 
enough to create “a legal 
presumption of intoxication,”’ 

I called my brother-in-law for 
counsel and assistance, Having 
just completed his second year at 
Boston College law school, I 
thought he might help me avoid 
tacking any little mistakes onto 
the big one I had just made. More 
important, I needed someone to 
hold my hand, He worked out 
some of the details | was having 
difficulty grasping at the station, 
and, after Magistrate Henry 
Schultz signed the necessary 
papers, I was released 

I thanked Mr, Schultz for driv- 
ing in from his Needham home 
for the occasion 
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I went to St Bernard's to find 
out if there might be some way I 
had yet to see whereby all this 
could work out for the better 

After the original shock wore 
off and I began to think a bit more 
clearly about my predicament, I 
be; to take a more positive ap- 
proach. Disregard the fact that I 
came to within a hair's breadth of 
making it home safely again 
Disregard those well-meaning 
friends who told me that, since I 
was parked in my car in front of 
my house and not about to go 
careening off through the city to

“You are going to pay a very, 
very heavy price for this inci- 
dent,” I told myself, ‘You'd be 
more of a fool than you are if you 
don't learn something from all 
this."” 

Indeed, by then, I had already 
paid out several hundred dollars 
for bail, an impounded vehicle 
and lawyer's fees. There would 
be more bills to be paid in the 
near future. More than the 
money, I was afraid of the price I 
was going to pay in terms of in- 
tegrity and reputation in the com- 
munity 

So, what do I get in return for 
the price I will ultimately pay? I 
get a smack on the head that is 
supposed to wake me up. When I 
open my eyes, what do I see? 

First, and most important, | 
see that 25 years of drinking and 
driving is at an end, Time and 
luck have run out on the 16-year- 
old who was the only one who 
could drive everyone else home 
after a wild keg party the 20-

was to set myself up for a bad fall

I had been partying all day, so 
when I stopped my car to ask the 
harried cop for directions, I 
forgot there was an open bottle of 
Heineken's between my legs. The

When he finally looked at me, 
and saw the beer bottle, he could 
not believe his eyes. He smacked 
himself on the forehead with the 
flat of his hand and offered up ex- 
pletives deleted. He grabbed the 
bottle out of the car and told me,

With Passman and Shaevel 
knotted up in charges and 
countercharges, however, 
Walsh and Katz have been 
able to fill the void and are 
gaining important political 
ground.

But the charges flung in 
Shaevel’s direction are also 
having an impact on his cam- 
paign style, as evidenced by 
his decision to stop crediting 
himself as the sole mover 
behind all the projects that 
have had a positive influence 
on the ward 

So far, the most damaging 
mistake of Shaevel’s bid has 
been to acknowledge 
Passman’s presence. By 
responding with agitation to 
Passman's persistent attacks, 
often on issues which most 
voters would consider less 
than crucial, Shaevel is under- 
mining his own claim to ‘‘ef- 
fective style’’ and “bridge 
building,’’ while lending

Passman’s outspoken 
criticism of Shaevel provides 
ample evidence of his belief 
that the campaign has come 
down to a two-way race, an 
ambitious assumption that 
could spell trouble if his op- 
ponents are able to capitalize 
on it. 

However, the dual thrust of 
Passman’s campaign — 
preserving the ward’s single 
family character at all costs 
and keeping taxes down — will 
appeal to voters who want a 
strong sense of parochialism 
from their elected represen- 
tative 

Because these strengths and 
weaknesses are polarizing the 
four-way field, the weather 
and voter turnout on June 4 
may go a long way toward 
creating a photo finish in what

Of all the concerns facing our nation today, perhaps the most 
devastating is the problem of missing children. With up to two million 
children missing in America and as many as 4,500 missing here in 


Massachusetts, 


each of us has a responsibility to combat this 


frightening travesty. Thus far, we have failed. 


The disappearance of two 
million children is nothing short 
of a catastrophe. In many cases, 
you have a better chance of 
recovering a lost dog or a stolen 
wallet than you have of ever see- 
ing a missing child again 

The month of May has been 
proclaimed ‘‘National Child Safe- 
ty Awareness Month,”’ making it 
an appropriate time for us to 
reflect on the travesty of missing 
children. Each of us, personally, 
should do what we can to make 
the world safer for our children. 

As the father of four children 
under the age of eleven, the 
thought of one of them vanishing 
without a trace terrifies me. I 
know how I feel when my son 
comes home late from baseball 
practice or when I lose sight of 
my daughter in a store. That 
panic and desperation that I ex- 
perience for a relatively short 
time is what parents of missing 
children experience for a 
lifetime. 

Every year, 5,000 children are 
found murdered. Nearly 2,500 of 
these children are buried uniden- 
tified, in ‘John Doe” graves, 
leaving their family members 
speculating about the safety of 
their children forever. In many 
cases, families spend their life 
savings searching. 

New England K.ID.S. (Kids 
Identification Systems), the sole 
Massachusetts-based organiza- 
tion to deal with the problem of 
missing children, is working to 
combat this problem. 


Last April, I signed the articles 
of organization giving birth to 
this non-profit corporation. I pro- 
udly continue to serve as its 
honorary chairman. 

In this past year, New England 
K.ID.S. has become a nationally 
recognized organization. 


Numerous law 
organizations 


enforcement 
in the state, 
together with hundreds of 
volunteers, have worked with 
New England K.ID.S. to finger- 
print over 30,000 children and to 
educate twice as many parents 
about the problem of child abduc- 
tions and the precautions to take 
against such tragedies. 

New england K.ID.S. works to 
make the public aware of the pro- 
blem of missing children and to 
develop, with other community 
groups, safety and prevention 
programs for children and 
parents. The organization has 
become involved with specific 
cases and has been successful in 
returning several children to 
their parents. 

the group also has developed 
self-help support groups, and has 
set up Safe Home projects in 
Massachusetts communities 
where children can go if they 
think they are in danger or if so- 
meone is harrassing them. 

New England K.ID.S. is com- 
prised of hundreds of volunteers 
statewide. But the group can’t be 
successful if child safety isn’t 
taught at home as well. 

During National Child Safety 
Awareness Month, teach your 
children safety precautions. 
Make sure they know their full 
name, address and phone 
number, as well as how to use a 
telephone. Have some positive 
identification taken of your child. 
Be certain that your child knows 
never to go anywhere with 
strangers. Most importantly, 
never leave your child unattend- 
ed. 

You insure your home. You in- 
sure your car. Now do something 
to insure the safety of your child.

Vietnam 

“It was terrible,” she recalled. 
“We didn’t have much money, 
and there were no jobs. There 
was no training, and even if I 
could go to school, I wouldn't 
have, because my parents are 
Chinese and they didn’t want me 
to get a Vietnamese communist 
education. There was no hope, so 
I decided to make my escape by 
boat,” 

In December of 1980, the 18 
year-old Ly and a brother packed 
what little they had and left by 
ship for Thailand 

“We had to pay a lot of money 
to get on the ship, It was awful. It 
took us 16 days to get to Thailand 
because the ship broke down.” 

Ly remembered conditions on 
the “small ship crammed with 
148 people” as horrendous. 

“The boat was very crowded. 
Some people had to stand up the 
whole time, some were lucky 
enough to sit on the floor, I 
thought I would die sooner or 
later.” 

“The first day out, we thought 
we might see somebody, but 
there was nothing in sight. We 
tried to make a fire to signal 
other ships, but there was 
nothing in sight and we were just 
drifting along while the men tried 
to fix a leak in the boat. We had 
no food or medicine, and the only 
water we had was rain water 
People were getting sick and dy- 
ing.” 

Finally, after 16 days, Thai 
fisherman spotted the ship and 
towed them to an island, where 
they waited for an American 
plane to fly by and rescue them. 

After their rescue from the 
island, Ly and her brother began 
a journey across southeast asia 
that took the from one refugee 
camp to another, until 1983, when

She got an 
apartment, a job in a nursing 
home, and enrolled at Newton 
North. After her roommates 
moved out, Ly was taken in by 
the Cole family. Although things 
were difficult for her, it was not 
quite as bad as drifting off the 
coast of Vietnam with no food or 
water. After two years of hard 
work, Minh Ly will graduate 
from high school, an accomplish- 
ment she said she is proud of. 

“Sometimes I feel proud of 
myself,’’ she sighed, ‘‘but, 
sometimes I am _ so _ lonely, 
because while I concentrated on 
my studies, I don’t have any real 
friends here and I think I would 
like to do the things other young 
people in this country do.”

The beer is named after the 
famous founding father, who also 
was a brewer, though Koch said 
he probably brewed ale instead of 
beer. 

Koch was able to raise $400,000 
in investments from friends, 
relatives and former clients to 
start his business, which consists 
of himself, Rhonda Kallman, his

He said he sat down with his 
father, who was a brewer for 
several small breweries in Cin- 
cinnati, where Koch grew up 
They looked through about 25 
recipes and settled on one used 
by his great-great grandfather, 
Louis Koch, made in St. Louis in 


the 1870s, not far from the 
original Anheuser-Busch 
brewery. 


Koch theorizes that Budweiser 
beer may have at one time tasted 
like his beer, since his great- 
great-great grandfather, Jerome 
Koch, brought his beer recipes 
over to this country from the 
Bavarian region near the town of 
Budweis.

Finding a place to brew his 
beer was a problem. He found 
nothing appropriate for his needs 
in New England, so for the time 
being, he is renting a portion of 
the Pittsburgh Brewing Co., 
which produces Iron City Beer. 

He currently rents the original 
section of the old Haffenreffer 
Brewery in Jamaica Plain as a 
warehouse. But he hopes to even- 
tually refurbish it and brew his 
beer there. The Haffenreffer 
Brewery closed its doors in 1965, 
leaving Boston with no active 
breweries 

Koch's duties with his new 
company are varied. Some of his 
time is spent opening new ac- 
counts, which he said is a bit 
strange for him ‘‘since I never 
sold anything in my life until six

He also holds beer tastings for 
staff members of restaurants 
serving his beer, telling them 
how it is made and showing them 
what bad beer tastes like. He

Koch also travels to Pittsburgh 
every five weeks to oversee the 
brewing of a new 250-barrel batch 
of beer. He said he follows the 
process step-by-step to make 
sure his recipe is precisely 
followed 

Koch stresses that his opera- 
tion is very small and drives that 
point home by saying, ‘I've sold 
as much beer in six weeks as 
Budweiser sells in four seconds." 

On the other hand, he says, 
‘I've got no competition. There is 
nobody doing what I'm doing 
How often does the actual brewer 
of a beer come in to a store or 
restaurant to open an account 
and talk about beer? “People 








have helped us because we're 
from Boston, we're personal and 
we're a small business, which 
many of them can relate to.

Sunny day 
for a parade

NEWTON The city 
celebrated what many consider 
to be the unofficial opening of 
summer Monday with its 
Memorial Day parade, honoring 
the men and women who died 
defending this country 

The weather was perfect for a 
parade, warm and sunny, with a 
fairly steady breeze to refresh 
some of the weary marchers. 
Uniformed honor guards, high 
school bands, baton twirlers, ice 
cream and balloon vendors pro- 
vided all the trappings of a 
festive occasion 

The parade began around 1 
p.m. in the Purity Supreme park- 
ing lot on Crafts Street and pro- 
ceeded up Washington Street to 
Walnut Street, then straight 
down to the Newton War 
Memorial at City Hall. 

Two city policemen on motor- 
cycles led the procession, follow- 
ed by 20 more motorcycles ridden 
by the Blue Knights Law En- 
forcement Honor Guard. 

Mayor Theodore D, Mann and 
U.S. Rep. Barney Frank (D- 
Newton) walked behind them, 
waving to onlookers of all ages. 
They turned the corner onto Com- 
monwealth Avenue and walked 
up to the War Memorial to take 
their places at the reviewing 
stand. Twelve of the city’s 
aldermen were also present on or 
near the reviewing stand. 

Members of Nonantum 

American Legion Post 440 and 
Waltham American Legion Post 
156 filed past, followed by a group 
Italian-American War Veterans 
and the W.J. Farrell DAV Post 
Chapter 23. 
Two Vietnam veterans march- 
ed past the stand, one carrying 
the black and white flag of those 
soldiers classified as Prisoners of 
War of Missing in Action 
(POW/MIA). They eschewed the 
dress uniforms worn by veterans 
of other wars, in favor of blue 
jeans and camouflage fatigues, 
which have come to recognized 
as the uniform of the Vietnam 
veteran. 

An identical POW/MIA flag 
flew on one of the tall flagpoles 
flanking the entrance to the War 
Memorial. 

As the bands and honor guards 
gathered around the circle in 
front of the War Memorial, the 
five honored guests of this year's 
parade lined up in front of the 
steps to be recognized by 
Carleton Merrill, the city’s 
Veterans’ Agent and master of 
ceremonies for the parade. 

They were Ellen Richard, 
mother of Army PFC W. Wallace 
Richard, the first son of Newton 
to fall in the Vietnam war; Hazel 
Brock of Newtonville, past state 
president of the Widows of World 
War I; and Gloria Cohen, an Air 
Force nurse in Korea, whose 
plane went down in 1953 while she 
was helping to airlift wounded 
soldiers, leaving her wheelchair- 
bound. 

Army Lt, Leslie M. Feldstein 
and Sgt. Richard Mills, both 
veterans of Vietnam were also 
among the honored guests 

This year marked the 10th an- 
niversary of the ending of the 
Vietnam war and the 40th an- 
niversary of the end of World 
War IJ, and Mills said he felt pro- 
ud to be part of yesterday's ac- 
tivities, 

Commenting on Merrill's 
special recognition of the 
POW/MIA flag in his opening 
remarks, Mills would later say, 
"This is not only for Vietnam 
veterans, but for veterans in 
general,” he said, ‘We Vietnam 
veterans have been tending to 
forget that this day is for all 
veterans, so I think it’s time we 
opened up.” 

The band music stopped and 
the chatter of the crowd ceased 
as Mayor Theodore D. Mann 
escorted Mrs, Brock and Mrs. 
Richard to the center of the grass 
circle in front of the War 
Memorial to present the official 
city wreath honoring Newton's 
fallen veterans. Only the snapp 
ing of the flags in the stiff breeze 
could be heard as the three slow 
ly walked back to their places in 
front of the War Memorial steps 

Mann told the crowd, “If we 
have learned our lessons, we as a 
nation will play an effective role 
in reducing world tensions. If we 
continue to learn, we can truly 
turn our swords into plowshares, 
so that calamities such as the 
Ethiopian famine be 
prevented 

And perhaps, we can gather 
on this day 10 years from now, or 
even 40 years from now, without 
having to add one name to the list 
of those whom we honor for hay 
ing sacrificed life 
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Stone honors 
Vietnam vets

NEWTON Overdue. That 
was the word many of those at- 
tending Sunday's memorial 
ceremony used to describe the 
dedication of a stone honoring 
Newton men who died in Viet- 
nam 

Finally, ten years after the last 
helicopter took off from the roof 
of the American Embassy in 
Saigon, surviving veterans of 
that war unveiled a monument to 
the 23 Newton men who didn't 
make it back from the jungles of 
Vietnam 

The monument a simple 
granite marker on city-donated 
land along Washington Street and 
from the Jackson 
Homestead in Nonantum - marks 
the culmination of efforts by the 
Newton Vietnam Veterans 
Memorial Committee to 
remember their fallen brothers. 

“It's about time,’’ committee 
chairman Charles ‘‘Buddy"’ 
Cerone said stoically as he stood 
in front of the as-of-yet unveiled 


across 








monument 

‘My brother-in-law John 
Magni and I started planning for 
this about a year ago,” the 





camouflage-clad Cerone said, 
“after four of us took a trip to the 
Wall in Washington D.C. We saw 
that and wanted to do something 
for the kids that died over there 
when we came back.”” 

Cerone said that after the deci- 
sion to set up a memorial was 
made, raising funds for a stone 
was the next step 

“We put ja 
and other plac 
donations, We asked veterans 
groups, the police and_ fire 
departments, the Knights of Col- 
umbus and the Kiwanis Club for 
help. We raised about $3,000. The 
stone cost $2,300 and the rest 
went to today’s dedication 
ceremony."’ 

Saying that the memorial is an 
example of vets “taking care of 
our own,”’ Cerone explained that 
while the city donated the land, 
the veterans did all the legwork 
for the memorial. 

“It’s been a long time in com- 
ing,’’ Cerone said, ‘‘and it took 
the vets to do it.”” 

Among veterans attending the 
ceremony, many expressed f 
ings of bitterness at having to 
wait ten years for a memorial to 
those who died, 

“It’s very long overdue,”’ Viet- 
nam veteran Richard Learned 
said of the memorial. ‘There's a 
lingering bitterness that it’s 
taken so long to recognize the 
fact that these men died for their 
country, just like veterans of 
ar I, World War II and 





in stores, clubs 
and asked for 























Learned, who saw action in 
Chu Lai with the First Cavalry 
Division between 1969 and 1970, 
said that to him the memorial is 
especially important because of 
how he was treated when he first 
came home 


“When we got back to the 
Learned recalled, ‘‘peo- 


ple were calling us ‘baby killers’ 








and all that bull. That's why a lot 
of the guys took part in this thing 

we hope that the memerial will 
make the American public see 
our side of this."” 

One group who did see that side 
of the war were the families of 
the men who died fighting it 

John Rice of Newtonville, 
whose son James died picking up 
a wounded friend 11 days before 
he was scheduled to come home, 
said that while “it was a bit late, 
the memorial will hopefully 
make it easier for the relatives of 
those who died and for those who 
survived to cope with what hap- 
pened.” 

Tricia Donlon and Dot Collura, 
sisters of John M. Sullivan — who 
died in Vietnam on January 14, 

1967 both said that the 
memorial to “those who gave 
their lives for their country,’’ was 
“long overdue."” 

“It's a shame that it's taken so 
long to remember the kids who 
died for their country,"’ Donlon 
said 

Collura credited the veterans 
who worked to get the memorial 
in place 

“The vets did a tremendous 
job,’ Collura said after the 
ceremony ‘hey did this for 
themselves because they desired 
a quality memorial. They went to 
the people for donations. It was 














like the Wall (the Washington 
D.C. memorial to the Vietnam 
veterans) the vets put it 


together, not the government.” 


In addition to the vets and the 
families of those to whom the 
memorial was dedicated, many 
local politicians took part in the 
ceremony, including Newton 
Mayor Theodore D. Mann, State 
Representative A, Joseph 
DeNucci and Congressman 
Barney Frank 

Frank, who helped read the roll 
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call of the names on the stone, 
repeated the day’s theme — that 
the memorial was long overdue,

NEWTON — It is the time of 
year for graduation parties and 
proms, and Chief William F. 
Quinn is reminding citizens that 
end-of-school-year festivities can 
mean tragedy when teenagers 
drive home drunk. With this con- 
cern in mind, Chief Quinn issues 
an advisory for those who are 
either hosting a party or atten- 
ding one 

Pre-plan all facets of a party. 
Parents should go over the invita- 
tion list and know who and how 
many are invited. Some teens 
may feel that this reflects 
distrust. However, open parties, 
at best, are difficult to monitor. 
There is always the danger that it 
will grow too large too quickly, 
resulting in the the host losing 
control of the party. 

Call the host in advance. 
Parents whose children have 
been invited to a private house 
party should call the host in ad- 
vance to inquire about the nature 
of the party and the ground rules 
being set. Receiving an invitation 
does not mandate an acceptance. 

Plan for supervision. Parents 
should either plan to supervise a 
party held in their home or have 
another responsible adult present 
and visible. Although not always 
willing to admit it most teens do 
not want to accept full respon- 
sibility for their party and would 
rather rely on an adult for 
organization and guidance. The 
chief points out that Newton par- 
ty givers may engage a police of- 
ficer for a nominal fee, whose 
presence alone can help maintain 
order. 

Be aware of legal age limits. 
Any party should be well 
monitored to prevent alcohol con- 
sumption by persons who are not 
of legal age, which in the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts will 
be 20 until June 1, 1985, and 21 
thereafter. Party givers should 
be aware that they can be held 
liable if a mishap should occur to 
any person (adult or minor) after 
he has left the host's home in an 
intoxicated state. Incidents have 
also been cited where teenage 
guests have brought alcohol to a 
party without the knowledge of 
the host. Parents should take 
precautions to insure that alcohol 
will not be present at high school 
parties. 

Chief Quinn says the same 
guidelines should be utilized for 
end-of-school-year functions held 
away from home, such as junior 
and senior proms. It is advised 
that parents know the location of 
the function, who their child will 
be with, and what the transporta- 
tion arrangements are.

Do you leave the moving to pro 
fessionals or do it yourself 

That depends on how adven 
turesome you are, how precious 
you consider your goods to be, 
and, in many cases, whether you 
have some energetic friends will- 
ing to trade a day's work for a

In a long-distance move, don't 
lift a finger if your present or new 
employer is paying for your trip. 
Let the movers do the work, In 
many cases, the employer will 
pick the mover, saving you that 
headache 

If you are moving to another ci- 
ty on your own, you can move 
yourself — and save considerable 
dollars — if you only have a few 
roomfuls of furniture 

Be wary, however, if you have 
a bad back. Even in a cross-town 
move, it sometimes is best to br- 
ing in a moving firm to at least 
handle bulky appliances and 
things like convertible couches 
and delicate possessions. They 
are insured against damage. You 
probably will not be. 

Question: Going the do-it- 
yourself route, how do you pick a 
truck rental firm? 

Answer: By comparison shopp- 
ing. In other words, don't go to 
the nearest or most advertised 
truck rental firm and plunk down 
your bucks in haste.

Sherman top Lancer athlete

NEWTON — The format was 
new for the Newton Catholic 
athletic awards banquet, but 
most of the names were very 
familiar to anyone who follows 
the various Lancer sports. 

In recent years, the event has 
been held at the school’s 
auditorium. This year, it was 
moved to the Nonantum Post 440 
American Legion Hall, and in- 
cluded a full dinner and music. 

First and foremost among the 
familiar names were two hard- 
wood stars who walked off with 
the two top awards of the even- 
ing. Jeff Sherman capped the 
ceremonies when he was given 
the school’s Outstanding Athlete 
trophy by Athletic Director Don 
Dabenigno. That presentation 
came right after Frank Censullo 
had walked off with the Scholar- 
Athlete Award. 

Still only a junior, Sherman 
was the top scorer in the Catholic 
Suburban League over the 
winte averaging over 21 points 
per game. As soon as the hoop 
season ended, the forward traded 
in his sneakers for cleats and 
stepped in to play first base for 
the baseball team, He’s the 
number two hitter on the squad 
(which is tournament-bound 
after Tuesday's win over St. 
Patrick's) 

Dabenigno, who coaches both 
basketball and baseball, cited 
Sherman's ‘excellent attitude," 
lir him ‘a pleasure to 
coach,”' and ‘a leader.” 

Censullo didn’t get the recogni- 
tion that Sherman did on the 
court, but was a vital cog in the 
Lancer scheme of things. He 
moved from the point guard slot 
to the off-guard position with a lot 
of success. That success, combin- 
ed with Censullo’s number three 
rank in the senior class, earned 
him the award. 

Though the biggest, those were 
only two of many awards given 
during the course of the night. 
Each varsity team handed out an 
Unsung Hero and Most Valuable 
Player Award as well. 

There was one new award, a 
scholarship named after Shirley 
Leger, an official in three sports 
who died over the winter. Leger 
helped start the girls’ athletic 
program at Newton Catholic, and 
the hoop officials’ association 
chose to remember her with a 
scholarship given annually to a 
member of the Lancer squad. 
The first recipient of the $150 
award was Angela Bove, who will 
continue her education at Bentley 
College this fall 

The spring awards were the 
final ones to be given out, but 
perhaps the toughest to pick, 
since the seasons aren’t over yet. 
In baseball, Frank Battista and 
Nick Abruzzi were the top win- 
ners 

Battista, a catcher/pit- 
cher/shortstop, was named the 
MVP by Dabenigno and 
tant Sean Delaney. On the 
mound, he boasts a 1.12 earned 
run average with a 3-0 record and 
two saves, one of which came 
against St. Pat's in the clincher. 
He got off to a slow start at the 
plate this year, but has pulled his 
average over .300 of late. In addi- 
tion, the sophomore discovered 
his power stroke, clubbing seven 
extra-base hits in the last five 
games. 

Leadoff hitter Abruzzi tops the 

































team at the plate with a .451 
mark and has driven in 15 runs. 
On the mound, the lefty is 3-0. 
He’s a junior. 

Another llth-grader, Susan 
Williams was the main honoree 
for the softball team. She leads 
the team in batting and hits, and 
was called ‘‘our most consistent 
player’’ by assistant coach Bob 
Hill.

Joining Williams as a trophy 
winner in softball was junior 
Cheryl Chagnon.

Sherman was the only athlete 
to come away with two major 
awards. In addition to his 
Outstanding Athlete trophy, he 
picked up the MVP for the 
basketball team.

Unsung Hero. The slender center 
(one of three tri-captains for next 
year with Sherman and Scott 
Roberts) ‘“‘played well for us,’ 
said Dabenigno. ‘‘He was there 
all season long.”

TOUTLE, Wash. (UPI)— Gary and Brenda 
Roggendack learned some lessons five years 
ago: Never trust a sleeping volcano and always 
live on high ground 

Gary was sound asleep when Mount St. 
Helens blew its top May 18, 1980. He had been 
up until 3 a.m. catching frogs at Silver Lake on 
the Toutle River and at 8:30 a.m. on that sunny 
Sunday morning, his phone rang. 

“T wasn’t about to get out of bed,’’ he said 
“But I changed my mind when they said the 
mountain had blown.” 

Before the day was out, he and his pregnant 
wife would lose their house and nearly all their 
belongings to a gooey mudflow sent cascading 
down the Toutle by the angry peak 30 miles 
away. 

Five years later, the house is still buried to 
the window sills in mud alongside the ash- 
caked river. Bedposts and the top of a washing 
machine stick up through the gray crust in a 
private monument to the most destructive 
volcanic eruption in the recorded history of the 
United State: 

“There is a pair of skis buried in there under 
the bed id Gary, 32, a Washington state 
highway worker. ‘I’ve dug down twice, but I 
can’t find them.”’ 

The Roggendacks were lucky compared to 
others, The cataclysmic landslide and eruption 
left 60 people dead or missing under nearly a 
cubic mile of debris and ash. 

It made a $1.1 billion mess across the coun- 
tryside and created problems for the residents 
of Washington and Oregon that will continue 
for at least the next half-century. 

The Toutle, Cowlitz and Columbia Rivers still 
run heavy with voleanic silt and must be con- 
stantly dredged by the U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers at a cost of $235 million to date. The 
Corps wants to build a foot-high contain- 
ment dam on the Toutle to control the silt 

Corps workers have just completed an eight- 
mile tunnel through a mountain to provide an 
outlet to Spirit Lake, the once-beautiful resort 
lake famous for its reflection of Mount St. 
Helens. Its natural outlet, the Toutle, is clogged 
for 15 miles with volcanic debris averaging 150 
feet in depth. 

Without the tunnel, the lake would have kept 
filling until it broke through its volcanic plug 
and flooded the homes of 40,000 to 50,000 people 
downstream, said Alene Jacques, a Corps 
spokeswoman. 

The smoldering volcano itself still poses a 
threat. It has erupted 18 times since the 
catastropic 1980 explosion that tore 1,300 feet 
off the top of the mountain. 

A team of 70 volcanologists from the U.S. 
Geological Survey constantly monitors the 
mountain. Scientists also have stepped up their 
studies and monitoring of a dozen other 
volcanic mountains in the Cascade Range, in- 
cluding Ranier, Adams, Hood, and Baker in 
Washington and Oregon, and Shasta and 
Lassen in California 

St. Helens has been quiet for more than eight 
months, its longest period of calm since the big 
explosion. But it has been steadily building a 
lava dome in its horseshoe-shaped crater 

The dome grows at a rate of 45 million cubic 
meters per year and is now larger than 
downtown Portland, 50 miles to the southwest 
At the current rate, the voleano could rebuild 
its peak to pre-1980 size within a century—if it 
doesn’t blow its top again

“Right now there is very little space between 
the sides of the dome and the crater walls,”’ 
said Steve Brantley, a USGS volcano-watcher 
and chief spokesman for the Johnston Cascades 
Volcano Observatory in Vancouver. 

“It’s very unstable. There are hundreds of 
rocks falling from the crater walls. Fumaroles 
are releasing steam on portions of the crater 
floor, some measured at 912 degrees Celsius. 
That's partially molten.” 

The observate is named for David A. 
Johnston, a USGS voleanologist who died in the 
1980 eruption. Johnston was six miles from St 
Helens taking survey measurements when the 
volcano suddenly erupted. He announced the 
event to the world, shouting ‘‘Vancouver! Van- 
couver! This is it!”’ into his radio before he was 
overcome by searing hot gases and debris mov- 
ing at nearly the speed of sound. 

Another well-known casualty was Harry 
‘Truman, 83, the cantankerous owner of a lodge 
on Spirit Lake who refused orders to evacuate. 

“Harr lodge is under 300 to 400 feet of 
mudflow and landslide,” said Brantley. Harry's 
Ridge above Spirit Lake was named in 
Truman's honor. 

The 1980 blast literally splashed Spirit Lake 
up the mountain and redeposited it in a new 
basin 200 feet higher. The silt has settled and 
the lake is once again blue, but much of the 
surface is covered with logs swept off the 
mountainside, 

Instead of trees and a snow-capped peak, the 
lake now reflects mountainside devastation and 
the smoldering crater that still spews hundreds 
of tons of sulfur dioxide into the atmosphere 
each day. The chemical, familiar to high-school 
chemistry students, smells strongly of rotten 
eggs

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Sculptors show talent 
at Newton arts center 


Art works by sculptors John 
Wilson, Lloyd Lillie, Penelope 
Jencks and Marianna Pineda will 
be on display at the Newton 
Center for the Arts through June.

It's amazing how artists can 
work in the same medium, and 
yet produce entirely different end 
products. That is the situation at 
the Newton Center for the Arts, 
which is featuring the works of 
four sculptors. The artists are all 
accomplished and talented, but 
they each have a strong sense of 
individuality. 

John Wilson is probably the 
most well-known in this quartet 
Wilson, 63, was born and raised in 
Boston and has been creating his 
trademark bronze castings since 
the 1940s. He has won several ma- 
jor art awards, and has held one- 
man show exhibitions at some of 
the top galleries, but his biggest 
accomplishment is still in the 
works. 

Wilson has been commissioned 
to do a bronze bust of Martin 
Luther King that will be pro- 
minently displayed in the Rotun- 
da on Capitol Hill. It will be 
unveiled in June of 1986, just in 
time for the national 
celebration of Luther 
King Day as a governmentally 
approved holiday. A small s 
version of the King bust is includ- 
ed in this exhibit. 

Like many of the French Im- 
pressionists, Wilson seems to 
have a select group of models 
with whom he works. Through his 
art, we become familiar with a 
few black women, notably 
‘‘Roz,’’ who has an arched back 
and who wears a turban, and 
“Becky,’’ who has a penetrating 
stare. His most brilliant piece in 
the show is a bronze head of a 
lady called ‘‘Gabrielle.’’ Her face 
has pleasant features, but it is the 
layers of cascading hair that 
makes this work so imposing. 

Lloyd Lillie appears to be the 
most talented in this group. His 
bronze castings have great lines 
and movement about them. 
Whether he creates a ‘‘Female 
Figure Standing” or a bust of 
Thomas Jefferson, each piece 
has its own style and substance. 
One work is entitled “Falling 
Couple.”’ It is a round bronze 
disc, that has been mounted on 
the wall. At the top of the disc 
there are two figures and they 
seem to be falling into the con- 
caved circle. Is this couple falling 
off the edge of the world, or are 
they falling in love, or falling out 
of love? This bronze relief might
